Surfacing into the riptide of SXSW 

The last half-year or so has easily been the strang- 
est time in my life, which never lacked for strange. 

Slow rolling into near death, then jerked back, until 
finally re-emerging into the day-by-day that has 
been my life. I feel blessed, and I feel hollow; I feel 
whole and yet broken. The swing of things has gotten 
back to normal, and it is nowhere near normal at all. 

As you read this, SXSWedu is just a few days from 
beginning, heralding the rush into craziness that is the 10 
days of South by Southwest (beginning on Friday, March 9) 
as we have come to know it.

AN IMPORTANT CLARIFICATION 

Hi Marc Savlov, 

I loved your article - you really captured what 
I think makes this film so important [“Domestic 
Terrorists? Or Activist-Acolytes Led Astray by a 
Mentor?,” Screens, Feb. 24]. 

There is one issue, however, which needs clari- 
fication: 

In your piece you write, “According to Crowder 
and McKay’s testimonies, however, the Molotovs 
were Darby’s idea and it was he who egged them 
on to commit to acts they never would have con- 
ceived of in the first place.” [Editor’s note: This 
text has since been corrected .] 

This statement is only half true. While they 
both feel that they never would have been in that 
situation had it not been for Brandon Darby - and 
he certainly encouraged them to view violence 
as a legitimate course of action - they do not 
claim, in the end, that the Molotovs were Darby’s 
idea. David McKay did testify in his initial trial 
that the cocktails were Darby’s idea. But then, 
at his retrial, he admitted that this was a lie and 
that he and Brad came up with the idea for the 
cocktails on their own. He was sentenced to an 
additional two years in prison for obstruction of 
justice because of this lie. We document all of 
this in the film. 

Brad Crowder has never claimed - either in 
court testimony or in interviews - that making the 
Molotov cocktails was Darby’s idea. 

This slight error might seem trivial, but it’s 
an important distinction. We try to present a

in the film and to open a discussion about the 
FBI’s use of provocative informants in so-called 
domestic terrorism cases. This particular case 
is complicated, to be sure, but we think - as 
your article points out - that these issues are 
important and that the events of the film have 
repercussions for all of us.

KAREN HUBER’S CHANGE OF MIND 

Dear Editor, 

Re: “Huber Responds” [“Postmarks,” Feb. 17]: I 
also live in Shady Hollow. Brodie was not designed 
as a major through road. It has several tightly 
curved areas. Traffic has almost doubled in the last 
five years. Some of it is from in-building in the com- 
munity. A large portion of the traffic is caused by 
continuing Brodie to intersect with FM 1626 back in 
the 1990s.This provides the only access to MoPac 
for a growing Hays County population to MoPac. 

As for the 45 SW link from FM 1626 to 
MoPac/45 SW, MoPac was built as a high-speed 
multilane divided highway. The 45 SW connection 
was planned and right-of-way gained decades 
ago. A two-lane county road connector is needed, 
not a multilane toll road as originally envisioned. 

Does anyone believe that Hays County com- 
muters will drive a widened FM 1626 east to 
Manchaca Road; then drive north to Slaughter 
Road; then double-back west to gain access to 
MoPac? That will not happen. That will just make 
Slaughter all the more crowded and Brodie a 
continuing crawl in rush hour.

I attended the Shady Hollow homeowners asso- 
ciation meetings about 45 SW. I was there when 
Karen Huber said that the link will get done. She 
has changed her mind, probably with a concerted 
effort from our neighbors in Circle C Ranch, who do 
not want to see the MoPac/45 SW original design 
completed. Circle C Ranch, also has Escarpment, 
another multilane divided road, to the west, that can 
be used to access MoPac at two different entries. 

I think no one expected Austin to grow as 
rapid as it has. Southwest Travis County has 
now become cost effective for development even 
with the added environmental costs. At one time, 
growth in this area was not a big deal because 
of the environmental and building cost concerns. 
Those days are over. We need the 45 SW con- 
nector built as a smaller county road project 
between Hays and Travis counties. Also needed 
are the improvements along MoPac to continue 
the traffic flow past Slaughter Lane without an 
interruption from the current traffic signal.

claims that the Travis County Sheriff’s Department 
is only following the law and does not control who 
is deported. Secure Communities is an informa- 
tion sharing idea implemented by Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement. It has two parts; identifying 
a foreign national through computer databases and 
requesting that local law enforcement “hold” some- 
one for ICE to arrive. 

The sheriff is not obligated by law to “hold” 
anyone for ICE. His obligation is to deal with the 
infraction committed at the local level. Of course, we 
want dangerous felons to be retained and deported. 
Hamilton could choose to “hold” those who are 
charged or convicted of severe crimes and choose 
not to “hold” those who are in custody for misde- 
meanors or who have no criminal record at all. Many 
counties around the nation have chosen to limit 
their response to the ICE request. Greg Hamilton 
is not using the discretion he has. He is holding 
everyone identified by ICE. This harms community 
policing, costs taxpayers, and destroys families. 

Greg Hamilton has been made aware of the 
distress and disruption this policy causes. Ever 
since 2008, there have been efforts by con- 
cerned citizens, immigration lawyers, community 
rights organizations to get him to change his 
policy. In spite of this, Hamilton continues with 
his policies. 

Whoever wins the Democratic Primary for sher- 
iff will be elected in November. I am concerned 
that the present Travis County sheriff is choosing 
to make policy which our progressive community 
does not support and which does not reflect our 
core values.

Headlines 

> City Council meets today (Thursday) with a 
daunting agenda - most notably, consideration 
of a proposed interim rate increase for Austin 
Energy and a possible phase-in of the long- 
debated single-use plastic bag ban, a slew of 
proposed event fee waivers, a sturdy brace of 
zoning cases, additional taxi permits, and a 
boathouse concession contract. Should be a 
regular butt-numb-a-thon. 

Austin ISD is giving parents more time to withdraw 
their kids from the controversial charter school at 
Allan Elementary, run by IDEA Public Schools. 
The district has extended the opt-out deadline to 
March 9, but critics suggest this just gives IDEA 
more time to convince people to opt in. 

> New redistricting maps were released Tuesday, 
Feb. 28, opening the door to a May 29 primary. 
Democrats and minority voting rights activists 
were left reeling after a San Antonio court signed 
off on a congressional map that splits Travis 
County five ways. However, the map still needs 
preclearance by the Department of Justice. 

The Circuit of the Americas, the purpose-built 
Formula One race track under construction in 
Southeast Travis County, suffered its first serious 
accident when a rolling machine operator was 
injured on Feb. 28. The man, whose name has 
been withheld, is in critical condition. 

The execution of Anthony Bartee, scheduled 
Feb. 28, as been delayed while DNA testing is 
done on hair found clutched in the hand of murder 
victim David Cook, a friend of Bartee’s. For more on 
the case, see “Rick Perry Death Watch,” Feb. 24. 

The Austin Police Department crime lab is 

the subject of another complaint, from an inde- 
pendent lab, that alleges APD employees mis- 
handled - or lost - samples sent for drug test- 
ing. APD has said it can’t comment on the spe- 
cific cases at issue but has filed a response 
with the state’s Forensic Science Commission. 


Making Connections 

Welcome to SXSW - and the workers who create it 


In his 2010 book Restoring the Power of 
Unions: It Takes a Movement, UT law pro- 
fessor and labor scholar Jack Getman 
argued that if unions are to reverse their 
national decline, they need once again to 
become less labor advocacy institu- 
tions and more a workers’ move- 
ment. “For organized labor to 
play its proper role in turn- 
ing the American dream 
into reality,” Getman 
wrote, “the labor move- 
ment must be not only 
for the people, as most 
unions are, but also of 
the people, in ways that 
most unions are not.” 

Getman was speaking 
primarily of the ways unions 
themselves are currently 
organized - too often leadership- 
run rather than member-focused - 
but the lesson also applies to union out- 
reach, where over the decades a combina- 
tion of economic changes and business pro- 
paganda has served to undermine the work- 
er solidarity that once was a natural out- 
growth of common circumstances and com- 


mon employment (from “employee,” a French 
root meaning “used”). Recently, the AFL-CIO 
began a tentative effort to reach out beyond 
union boundaries to all workers, under the 
community-based theme “Work Connects Us 
All.” Austin is one of three cities (the 
others are Pittsburgh and 
Portland, Ore.) where the proj- 
V ect is being piloted, and 
Austinites (and visitors) 
will get a taste of the 
effort at South by 
Southwest - where, 
among other activities, 
union volunteers will be 
distributing thank-you 
cards to Festival visitors 
and encouraging them to 
pass the cards and the sen- 
timent along to the thou- 
sands of local and visiting work- 
ers involved in planning, hosting, 
serving, managing, playing, coordinating, 
etc. the hundreds of events - indeed, in 
making the entire Festival possible, by liter- 
ally creating it through their work. 

In a press statement introducing the TV 
ad that triggered the campaign, Texas AFL-

CIO President Becky Moeller said, “This 
effort is not about politics, but about bring- 
ing people together for a real conversation 
about the dignity and impact of work, and 
how securing respect for all work is funda- 
mental to who we are.” 

Occupy Work 

National AFL-CIO Secretary-Treasurer 
Liz Shuler described the campaign as “a 
broad, long-term initiative to elevate the 
voices of working people. No matter what 
kind of work you do, everyone works, we all 
have pride and dignity in our work, and we 
want to get that as part of the conversation.” 
Shuler said that the recent national debate 
on income inequality - generated initially 
by the Occupy movement - had in part 
inspired this effort, which includes an inter- 
active website (www.workconnectsusall.org),

Less than Super Tuesday: 10 states hold their 
primaries on March 6. It was supposed to be 
11, but Texas dropped out after the latest GOP 
gerrymandering sabotaged the election calendar. 

Mitt Romney gained a little momentum when 
he won the Feb. 28 GOP presidential primaries 
in Arizona and his home state of Michigan, but 
not enough to completely shake radical right 
winger Rick Santorum. 

> WikiLeaks began to release what is reported to 
be 5 million emails stolen by “Anonymous” hack- 
ers from Austin-based “global intelligence” firm 
Stratfor; the early returns reflect grandiose 
ambitions to outdo the CIA, as well as corporate 
accounts (Dow, Coca-Cola) paying the firm to pro- 
vide information about potential protests. 

Hays County commissioners this week amend- 
ed a local ordinance that now gives dog owners 
due process if their pet kills chickens, livestock, 
or domestic animals. The code change followed 
the international outcry over county authorities’ 
decision to euthanize two dogs for killing a 
neighbor’s chickens.

outreach via Twitter and Facebook, and 
public events like SXSW where unions 
hope to spread the word about connec- 
tions between working people. Occupy 
“has sparked the conversation about 
what kind of country we want to be,” 
said Shuler, “so we think it’s really the 
right moment to be reintroducing people 
to unions.” 

In Austin, the Texas AFL-CIO and 
member unions have built a fledgling 
working alliance with Occupy activists, 
and Moeller sees the new campaign as an 
extension of that effort. “For some time 
we’ve also had executive pay in our 
sights,” she said, “so we’re glad they’re 
[Occupy] also singing from the same 
choir book, bringing light to the fact 
about the 99 percent vs. the 1 percent. It 
makes the importance of unions, to some 
of those people that are open-minded, it 
puts it in their vernacular.” 

In addition to the thank-you card effort, 
other potential events are still in the plan- 
ning stages involving Festival musicians 
or other performers. In Portland, comedi- 
ans held a workshop aimed at connecting 
comedy and organizing, and Texas AFL- 
CIO spokesman Ed Sills said he’s hoping 
to coordinate something similar here. 

Mutual Defense 

It’s arguable, of course, that in light of 
the concerted current attacks on work- 
ers’ rights in general, and unions in par- 
ticular, taking place in Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Ohio, and elsewhere, the under- 
mining of teachers’ unions in Texas - 
indeed the entire Republican presiden- 
tial campaign - an outreach effort that 
focuses on happy talk about worker con- 
nections might not seem the most effec- 
tive means of self-defense. Shuler says 
that this project does not replace active 
organizing efforts, but complements 
them, by reaching beyond union activists 
to people not accustomed to thinking of 
their work in terms of solidarity. In 
explicit union efforts, she said, “non- 
unionists may tune out because they 
think it doesn’t impact them. The pur- 
pose of this campaign is to let them know 
that collective action, and joining togeth- 
er, and amplifying your voice is a path to 
a better future.” 

So, among the panels and the movies 
and the concerts and the clubbing, 
maybe a few more of us will stop and 
think. “It’s just basically elevating this 
notion,” said Shuler, “that there’s a lot of 
work that goes on with SXSW, for exam- 
ple, and that nobody really thinks about 
the person that’s serving your food, or 
the hotel worker who’s making your 
room livable for you while you’re there, 
or the transportation that’s provided to 
get you to the site. So the idea was to 
make people realize that - and think 
about their work a little differently, and 
then also ‘pay it forward.’” 

In other words: Thank you for your 
work. ■ 


Fixing a Hole 

PROMISELAND GETS ITS AMPHITHEATRE ... SO WHO’S NEXT? 


It’s been a long time coming, but residents 
of two Southwest Austin neighborhood 
groups were finally given a public platform to 
air years of pent-up grievances about a land- 
use case gone dreadfully awry. 

The cathartic moment arrived Feb. 21 at a 
Planning Commission meeting to consider 
a measure that would plug some loopholes 
in the city’s land code that allows some 
developments to quietly sail through the 
administrative approval process without an 
adequate policy in place to notify neighbors 
and provide sufficient opportunity for them to 
appeal the decision in a timely manner. 

The residents recounted to commissioners 
how they were completely shut out of a multi- 
layered administrative decision that quietly 
green-lighted a 1,000-seat amphitheatre - an 
outdoor performance venue that will serve as 
the crown jewel of Dream City, 

PromiseLand West Church’s 
new campus under construc- 
tion on a 53-acre tract along 
Highway 71 in the rapidly 
growing Oak Hill area. 

(See “Then There’s This: 

Sound and Light,” Jan. 

12.) The amphitheatre 
has been a longtime 
dream of the church pas- 
tor, the Rev. Randy Phil- 
lips, who had initially envi- 
sioned building it at the 
church’s East 51st Street site. 

Phillips is now in the process of 
carrying out his dream in Southwest 
Austin, where PromiseLand has built up a siz- 
able sister congregation. 

The amphitheatre decision was made so 
quietly, in fact, that many people - both in 
and out of city government - didn’t actually 
know that the approval had been granted 
until a 2008 email suddenly surfaced last 
year. One has to wonder how many other 
mysterious administrative “approvals” 
might be buried in case files and computer 
hard drives in the city Planning and 
Development Review Department, only to 


be discovered, dusted off, 
and declared a done deal 
years later - too late for 
anyone to appeal. Sorry!

TELLING THE STORY 

At the Feb. 21 meeting, 

Planning and Development’s 
Robert Heil (who apparently 
wasn’t directly involved in 
the PromiseLand case), pro- 
vided the commission with 
draft amendments to an 
existing ordinance, a direc- 
tive made by City Council 
members after a series of one-on-one meet- 
ings with neighborhood residents. 

After hearing from representatives from the 
Hill Country Estates and Covered Bridge 
homeowners associations, commis- 
sioners decided the proposed 
amendments before them 
didn’t go far enough to pre- 
vent the same fiasco from 
happening again. They 
asked Heil to return to 
the drawing board and 
tighten some of the revi- 
sions while the subcom- 
mittee met for more con- 
sideration of the resi- 
dents’ complaints. “This 
was the first time we were 
allowed to tell the entire story 
of the Dream City fiasco in a pub- 
lic forum, and we were definitely 
pleased by the reaction of the Planning 
Commission,” one neighborhood representa- 
tive cheerfully reported after the meeting. 

The Planning Commission ultimately 
approved Heil’s additional revisions this 
week, moving the ball back to council to kick 
around. “The ‘fix’ for the [PromiseLand] issue 
will involve multiple actions on the part of 
City Council,” Commissioner Danette Chi- 
menti explained in an email. “One is to get 
the ordinance passed so that notification can 
go out in time for appeals when city staff 



makes an unusual new-use determination 
such as this.” But since the PromiseLand 
Church case unfortunately established prece- 
dence for allowing a church to build a 
1,000-seat amphitheatre for outdoor perfor- 
mances, the council now needs to establish 
limits in the event other churches are now 
considering building an amphitheatre in a 
neighborhood near you. 

WE DON’T NEED NO STINKIN’ ... 

As things stand now, the Hill Country 
Estates neighborhood association, which led 
the most vocal opposition to the amphithe- 
atre development - with the backing of its 
umbrella group, the Oak Hills Association 
of Neighborhoods - remains silent on 
whether it will pursue legal action in this 
case. It’s also unclear if the neighborhoods 
and the church are brokering some sort of 
peacemaking deal, although the impasse 
between the two sides appears to be immov- 
able at this point. 

Two significant questions are left hanging: 
Is the church correct in claiming that its reli- 
gious status frees PromiseLand from the 
hassle of filing for a sound-permit application? 
And is the church also correct in its claim 
that its charity status allows PromiseLand to 
profit from proceeds garnered at an amphi- 
theatre event? The church believes it’s right 
on both points. What’s City Council to do with 
such religious bravado? ■

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Nearly 200,000 women in Texas 
could lose access to health care 
under a new rule that bans Planned 
Parenthood from participating in a 
Medicaid-waiver program for low- 
income and uninsured women. That 
has a direct impact on this Planned 
Parenthood clinic on East Seventh 
Street, where Nurse Holli Jackson 
readies an exam room. 


Another State Assault on Women’s Health Care 


Last Thursday, Feb. 23, Texas Health and Human Services 
Executive Commissioner Tom Suehs approved a new agency 
rule that would ban Planned Parenthood from participation 
in the Women’s Health Program - a move that, based on 
federal standards, most likely means the end to a successful 
program that in 2010 alone provided more than 180,000 low- 
income Texas women with access to basic health care and 
family-planning services. 

The WHP is a Medicaid-waiver program that offers basic 
preventative health and family-planning care to low-income 
and uninsured women ages 18-44 who, unless pregnant, 
wouldn’t otherwise be eligible for Medicaid. It was devised as 
a way to provide needy women with health care and to reduce 
the number of unintended pregnancies paid for by Medicaid 
- a goal that health care providers say also reduces the 
number of abortions. 

Reducing Medicaid-paid births in Texas is no small thing. 
More than half of the state’s births are paid for by Medicaid - 
in 2009 alone, Medicaid births cost $2.7 billion. The WHP is 
paid for by a 90-10 match from the federal government: For 
every state dollar, the feds contribute $9. The WHP has 
grown quickly, from 91,683 women served in 2007 to 
183,537 in 2010. (The final numbers for 2011 aren’t yet in, 
but HHSC has estimated that they rose yet again.) 

Now, it looks likely that the program will not be continued 
beyond March, meaning nearly 200,000 women stand to lose 
access to basic health care. At issue is a newly written provi- 
sion designed to exclude any Planned Parenthood clinics from 
providing services under the WHP Since the program’s incep- 
tion in 2007, Planned Parenthood has been the single largest 
provider of WHP services; according to HHSC, PP clinics 
across the state saw 46% of all Women’s Health Program 
clients in 2010 - more than 84,000 women enrolled. But 
because some PP clinics provide abortions - though none of 
those participating in the WHP do so - state lawmakers 
directed state health officials to ask the federal Centers for 
Medicare & Medicaid Services to allow the state to reau- 
thorize the program with new language that redefines the 


word “affiliate” to exclude any Planned Parenthood clinic. The 
feds must now consider whether this new language accords 
with the legal restrictions placed on funding under Title XIX, 
which supports Medicaid. Put simply, Title XIX prohibits dis- 
crimination against qualified providers like Planned 
Parenthood. And in a December 2011 letter to HHSC, federal 
officials said as much, allowing an extension of the program 
only through March 31 while officials negotiated the renewal. 

With Suehs having approved the new rule, it appears the 
two sides have hit a stalemate - and there is no indication 
that the state is interested in negotiating to keep the pro- 
gram alive. “Federal law allows states to administer Medicaid 
and set the criteria for providers in the program. That’s what 
Texas is doing,” HHSC spokeswoman Stephanie Goodman 
wrote in an email. “We have a state law that our Attorney 
General says is constitutional, and it bans abortion providers 
from taking part in the Women’s Health Program. We can’t 
violate a valid state law just to please Washington.” (In a brief 


statement Feb. 24, CMS officials said they are “in contact” 
with Texas officials, but “can’t speculate at this point” on 
what will happen.) 

The WHP waiver has always included a ban on allowing 
abortion providers to participate, and none of the WHP pro- 
viders perform abortions. But last year, at the behest of 
Sen. Robert Deuell, R-Greenville, the HHSC rewrote the def- 
inition of “affiliate” to exclude all of the state’s PP clinics 
from program participation. 

Should the new rule be allowed to stand, thus excluding 
roughly 50 PP clinics, nearly half of all WHP clients would be 
left without access to the health care provider of their choice. 
In a series of emails, Goodman wrote that HHSC believes 
there will be plenty of providers out there to absorb those cli- 
ents - though the agency has no data to demonstrate that is 
true. The agency will be reaching out to current WHP provid- 
ers to ask them to enroll additional clients, as well as other 
basic Medicaid providers to ask if they would like to enroll 
WHP clients. Yet, if those providers haven’t already joined the 
five-year-old program, it isn’t obvious what would compel them 
to do so now, especially considering the low rate of reim- 
bursement - the state reimburses providers just $65.70 for 
an office visit by a new WHP patient and just $38.56 for 
established clients, according to HHSC. 

But the state’s unlikely calculation is only relevant if CMS 
decides the new Texas affiliate rule passes federal legal 
review; the prevailing wisdom among many women’s health 
providers is that it does not. The state “is asking to be able 
to discriminate against a qualified provider because they 
don’t like their name,” says Fran Hagerty, CEO of the 
Women’s Health and Family Planning Association of 
Texas, which represents a number of providers across the 
state. “If they meet the federal qualifications, you can’t indis- 
criminately discriminate against [them] ... But that’s what 
Texas is asking them to do. And Texas knows it.” 

Nonetheless, that is just what HHSC is officially hoping will 
happen. “We hope CMS will reverse its position and allow the 
program to continue,” Goodman wrote. - Jordan Smith 


Abbott Joins Anti-Birth Control Lawsuit 


Just after he jumped on board with nine other 
attorneys general to decry President Barack 
Obama’s so-called health insurance birth control 
mandate as unconstitutional, Texas Attorney 
General Greg Abbott signed on to a lawsuit filed in 
federal district court in Nebraska challenging the 
constitutionality of requiring insurers to provide 
birth control to women. The law, he and six other 
state AGs argue, impermissibly tramples on the free 
speech rights of religious organizations that oppose 
birth control. The lawsuit - joined also by several 
Catholic plaintiffs, including Pius X Catholic High 
School and the Catholic Mutual Relief Society of 
America - argues that the rule requiring insurers to 
cover birth control without a copay “would coerce 
religious organizations, institutions, care providers, 
outreach groups, and social service agencies, 


among others, to directly subsidize contraception, 
abortifacients, sterilization, and related services in 
contravention with their religious beliefs.” 

And, it continues, “The First Amendment has, for 
centuries, served as a rampart against government 
interference with religious liberty.” Allowing the birth 
control rule to stand would break through the protec- 
tion and “leave countless additional religious freedoms 
vulnerable to government intrusion and negation 
through coercion,” the plaintiffs argue. The practical 
effect of the ruling, Abbott said in a press release, will 
“force” religious institutions to drop health insurance 
enrollment for employees, thereby adding a burden to 
state Medicaid programs. “Obamacare’s latest man- 
date ... compels people of faith to act contrary to their 
convictions;’ he said. (For more, see “Abbott Balks at 
Birth Control Mandate,” Feb. 17.) - J.S.

Got a spare $1.5 billion? 

If you don’t already have your own Super 
PAC, you might find that price tag a little 
daunting. Seriously that’s the grand total 
($1,492,658,000) of the city of Austin’s over- 
all “Needs Assessment” from 13 depart- 
ments, ranging from the low end at Econom- 
ic Growth and Redevelopment Services (a 
mere $2 million) to the upmarket number 
at Planning and Development Review 
($300 million). The entire summary, com- 
piled from lists of 124 potential projects 
proposed from inside and outside city 
departments, comes in at roughly 175 
pages, and amounts to a citywide wish list 

- prior to setting priorities. 

That’s the job of the Bond Election Advis- 
ory Task Force, a City Council-appointed 
group of 15 citizens with hopefully strong 
stomachs and long attention spans, which 
has begun hearing public testimony, plow- 
ing through documents, determining 
urgency, and trying to cut that $1.5 billion 
number in half or a third - to put together a 
bond package to recommend to council in 
May and ultimately to the voters in Novem- 
ber. A few of the big-ticket items under 
consideration are: 

• General street reconstruction: $90 million 

• New APD headquarters: $78 million 

• New Fire/EMS headquarters: $76 million 

• Affordable housing projects: $75 million 

• Improvements to 1-35 corridor: $50 million 

• Open space acquisition: $50 million 

• Waller Creek & related 

trail improvements: $40 million 

None of this is written in stone, and the 
bond advisory process is a welter of meet- 
ings, presentations, and eye-glazing detail. 
Departments developed their project lists 

- emphasizing those proposals that could 
be completed in five to seven years - which 
were then scored by planning staff on the 


basis of 50 “guiding principles” provided by 
council and organized under the categories 
of Infrastructure, New Initiatives, Mobil- 
ity, Sustainability, Cost Effectiveness, and 
a Balanced Approach (the latter ranging 
from budget impact to geographic distribu- 
tion). The task force has been asked to 
design project packages at $500 million, 
$600 million, and $725 million (each level 
marking the effect of raising the property 
tax rate from 1 to 3 cents per $100 valua- 
tion; using available bond capacity that 
would not raise the rate would require hold- 
ing the package under $400 million). 
Notably, the list of mobility projects does 
not include a proposed urban rail system, 
although that has been on the planning 
wish list (including that of the mayor and 
council) for some time. 

A taste of the complexity of the process 
could be had last Thursday night, at the 
first meeting of the City Facilities Com- 
mittee, one of four task force subcommit- 
tees (the others are Parks & Open Space, 
Transportation/Mobility, and Affordable 
Housing). Virtually before the meeting 
began - the group hadn’t even elected a 
chair - the members were being asked to 
add another project to the already lengthy 
list. Juan Oyervides, board chair of the 
Mexican American Cultural Center, 
requested consideration of an additional 
$42 million for Phase II of the MACC’s mas- 
ter plan, specifically for a 300-seat theatre 
and a parking garage. (Committee mem- 
bers requested more detailed budget infor- 
mation to be added to the burgeoning stack 
of documents.) 

First on the official presentation agenda 
was the library department. Library facili- 
ties planning manager John Gillum led the 
committee through the library’s fairly 
modest, PowerPoint-illustrated project list: 


new roofs for the Pleasant Hill and Will 
Hampton branches, new HVAC for Pleasant 
Hill, a sprinkler system for the library 
warehouse, renovations for half a dozen 
branches (including the History Center); 
expanding the parking lot at University 
Hills. Gillum noted that the library’s cur- 
rent development energies are fully occu- 
pied with planning the new Central Library 
(approved in the 2006 bond package), and 
that its bond project list is focused on 
“maintaining what we have” and facility 
sustainability: “If you can’t maintain it, it’s 
not sustainable.” Committee members had 
a few questions, raising issues of “shared 
use” (yes, to the rather limited extent fea- 
sible), whether out-of-towners can use the 
libraries they don’t pay for (yes, under 
state law), and where these projects fit into 


the library’s long-term planning. Gillum 
touched on the latter (an eventual desire 
for larger regional libraries served by satel- 
lite branches), and only very lightly on the 
library’s perennial targeting in annual city 
budget cuts: “They told me to be circum- 
spect,” he said with a smile. 

The committee - Frank Fernandez (chair- 
ing the task force and now this subcommit- 
tee), Rodney Ahart, Craig Enoch, Jennifer 
Kim, Leslie Pool, Heather Way - was still 
finding its way, and responded to Gillum’s 
presentation with tentative, friendly brain- 
storming. The mood may shift in the com- 
ing weeks, as each subcommittee plows 
through the scores of potential projects and 
millions of dollars in requests, trying to 
find ways to turn $1.5 billion into $500 mil- 
lion or less. - Michael King 


Rate Case = Full Calendar for Council 


City Council today (Thursday, March 1) could adopt a pedal- 
to-the-metal work schedule to hash over Austin Energy’s 
requested electric rate increase. The proposed calendar 
would carve out nearly a dozen work-session dates between 
March and April, with many sessions scheduled twice a week. 
(In its spare time, council would also continue its regular 
meeting routine, taking its spring break March 12-16.) 
Possible May meeting dates would lead up to the final hours 
before the May 12 council election, which has four incum- 
bents seeking another term. 

Of the three council members proposing the breakneck 
schedule - Laura Morrison, Kathie Tovo, and Mike 
Martinez - only Martinez is on the campaign trail in a con- 
tested race. Austin Energy had hoped to have its two-part 
12.5% rate increase approved by March, but council mem- 
bers tapped the brakes on the utility’s plan to have additional 
revenue flowing into the utility by summer. It’s uncertain 
whether the council will approve an interim rate increase 
while it works its way through the rate case. 

The proposed increase also figured tangentially into the 
Feb. 27 meeting of the Electric Utility Commission, with 
brief discussions on AE’s recent 16% fuel charge hike, 


which took effect Jan. 1, and 
an update on the utility’s 
disastrous new centralized 
billing system, which 
adversely affected the ability 
of thousands of customers to 
pay their bills. The utility 
signed a contract with IBM in 
2009 to develop a new sys- 
tem at a cost of $54 million 
over eight years. AE says it 
has withheld $3.8 million in 
payments due to the tech 
giant’s ill-fated execution of 
its charge. AE staff put an optimistic spin on the situation 
when questioned by City Council last week and the EUC this 
week. However, a Feb. 23 story in InformationWeek, a technol- 
ogy publication, laid bare AE’s frustrations in a thread of 
emails between AE executives and IBM, with the last email 
dated as recently as Feb. 10. In that email, InformationWeek 
quoted from AE Chief Information Officer Alan Claypool’s 
note to an IBM executive: “We are extremely disappointed 


and continue to have serious 
concerns about the quality of 
service we have received from 
IBM to date.” 

EUC Commissioner Barbara 
Day had also requested an 
explanation of why the utility 
would raise ratepayers’ month- 
ly fuel charge at a time when 
natural gas prices are at a 
10-year low. But staff’s general 
explanation - last summer’s 
heat, outages at Fayette 
Power Plant and South 
Texas Project, and the inclu- 
sion of the Webberville solar 
project and the East Texas 
biomass plant, which is expected to go online later this year 
- left many observers with more questions than answers: 
What were the costs associated with the outages? How much 
money was lost on fuel-hedging contracts? How much is the 
biomass plant really costing taxpayers? And finally, why is 
there no oversight of the utility’s fuel charge increases? 

Clearly, the council has plenty to sort through before it 
signs off on a rate hike. - Amy Smith 
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SXSWedu Spreads Its Wings 


Music, film, digital media ... and stan- 
dardized testing? SXSWedu may still seem 
like the odd kid out in the South by 
Southwest portfolio but, as it enters its sec- 
ond year, Executive Director Ron Reed 
argues that it all works toward the same 
end. The main Festival celebrates the cre- 
ative instincts of musicians, filmmakers, 
and digital innovators; he said, “If we can 
do that for education, that’s something we’ll 
be really proud of.” 

While it shares the SXSW brand with the 
upcoming multimedia event, the education 
conference is closest to the envirocentric 
SXSWeco: Both concentrate on one topic, 
rather than handling an entire medium. 
Last year, there was a narrow focus on early 
childhood development and pre-high 
school education, with a heavy emphasis 
on Texas speakers and Texas issues. 
Coming into 2012, “it was always our intent 
to broaden that conversation,” Reed said. 
“We’re building a convergence event that 
welcomes a variety of stakeholders to talk 
about critical topics.” 

This year, the keynote speaker list is 
decidedly national, featuring major figures 
like Marjorie Scardino, the CEO of educa- 
tion publishing giant Pearson, and actor/ 
education activist LeVar Burton, and inter- 
national registration is up. Reed admitted 
being a little surprised by how quickly this 
newest component of SXSW expanded, but 



he called it “a reminder of the power of 
brand. ... When you’ve got Bruce 
Springsteen keynoting the Music event, it’s 
on folks’ radar screen.” But Reed said his 
aim is not to wipe the local component 
away, but to add it to the larger discussion. 
He said, “Austin has its own set of issues, 
but they’re not irrelevant to the conversa- 
tions about how Detroit or Miami or London 
or Madrid address those issues as well.” 

There will also be a determined effort to 
include educators and education advocates 
already booked elsewhere. The opening ses- 
sion will include a joint teleconference with 
two other major education conferences - 
the Society for Information Technology and 
Teacher Education Conference, also in 
Austin, and the Consortium for School Net- 
working Technology Leadership Confer- 
ence in Washington, D.C. Reed called them 
“good examples of conferences with a very 
specific focus. With SITE, they’re largely 
international educators who are building 
out free service programs for teachers. At 
CoSN, they’re largely school technologists. 
They certainly should have a voice and par- 
ticipate in this conversation we’re trying to 
cultivate at Edu.” 

Ken Kay, CEO of Arizona-based think 
tank EdLeader21, will be handling the 
SXSWedu end of the discussion. He 
described his goal as reminding “the tech 
crowd that, ultimately, this has to be big- 
ger than the technology, or we won’t get 
where we want to go.” This is not just 
about the digital divide, but about how 
computers are being integrated into the 
classroom. Kay’s fear is that IT-driven edu- 
cation innovations like computer-based 
direct instruction are replacing critical 
thinking with repetition and memoriza- 
tion. “If we’re just using technology to 
reinforce drill and kill,” he said, “then 
we’ve just taken the Fifties’ academic 
model and put it on steroids.” 

Some SXSWedu attendees, like distin- 
guished speaker and Creative Commons 
CEO Catherine Casserly, would be equally 
at home on SXSW Interactive’s talent ros- 
ter. Reed praised the education component 



at the tech strand - in fact, his conference 
sprang out of some Interactive sessions he 
helped plan in 2009 and 2010 - but called it 
“modest in comparison to the program 
we’re doing.” He ascribed some of that to a 
difference in emphasis, noting that “educa- 
tion is centrally focused on innovations in 
learning, distinct from interactive technolo- 
gies used in the field.” However, the hope is 
for some real crossover. “Education is sorely 
in need of the new media talents who go to 
Interactive,” he said. “They know about 
capturing an audience and holding their 
attention, and if there’s one most funda- 
mental challenge in education, it’s how you 
engage learners.” 

Yet even if some of the guests would 
overlap with Interactive, the inevitable 


political component of SXSWedu makes it 
a very different environment. Reed 
referred to some of the speakers, such as 
U.S. Secretary of Education Arne Duncan, 
KIPP Academy founder Mike Feinberg, 
and Teach for America Chief Knowledge 
Officer Steven Farr, as “rock stars.” Yet 
many of those same figures are deeply 
controversial with some public school 
advocates. Reed said he hoped the confer- 
ence can provide a neutral ground to 
inspire collaboration. “Despite all the dif- 
ference in perspective one might have, 
there is a common shared interest in help- 
ing people to learn.”

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The Further Trials of Eroy Brown 



The Texas Department of Criminal 
Justice has a long memory. 

That’s the lesson relearned in the Eroy 
Brown case, in which the institutional recol- 
lection of TDCJ and its offi- 
cials has held steady over 
the last 30 years, ever 
since Brown was acquitted 
of murder in the 1981 
deaths of Ellis Unit warden 
Wallace Pack and prison 
farm manager Billy Moore. 

The story is well told in 
Michael Berryhill’s recent 
book, The Trials of Eroy 
Brown (“Point Austin: 

Recalling Eroy Brown,” Feb. 

17). Subsequently returned 
to jail as an accessory to a 
$12 robbery - and sen- 
tenced to 90 years as a 
“habitual criminal” - Brown 
has served out his sen- 
tence in federal prison (to 
protect him from retalia- 
tion) and, now 60 years old, is eligible for 
parole. Indeed, were he anybody else, he 
would likely have been paroled long ago; he 
even has a nonprofit halfway house special- 
izing in long-term inmates (Partnership for 
Reentry) ready to accept him in Los Ange- 
les, where he has family. 

Huntsville attorney Bill Habern was on 
Brown’s original defense team and repre- 
sents him in his parole case. In what he 
acknowledges is an extraordinary circum- 
stance, Habern has asked that former TDCJ 
employees (or their immediate relatives) be 
recused from the three-member panel 
assigned to decide Brown’s parole - the cur- 
rent panel would include two Huntsville-based 
former TDCJ employees, including a retired 
warden. “We are acutely aware that those 
selected to make up the Brown Panel,” 

Habern wrote on Jan. 18 to Rissie Owens, 
chair of the Board of Pardons and Paroles, 
“face the potential of extremely negative 
reactions from their old friends and social 
contacts who are employees of the Texas 
prison system, especially if they were to vote 
in a favorable manner.” 
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Owens was not persuaded. In a brief 
response to Habern dated Jan. 24, she cited 
the “great integrity” and “utmost profession- 
alism” of the parole reviewers and said she 
would not alter the panel nor change the 

venue. She added, “Please 
assure your client that the 
pending parole review will 
be conducted fairly and 
without any voter bias 
being involved.”

have favorable relations with their old TDCJ- 
employed prison buddies?” - Michael King

Groundwater Ruling 
Favors Landowners 

Groundwater “in place” below a landowner’s proper- 
ty belongs to the landowner; therefore, if a water dis- 
trict - say, the Edwards Aquifer Authority - wants to 
restrict the landowner’s use of that water it may do so 
- but not without properly compensating the landown- 
er, the Texas Supreme Court ruled unanimously last 
week in an opinion authored by Justice Nathan Hecht.

The growing influence of fringe 
movements on City Hall reflects 
either a healthy populism - 
or the implosion of 
civic engagement

A few months ago, the City Council’s Public 
Health and Human Services Committee held a 
hearing to discuss whether the city should put a 
warning label on utility bills alerting residents 
that fluoride had been added to their water. This 
was the third meeting the committee had held in 
a year about water fluoridation, and though dur- 
ing the previous two meetings city staff had presented what 
appeared to be a preponderance of scientific evidence and 
institutional support in favor of fluoridation, still the com- 
mittee felt it reasonable to continue offering microphones 
to representatives of the anti-fluoridation crowd. 

That was understandable when that witness was, say, a 
dentist who had grown skeptical of fluoride’s advertised 
benefits. Or a scientist who had seen one too many correla- 
tions between fluoridation and thyroid problems for his 
liking. Or a civil liberties activist wondering if the govern- 
ment should really be in the business of medicating its 
constituency willy-nilly. 

These were all reasonable souls. 

But it’s a different situation when a woman approaches 
the microphone and cites the Rothschild family and its 
secret plot to poison Central Texans. That’s when reason 
tends to go out the window. 

“Is there a giant plan to decrease the world’s population?” 
Jackie Simon asked the committee. “It sounds insane. And 
surely only crazy conspiracy theorists think that way. But 
anyone willing to look will find dozens of clear videos show- 
ing the ultrawealthy speaking about their obsessive desire 
to depopulate. ... They include David Rockefeller, Bill Gates, 
Ted Turner, and other billionaire eugenicists.” 

Simon paused for the big reveal. 

“But these people pale in comparison with the house of 
Rothschild.” 

At this point, this reporter looked around council cham- 
bers, sure that the packed house, no matter how dedicated 
they were to ending fluoridation, would shout this woman 
down and hound her from City Hall, back onto the street 
where she so clearly belonged. But they did nothing of the 
sort. They sat and listened. Many nodded in agreement. 

“This banking cabal,” Simon continued confidently, “has 
been behind genocidal leaders worldwide including Stalin, 
Hitler, Mao, Brezhnev, and others. And the only thing that’s 
protected us in America is our right to bear arms. So the 
methods used to kill us must be a little more hidden, slow, 
and deceptive. ... But make no mistake: They are slowly 
and intentionally trying to kill us.” 

And amazingly, the crowd erupted into a standing ova- 
tion any performer would have killed for. 

I had to wonder: What is my government doing with my 
tax dollars? Have the crackpots really grown so loud and 
has everyone else really grown so quiet that the City 
Council of a major American metropolis must hold mul- 
tiple hearings on water fluoridation in order to keep peo- 
ple like this satisfied? Am I witnessing the inevitable 
result of having such a politically unengaged populace? 




Diminishing Returns 


The last time the city held an election for City Council, in 
May 2011, 7.4% of the eligible (registered) voting population 
cast ballots. (Turnout in the Place 3 run-off a month later 
was slightly higher.) And one of the corollaries of such low 
voter turnout is that those very few who do show up to vote 
and make their presence known at City Council meetings 
and in City Council members’ offices and at fluoridation 
hearings or similar occasions - no matter how small their 
actual numbers - drown out absent or much quieter voices 
who may better and more completely represent the true 
interests of the city. Austin’s great (or at least large) silent 
majority, if you will. 

As the man with the gavel at City Council meetings, 
Mayor Lee Leffingwell knows all about drowned-out voices 
and passionate citizen discontent; he deals with it all the 
time. And he’ll be spending at least part of his re-election 
campaign this spring fighting off mayoral challenger and 
council gadfly Clay Dafoe, who has turned aggravating 
Leffingwell from the audience lectern into an art. For read- 
ers unfamiliar with council meetings, Dafoe is the 7.4% writ 
large. At nearly every meeting, he picks several proposals 
under council consideration, seemingly at random, and 
denounces them as proof of a tyrannical and overreaching 
council indifferent to the will of the people. His squabbles 
with Leffingwell have become City Hall staples, and they’re 
at least partially responsible for changes council has made 
recently to policies concerning citizen participation. 

“As a result of low voter turnout, oftentimes I don’t think 
we’re getting a broad cross-section of the city of Austin,” 
says Leffingwell. “As for striking a balance between the 
interests of the loudest of the loud and the interests of 
those who rarely raise their voices, you have to tell yourself 
that every week you realize there are folks that feel very 


passionately one way or another - but you 
also need to realize that there are other peo- 
ple in the city who have a different opinion, 
even if they’re far quieter about it.” 

By this point, most everyone knows 
Leffingwell’ s proposed solution to the prob- 
lem of low voter turnout and its various 
consequences: Move city elections to 

November (when turnout is considerably 
greater) and change council representation 
from an at-large system to some form of 
single-member districts. Both propositions 
are likely to be under voter consideration for City Charter 
revision next fall. 

Longtime political consultant and current Austin 
Community College Center for Public Policy and Political 
Studies Director Peck Young puts the blame for Austin’s 
dismal voting numbers elsewhere. After the city passed 
the “Little Less Corruption” ordinance in 1997, he says, 
imposing a $350 limit on individual campaign contribu- 
tions, voter turnout plummeted. “That stupid ordinance 
- what we’ve termed the ‘Lot Less Participation’ ordinance 
- solved a problem that didn’t exist,” declares 
Young, “and took away the best tool we had for 
exposing real corruption: communication 
through campaigns.” Without the sizable bud- 
gets they could collect previously, Young says, 

r candidates and their campaigns could no lon- 
ger afford sufficient mailers or effective phone 
banks. They could muster maybe one TV spot 
if they were lucky. Their message stopped get- 
ting out. People stopped listening. And voter 
participation sank. 

Take a look at the numbers: In 1971, 56.7% 
of eligible voters cast ballots. In 1975, it was 
45%, and in 1981, 36%. In May 1997, the last 
election before the Little Less Corruption Ordinance, the 
number had dropped to 17.1%, and the next election, in 
2000, saw it topple to 7.4% - precisely where it stood last 
May. “Without money, you can’t communicate; you can’t 
run a sophisticated campaign,” Young says. “People lost the 
ability to communicate without that. Nobody cares about 
voting because they don’t know what’s going on.” And that 
drives down the voting pool to only those people who watch 
council meetings, who are already engaged and passionate, 
thereby putting insurgent candidates at a huge disadvan- 
tage because they don’t have the name recognition council 
members do. 

A 2009 study by Young’s ACC group concludes that the 
city could probably best increase voter turnout by moving 
elections to November and establishing a single-member 
district voting system. Making the nomination process par- 
tisan rather than nonpartisan would help as well, it contin- 
ues, as would changing Austin’s municipal government 
from the council-city manager form to a strong-mayor form. 
In other words, the best way to increase voter turnout in 
Austin would be to change entirely how Austin votes and 
how Austin’s government works. 

Young may be right, but it’s also possible such low turn- 
out could instead open the door to an outsider candidate in 
a way that a race involving an engaged electorate never 
would. After all, when only 7% of voters are going to the 
polls, it doesn’t take many votes to tilt a race in your favor, 
the same way it doesn’t take too many loud voices to get the 
attention of council members. 

Even Young admits 2012 is shaping up to be a strange 
year, one that could belie all expectations and predictions. 
“This year is different,” he says. “All the polls I’ve seen 
say voters are mad at all incumbents at all levels for 
everything.” 

In other words, the time may just be ripe for an insurgent 
candidate.

The Freedom Front 

Laura Pressley - small-business owner, 
political activist, and recently announced 
candidate for City Council - stood at the 
makeshift podium in the YMCA Learning 
Center on a chilly Friday morning last month. 
Not three days earlier, she had sat in a con- 
ference room at the Terrazas Branch Library 
and watched in wonder as a hastily gathered 
coalition of volunteer campaign advisors, 
activists, leftists, conservatives, libertarians, 
anarchists, environmentalists, private-prop- 
erty advocates, cranks, and pie-eyed opti- 
mists came to quick agreement on which 
council member she should run against in 
the upcoming campaign. Now Pressley, a 
white woman from the relatively wealthy 
Allandale section of North Central Austin, 
was announcing that she would be challeng- 
ing powerful two -term Place 2 incumbent 
Council Member Mike Martinez, resident of 
the city’s predominately Mexican-American 
Eastside and occupier of the so-called 
Hispanic council seat, as recognized by the 
unofficial but de facto “gentleman’s agree- 
ment” tracing back to the 1970s. 

Looking out at the small crowd of sup- 
porters, reporters, and cameramen there 
that morning, Pressley searched for the 
words that would frame her improbable, 
quixotic campaign - born out of an even 
more improbable coalition of barely like- 
minded city agitators - words that would 
capture what she believed was a certain 
anti-government, anti-corporate spirit in 
the air in Austin and around the country, a 
spirit given early voice by the 2008 presi- 
dential campaign of Libertarian Ron Paul, 
garnished with electoral might and tri- 
pointed hats with the rise of the tea party in 
2010, and finally taken to the streets and 
given its liberal veneer by the Occupy 
movement the year before. Surely there 
were words for that. 

“Freedom is popular these days,” Pressley 
said with a laugh, hearkening back to the 
name one of her supporters had given to 
her strange gathering three days earlier in 
that library conference room: the liberty 
movement. 

Freedom may be popular these days, but 
it remains to be seen whether “freedom” 
can be turned into actual votes in Austin, if 
a movement tied together by only the vagu- 


est of sympathies can coalesce to take down 
a popular incumbent council member. 
Pressley believes it can. “People say, ‘You 
can’t fight City Hall.’ Well, there’s a group in 
Austin that believes you really can,” she 
said. “Maybe in the past there was this loud 
minority that made a lot of noise but didn’t 
effect change, but I think we’re at this criti- 
cal place right now that more people think 
they can fight City Hall.” 

The issue, she believes, comes down to 
power: who has it and who doesn’t. It’s the 
common concern running from the Eastside, 
pro-affordability, anti-gentrification wing of 
her campaign team to the Ayn Rand liber- 
tarian industrialist wing. “Anti-fluoridation 
people: Their power of having water with- 
out medicine in it has been taken away,” 
Pressley says. “The neighborhood associa- 
tions: By letting short-term rentals in, 
you’ve taken the power of the safety of their 
neighborhoods away. [The League of United 
Latin American Citizens]: The power of 
having affordability in East Austin is being 
taken away with gentrification; they have 
no control over that. Libertarians: Their 
power is being taken away by the police 
state. People feel like their power has been 
taken away, and we’re here to stand up for 
that. That’s what the coalition is made of.” 


The Rosy Scenario 

So how could it happen? How might an 
insurgent candidate defy the odds and 
prove that all that anti-government discon- 
tent out there isn’t just noise but actually 
represents a political movement that can be 
tallied at the ballot box? 

Here’s what political consultants and 
political junkies in Austin agree would prob- 
ably have to happen for an insurgent candi- 
date in 2012 like Laura 
Pressley to unseat a sit- 
ting council member 
like Mike Martinez, 
with his record, his 
name recognition, and 
his campaign war chest. 

First, that insurgent 
would have to fight the 
establishment candi- 
date more or less to a 
draw in the progressive 
precincts circling Downtown - Travis 
Heights, Clarksville, Hyde Park, Rosedale, 
Allandale, etc., or what local political junkie 
and former Chronicle reporter Mike Clark- 
Madison calls the “Birkenstock Belt” - 
where groups like the Austin Neighbor- 
hoods Council and Save Our Springs 


Alliance always manage to get voters out in 
higher numbers than most anywhere else in 
the city. Then, win handily in the more con- 
servative districts lining MoPac from Circle 
C Ranch to Great Hills to Tarrytown, most 
likely by claiming that the current council 
has overreached its mandate and is 
encroaching on individual rights. 

Next - and this is the hardest part - moti- 
vate voters east and southeast of 1-35 to get 
to the polls. This is hard, because voter par- 
ticipation in these 
areas is notoriously 
and consistently low; 
during the 2011 elec- 
tion, some Eastside 
districts counted 
their ballots in the 
single digits. And it 
will be especially 
hard for Pressley, who 
must convince voters 
there not only that 
she has their interests more at heart than 
does their fellow Hispanic Martinez (partic- 
ularly on issues of gentrification, affordabil- 
ity, and environmental justice) but also that 
it’s worth it for them to get out to the polls. 

In other words: Form a coalition that is 
both to the right and to the left of the cur-

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rent council, one made up of pro-property- 
rights conservatives and anti-gentrification 
liberals, of libertarians and environmental- 
ists, of wealthy donors and nontraditional 
voters - of citizens who, as Pressley puts it, 
are tired of having their power taken away 
It’s true that politics makes strange bedfel- 
lows; it’s also true that voting coalitions 
based upon such marriages often produce 
quick divorces. 

the Long March 

I met with two members of the Pressley 
coalition at the local liberty movement’s 
unofficial home, Brave New Books, an anti- 
government bookstore located, strangely 
enough, downstairs from the Chase bank 
branch on Guadalupe at MLK - both under- 
ground and in the belly of the beast. 

John Bush is dressed in a black sweat- 
shirt with the “Live Free or Die” snake 
printed on the front. He carries with him 
the air of satisfaction that can only come 
from popping your greatest enemy in the 
nose and getting away with it. In late 
December, Bush received a letter from the 
city saying that after an administrative 
review, his yearlong banishment from City 
Hall for disobeying Mayor Leffingwell 
during a council meeting last August had 
been reduced to time served. At the time, 
Bush’s banishment had been confirmation 
of all his and his fellow liberty activists’ 
most deeply held suspicions about the 
City Council. (Not that they needed any 
confirmation - the liberty movement is 
built on suspicion.) 

With Bush was Heather Fazio, execu- 
tive director of Texans for Accountable 
Government, a government watchdog 
group (previously headed by Bush, and 
with Pressley on the steering committee) 
that has made part of its name videotap- 
ing Austin police officers performing 
arrests and oftentimes, they say, harass- 
ing citizens. Both Bush and Fazio are 
suspicious of government altogether and 
would prefer there be none, but they also 
recognize that, until anarchy arrives, hav- 
ing someone on the inside of the system 
may not be the worst idea. 

“I wish that there could be no govern- 
ment at all,” says Bush, “but until that hap- 
pens, running candidates that can get 
inside the system and slow it down and 
limit its ability to harm individuals who 
would rather not participate in programs 
they find to be immoral is certainly worth- 
while. A candidate like Laura Pressley, 
with her credentials and her ability to com- 
municate common sense and her position 
as a business leader, she has a shot to run 
and be consistent and promote the philoso- 
phy of liberty.” 

To Fazio, the city’s paltry voter partici- 
pation numbers aren’t proof of voter apa- 
thy; they’re proof of voter discontent, 
something she believes the Pressley cam- 
paign can capitalize on if they can just get 
their message out. “Ninety-seven percent 
are fed up with what’s going on, so we 
have to let them know that someone like 
them is running,” Fazio says. “The fact 
that only 7 percent vote demonstrates that 


there’s a hell of a lot more of us than them 
who condone what’s going on. It’s just 
that people like us have been fed up for so 
long with people who don’t give a damn 
about us. So when we have a candidate 
like Laura, I think we’re going to have a 
huge spike in turnout, because she repre- 
sents people who have been disenfran- 
chised by the establishment.” 

Fazio says that she and her fellow col- 
leagues are the loudest only because they’re 
so passionate about the cause of liberty. 
That Pressley has run for council and gar- 
nered as much attention as she has is proof 
that all that noise is about to take the form 
of some real electoral action. She believes 
new voters are going to come out in droves. 

The Green Factor 

In the end, whether Pressley or Dafoe or 
Republican Place 5 challenger Dominic 
Chavez - even mayoral hopeful Brigid Shea 

- or any of the other candidates looking to 
knock off an incumbent this season, have 
any chance will likely come down to what it 
always comes down to: money. Liberty move- 
ments and magical trans-ideological coali- 
tions are fine, but this is still America. If a 
candidate cannot persuade a sufficient num- 
ber of her followers to contribute at least a 
modicum of monetary support (all that is 
allowed in Austin), it would suggest that the 
enthusiasm for her candidacy is either not in 
fact very broad or mostly rhetorical. 

As of Dec. 31, 2011, the incumbents in 
this year’s races were sitting on war chests 
that far outpaced their rivals. Pressley, for 
example, had only $2,300 in her campaign 
fund. Compare that to Martinez’s $64,700 
and you begin to appreciate the size of the 
mountain Pressley is attempting to climb. 
Perhaps more importantly, none of the chal- 
lengers listed contributions from a single 
“bundler” - big-name contribution gather- 
ers (often developers, Downtown law firms, 
or combinations of the two) who by recruit- 
ing their friends to contribute are able to 
sidestep the limits of the campaign-finance 
ordinance. All of the incumbents listed bun- 
dler s, some of them five or more. 

Despite the oddness of 2012, Peck Young 
still believes even a campaign that gener- 
ates a lot of insurgent spirit is effectively 
doomed if it can’t compete in the money 
game. “Pressley’s is a coalition of people 
who are mad at everybody and aren’t going 
to take it anymore, and there may be viabil- 
ity to it,” he says, “But she can only win if 
she gets the money. Without money to com- 
municate, George Washington wouldn’t be a 
viable candidate.” 

Yet even if Young is right and money is 
needed to win elections because money 
gives campaigns the ability to communicate 

- some of these outsider candidates, Pressley 

in particular, may be in a good position to 
make some electoral noise. Despite their 
marginal assets, Pressley and Bush and 
Fazio and all the other members of the lib- 
erty movement have lots of experience get- 
ting their voices heard in rooms where 
nobody’s listening. They’ve been doing it 
for years. ■ 
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through all three days were my attempts 
to catch up on backlogged e-correspon- 
dence, which had the frantic, fruitless energy 
of a silent-film clown trying to bail water out of a 
rapidly sinking dinghy. When I arrived at Northwest Hills United 
Methodist Church on Thursday, my mind was sprained and every 
muscle from my neck to my instep felt like it had been worked over 
by overeager Boy Scouts in pursuit of their knot-tying merit badges. 

I myself was in pursuit of a chance to sing. Conspirare was 
hosting one of its regular Big Sing programs in which anyone 
with a hankering to vocalize can indulge himself, with Artistic 
Director Craig Hella Johnson there to lead the crowd as it per- 
forms generally familiar songs that he’s chosen for the occasion. 
Despite my longstanding interest professionally (checking it out 
as a community outreach program?) and personally (I like to 


sing), I hadn’t been. But the promise of singing standards from 
the Great American Songbook - my pop music krypton ite - 
finally pulled me in. And after the week I’d had, it was a wel- 
come break from stitching sentences and memorization. If noth- 
ing else, it would be an hour without having to think or type. 

It was more than that. So. Much. More. Having seen 
Johnson at many a Conspirare concert, I knew how warm and 
effusive he could be, but here he took that to a new level. He 
wanted everyone present to feel comfortable and loose 
enough to sing out, and so was looser himself, slinging 
encouragement peppered with sly humor and ribbing the 
crowd for sounding “too churchy” on its first run-through of 
“The Gambler.” Yes, we sang us some Kenny Rogers, as well 
as some Irving Berlin, some Harold Arlen, some George 
Frideric Handel, some Neil Young, and some Rent. The mix 
was delightfully idiosyncratic, and with each selection I 
found myself opening up, physically and emotionally. All 
those deep breaths and exhalations loosened the 
knots along my spine, and the music itself soothed. 
Singing “Cheek to Cheek” and “Over the Rainbow” 
took me back to the days when my daughter was 
■K 1 young, and I’d sing her those songs at bedtime. 

I (What can I say? She loved The Wizard of Oz and 
/ Fred and Ginger.) Though I’d sung “Heart of Gold” 
countless times before, here I plumbed new 
depths of feeling in it. With “Seasons of Love,” a 
song I’d never previously felt much of a personal 
connection to, I suddenly became so moved that I 
couldn’t choke out the words. 

Now, I’ve sung all my life - alone, both publicly and 
in private, and in choirs for more than 15 years. This was not 
like any singing I’d known before. It had some of the emotion- 
al richness of singing in public but without the pressure of 
performance. It had the unrestrained joy of singing for your- 
self but with the unique pleasure of singing with others - oth- 
ers who are enjoying singing as much as you. It was a bunch 
of people saying as one, “We’re letting go of the rest of our 
lives and our anxieties about how we sound and being able 
to carry a tune in a bucket. For this hour, we surrender to 
song.” There’s something wondrous in that, a release that’s 
sweet and cleansing and big. I can’t wait to try it again. It’s a 
massage with melodies. ■ 


Sweet Release 

By Thursday, the week felt like it had been going for, oh, about 
two years. Long, long days at the office had bled into nights at 
the office as I fought to wrestle the week’s Arts feature to the 
ground. (Is it fair to say that by press time I had developed a 
Schwemmer’s cramp?)

Austin Lyric Opera 

WELL MET, NEW DIRECTOR 

After months of searching coast to coast for a 
new general director, Austin Lyric Opera finally 
found its top man at the top of the operatic food 
chain: the Metropolitan Opera. Joseph Specter, 
who joins ALO officially on April 16, has spent a 
year and a half as the Met’s director of institu- 
tional relations. He brings with him additional 
experience as an administrator - three years of 
working with institutional investors at Lord 
Abbett and Co. - and a deep history in opera. 

He trained to sing professionally, earning diplo- 
mas from the New England Conservatory of 
Music and the Academy of Vocal Arts, and had a 
busy career as a baritone for eight years with 
roles in more than 20 opera and musical-theatre 
productions across the U.S. Specter transitioned 
out of the arts and into business about the time 
he and his wife, Kate Kinhan - a professional 
soprano - started a family. They have two daugh- 
ters, a 4-year-old and a 9-month-old. As Specter 
moves his family to Austin and settles into his 
new job, interim General Director Kevin Smith, 
who’s been managing ALO through the 25th 
anniversary season, will serve as adviser and 
consultant.

ENSEMBLE VIII GETS DARK 

I know, I know, Easter isn’t even on your 
radar at this point. You’ve only just recovered 
from Mardi Gras, and you have to make it 
through Texas Independence Day, Rodeo 
Austin, South by Southwest, St. Patrick’s 
Day, March Madness, and April Fools’ before 
you can get serious about that celebration. 
While I’m sympathetic to the way March 
blows in like a lion - hell, a whole pride of 
big cats, in terms of major events - I’d be 
remiss not to alert you to a concert of Holy 
Week-inspired music so inspiring that it 
might have you wanting to leapfrog over all 
of this month’s secular events to get to the 
sacred ceremonies of the next. 

Ensemble VIII, the professional chorus 
founded by Butler School of Music director 
of choral activities James Morrow last 
spring, is getting a jump (or should that be 
hop?) on Easter this weekend with 
Tenebrae - Shadows of France, a program 
that takes its name from one of the most 
dramatic of Christian Holy Week services. 

In it, candles provide the only illumination 
in the sanctuary, but, as biblical texts are 


read or sung, they are gradually extin- 
guished until the sanctuary is left in dark- 
ness. Composers have long drawn on the 
tenebrae to create some gloriously sad 
music, but the French composers of the 
Baroque era, in distilling the choral efforts 
of their Renaissance forebears into virtuo- 
sic chamber works, intensified the music’s 
beauty. In Franqois Couperin’s Trois Legons 
de Tenebres, a pair of high voices (either 
sopranos or countertenors) wind around 
each other in ravishingly mournful lines. 

With Couperin’s masterpiece, Morrow 
has programmed a pair of similarly exqui- 
site works by Marc-Antoine Charpentier: 
Meditations Pour le Careme and Le 
Reniement de St Pierre. The former, a col- 
lection of 10 petits motets drawn mostly 
from episodes in the Passion of Christ, 
uses three voices to create compelling 
drama and moments of profound yearning. 
The latter, a mini-oratorio recounting 
Peter’s three denials of Christ, amps up 
the drama even more, with the music and 
voices twisting in evocation of the anguish 
experienced by the disciple. Its ending, 
which has been described as “one of the 



most wrenching moments in Baroque 
music,” is nonetheless gorgeous. With 
Ensemble VIII featuring “voices of the high- 
est order,” as Michael Kellerman noted in 
his Chronicle review of the choir’s inaugural 
concert, this program might well plunge 
you into the most dazzling darkness you’ve 
ever known. - R.F.

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Do Tell 

The Living Room makes 
a space for everyone’s stories

Adriene Mishler sat quietly in a corner of her boyfriend’s 
mother’s Living Room. As she looked around at familiar 
faces - now several dozen animated middle-aged Austinites 
- Mishler remarked frankly: “This feels like a family 
reunion. It’s like a family obligation - but in a good way.” 

Her boyfriend’s mom, Amparo Garcia- Crow, was run- 
ning the evening’s festivities, buzzing around the class- 
room at the Casa de Luz educational community center. 
Without warning, someone flicked off the lights and the 
crowd settled into folding chairs, cheering as Garcia- Crow 
took her place on the stagelike area before them. “Who is 
here for the first time?” she asked with a sweet, dimpled 
grin. About a third of the audience members raised their 
hands. The veterans applauded enthusiastically. 

“The stories that you’re going to hear tonight are not an 
open mic and they’re not exactly rehearsed and memo- 
rized,” Garcia-Crow announced. “They’re ... organized.” 
She introduced the evening’s storytellers, which included 
a lawyer, a sex shop owner, a rock & roller, a cop, a mas- 
sage therapist, and Garcia-Crow’s son Alejandro, who 
would also be the musical guest. Together, these folks 
would offer a narrative smorgasbord of sex, drugs, and 
rock & roll, a nod to the theme of the very first Living 
Room two years ago. 

This evening of storytelling may have been a family 
show, but Garcia-Crow is no ordinary matriarch. She’s nei- 
ther here nor there - an in-between sort of woman. In her 
mid-50s, with long, gray-black hair swept into a bun, Garcia- 
Crow is a somewhat eccentric j ill- of-all- trades: an actress, 
director, playwright, screenwriter, mother, musician, film- 
maker, dreamer, psychic, and storyteller rolled into one. She 
even wrote reviews of dance and art shows for the Chronicle 
in its nascency but discovered that she could never be a 
journalist because of her penchant for telling alternate 
truths. “I had no interest in fact,” she says. “I know for a 
fact that truth is not a reality. What is true for you cannot be 


true for me!” So Garcia-Crow abandoned journalistic pur- 
suits and stuck with theatre - and storytelling. 

She was once a faculty member of the University of Texas 
Department of Theatre & Dance and has bounced from 
coast to coast in pursuit of theatrical ventures. Garcia-Crow 
currently freelances for a living, producing events such as 
a recent seminar with famed sacred chanter Krishna Das. 
She will return to the stage as the lead in the upcoming 
production of The Spitfire Grill at St. Edward’s University. 

The Living Room is but one of these many moving parts. 
It began as a fundraiser for her 
monthly travel to the Big Apple as 
an artist-in-residence with avant- 
garde theatre company Mabou 
Mines, whom Garcia-Crow calls 
her “artist heroes.” She cultivated 
a professional relationship with 
the company during an National 
Endowment for the Arts directing 
fellowship in the Nineties and in 
2010 won the opportunity to work 
with it again on her original bur- 
lesque musical, Strip. “Think 
Godspell meets The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas,” says Garcia- 
Crow of the piece. But she was short on funds for six 
months’ worth of airfare to workshop her unique tale of 
infamous rascals Lenny Bruce and Candy Barr. And so she 
did what she does best: put on a show. 

But the Living Room is not a show. Not really. On the 
first Saturday night of each month, Garcia-Crow assembles 
six storytellers to talk about their lives. She compares her- 
self to a pilot who flies the evening up and then lands it 
with a story of her own. Some of the participants are actors, 
such as Living Room regular Annie La Ganga, who has 
bridged the gap between storytelling and theatre with 


some help from Garcia-Crow. La Ganga was most recently 
seen in Drawing a Paycheck at this year’s FronteraFest. 
But most of the folks who volunteer to share stories are 
just regular people who have an itch to scratch. Greta 
Gardner, a somewhat introverted fiftyish blonde with an 
air of subdued glamour, says that her stories are a means 
of personal growth. “It’s always scary,” she admits. “[Telling 
stories is] one way that I can get over my own fear and 
open up about part of my life that might not be as accept- 
able or normal. It helps me to remember. As you grow 
older, there’s so much that is lost if it’s not relived.” 
Storytellers and audiences alike agree: Even grown-ups 
need to tell stories. 

Like Garcia-Crow herself, the Living Room is an in- 
between sort of thing. Neither here nor there, neither 
improv show nor performance, the Living Room is exactly 
what it sounds like: a cozy, informal setting where people 
can share. “Everyone has a story,” insists Garcia-Crow. “You 
were born, right? You have a story to tell!” According to 
Garcia-Crow, with a little coaching, even the most ordinary 
people have the makings of a great story stashed away 
somewhere within. 

So on the chilly first Saturday of February, my roommate 
Sarah and I drove down to Casa de Luz not quite knowing 
what to expect. It didn’t take much convincing to get Sarah 
to come once I realized who would be telling a story that 
evening - none other than Garcia-Crow’s son (and Adriene 
Mishler’s beau), songwriter/performer Alejandro Rose- 
Garcia, better known by his stage name, Shakey Graves. 
The evening truly was a family affair, with Alejandro, who 
won acclaim from KUT-FM as one of its 12 bands to watch 
in 2012, telling a charming story about the precious, unex- 
pected gift of a 1932 Gibson L-7 guitar. He also wooed the 
audience with musical interludes, playing mysterious, 
smoky, smooth tunes atop a buttery yellow homemade suit- 
case kick drum. 

In the ensuing two hours, a rapt audience heard Gardner 
candidly relate her postgrad adventures as a porn novel 
proofreader in New York City. The most entertaining trick 
of her former trade was the endless cache of genitalia 
euphemisms: “massive marauder,” “flesh tube,” “cum but- 
ton,” “juicy pearl,” and so on. Next was gregarious Jarrett 
Crippen, a South Austin cop whose story lampooned an old 
pot-smoking hippie he’d encountered on the job. Then we 
had Herndon X, decked out in full steampunk attire com- 
plete with goggles, top hat, and waxed silver mustache. X, 
the lanky lead vocalist for rock band Marshall Dylan, 
shared his improbable transfor- 
mation from rock & roller to holy 
roller and back again. 

After a short potty break, Terri 
Lynn Raridon, the vivacious, no- 
nonsense owner of Austin’s beloved 
fetish boutique Forbidden Fruit, 
told us what it was like to be the 
proud purveyor of so many dildos. 
Next, prominent environmental 
attorney Brad Rockwell remem- 
bered an acid trip in a Volkswagen 
van. Then our host stepped up to 
tell the final, eagerly anticipated 
story. Alejandro accompanied his 
mother on guitar as she danced the twist to describe her sex 
education - namely, her discovery of the “pharmacy in her 
own body,” that wholly satisfying feeling that only comes 
from “twisting” in private. Yep, we’re talking about mastur- 
bation. Garcia-Crow grinned gleefully as the audience gig- 
gled at the authenticity of the whole thing. Perhaps for 
Amparo Garcia-Crow and her Living Room family, the real 
pleasure in life comes from sharing your stories. ■

Survive a Greek Tragedy)

You might think you know metatheatre. But 
you don’t really know meta. Not until you’ve 
experienced the play-within-a-play-within- 
a-play-within-a .... Well, let’s just say, the 
delightful tongue-in-cheek layering of reality 
you’ll find at Cambiare Productions’ latest 
offering, Messenger No. 4 (Or ... How To 
Survive a Greek Tragedy). 

In a new script, playwright/director Will 
Hollis Snider riffs on that good old Greek 
tragic convention: the messenger - that trusty 
eyewitness who will fill us in on what’s just 
happened offstage when, say, Jocasta hangs 
herself out of our view. In Messenger No. 4, 
Snider gives us Narrative Inc., a firm that 
pledges to make plays better by dispatching 
messengers to save the day with play-traveling 
wristwatches. But Messenger No. 4, played 
by the utterly charming Andrew Rodgers, is 
dissatisfied with sticking to the script. And 
he’s especially sick of Euripides. After fall- 
ing in love with Electra’s levelheaded sister 
Chrysothemis, our hero is desperate to tell 
a story of his own (starting to see the meta 
here?) and teams up with a Rogue Messenger, 
who knows how to escape the iron fist of 
Narrative Inc.’s evil CEO (dun dun DUNNN!). 

Will No. 4 beat the bad guy? Get the girl? 

Learn to speak in iambic pentameter? 


Though the plot has some holes, a hyster- 
ical wild-goose chase through the Western 
canon ensues, with much to amuse the 
literary minded and theatre illiterate alike. 
References to the Back to the Future trilogy 
abound. (I’ll go ahead and admit that the 
first film came out before I was born.) An 
energetic and rather good-looking ensemble 
navigates the silly and sometimes, accord- 
ing to one of the characters, shitty dia- 
logue with ease. Clever staging, effective 
costumes by Glenda Barnes, and goofy 
homemade sound effects further propel the 
production through different play-realities 
and keep the audience grinning. 

Snider’s gleeful sound design has us hum- 
ming along to action-movie theme songs 
and a dozen classical songs that everyone 
can hum but few can name, la Enstera’s 
set of mismatched antique wooden doors 
and shutters, though a marvel to behold, 
seems to have been designed for Paper 
Moon Repertory’s whimsical The 21 Would-Be 
Lives of Phineas Hamm, the other play in this 
double-feature production. The set certainly 
doesn’t detract from Messenger, but then 
again, it doesn’t add anything either. 

Messenger No. 4 ends with all the indul- 
gent goodies I could ever want in a play: 
an epic sword fight between Shakespeare 
and Hamlet, a humorously obvious deus ex 
machina, and a toe-tapping, full-fledged song- 
and-dance number. I left the theatre with 
such giddy satisfaction that I’m smiling just 
thinking about it. - Jillian Owens 


The 21 Would-Be Lives 
of Phineas Hamm

In The 21 Would-Be-Lives of Phineas 
Hamm, playwright Rachel McGinnis asks 
her audience to consider what might occur 
were a new life readily available at our 
fingertips. What if, with a simple flick of 
the wrist, we could escape life’s threaten- 
ing, painful, and inconvenient moments, 
sure in the knowledge that we’d find our- 
selves in a new reality within a matter of 
seconds? It sounds like an inviting propo- 
sition on the surface. But through the 
series of vignettes that make up her play, 
McGinnis (who also serves as director and 
costumer for this Paper Moon Repertory 
premiere) reminds both observer and 
protagonist that propositions can often 
hold hard consequences that far outweigh 
potential gains. 

As a present on his 25th birthday, 
Phineas’ mother gifts her son his father’s 
workshop. The elder Hamm passed away 
when Phineas was a boy, after creating 
a vestlike apparatus that transports the 
wearer to an alternate life when its lever 
is flipped. He left his old life for a new 
one, and Mrs. Hamm found her husband’s 
contraption-clad torso slumped over his 
workbench. In the intervening years, she’s 
recognized Mr. Hamm’s curiosity and 
skill in her son and decided that the only 
thing to do was grant Phineas access to 
his father’s inventions. Naturally, Phineas 
dons the vest and flips the lever. From that 
point onward, he’s catapulted from one life 


to another as he escapes situation after situ- 
ation that he finds unbearable. In the end, 
Phineas must make a difficult choice that 
forces him to evaluate the impact of his lever- 
happy actions on those who have loved him in 
each life. 

It’s a great premise for a theatrical piece, 
and in many instances here, McGinnis and 
her actors succeed in engaging observers 
in the questions they raise. (Full disclosure: 
Chronicle Arts writer Elizabeth Cobbe served 
as the production’s dramaturge.) Given 
some additional tweaking and workshop- 
ping, Phineas has great potential to find its 
own additional lives beyond this current one. 
Revisiting the piece for greater consistency 
of balance and tone would help remedy its 
current issues of pacing and, at times, confu- 
sion about what the play wants to be. Yet a 
defining kernel is very much evident at the 
play’s core, and both McGinnis’ costumes 
and the fantastic set of la Enstera bring to 
life its conceptual framework reminiscent 
of a Moulin Rouge-meets-Sweeney Todd 
mash-up. Megan Reilly’s lighting enhances 
the Brechtian side of things, and David 
Meissner’s collaboration with McGinnis on 
the show’s excellent props contributes to an 
especially high-quality overall design. Highly 
stylized choreography by Kaitlyn Moise does 
its part to contextualize and support the nar- 
rative, though occasionally it feels cramped 
in the Blue’s tight quarters. 

Phineas ’ band of actors is, for the most 
part, especially strong. Gabriel Pena leads 
the cast with vigor in the titular role, and his 
castmates feed off this energy to create an 
often honest, sincere picture of the trials and 
tribulations of a not-so-easy way out.

‘Noriko Ambe: White Scape'

When Noriko Ambe’s work was featured at the Lora Reynolds Gallery 
in 2009 for the show “Artist Books: Linear-Actions Cutting Project,” we 
were transfixed by the polychrome beauty of what she had wrought (or 
perhaps unwrought is the better term here) by visiting her precise scalpel 
upon the thick hides and glossy innards of hardcover collections of art- 
ists’ work. “Miniature caverns often extend inches deep and seemingly 
organically into the sweet thick sheets,” we wrote, “graceful excisions do 
not deface but, instead, serve to eerily reveal the deeper faces locked 
beneath the glossy surface.” 

“White Scape,” currently at the Reynolds, leaves the expensively pub- 
lished gatherings of others’ work behind to present what Ambe has cre- 
ated from sheet upon sheet upon sheet of Yupo paper layered together. 
Yupo’s a synthetic art paper created from polypropylene; these sheets 
are as white as sheets of milk, offering - in the wake of Ambe’s careful 
incisions and excisions - nothing but shadow and stark topography to 
engage the eye. And there is that, in abundance: engagement - with a 
beauty so sublime, so exquisitely hewn in its white-on-whiteness that 
your sense of aesthetics may go temporarily snow-blind in appreciation. 

Ambe’s ministrations to her medium can present as miniature versions 
of centuries-long erosions, as if the most crazed of fundamentalists 
was right and it was some hand of God that created the Grand Canyon 
in a few days - only here, the canyon is represented by a thick brick of 
layered Yupo, the divine power that of a New York-based artist and her 
cleverest cutting tools. Or Ambe’s paper cuts can appear to be the result 
of water spattering a surface of pure white mud - some bright, viscous 
substrate made from mineral oil and a million ground eggshells, impact- 
ed by a cunning stretch of rain. In many different, painstaking ways, this 
woman-with-a-blade’s million cuts bring textural life to the plains, to the 
planes, of paper. - Wayne Alan Brenner

I have to agree with the 
online reviews: This place is fabric nirvana, 
especially considering the traditional chain store 
fabric landscape. Seriously, if I find one really cool 
thing at Jo-Ann or Hancock I feel like I’ve conquered 
Mt. Everest. TexStyles is the Mt. Everest of fabric stores in 
Austin. It is the fix for the fabric junkie. From the moment we 
pulled up, I knew. Perhaps it was the yardage of faux fur (you 
know I’m a fur fanatic) with a coyote coloration. Once inside, I 
ran into Cheryl Bemis of Fashionably Austin (www.fashion 
ablyaustin.com). Cheryl and I share the same birthday, and she 
introduced me to her new papillon puppy who also shares our 
birthday. Margaret introduced herself to one of the owners of 
the store, Mark Swientek - turns out Mark and I already 
knew each other. Same thing when introduced to co-owner 
Benson Roberts III. We already knew each other. So we got 


down to the business at hand. The store seems small but 
holds a bounty since the fabric is on hangers rather than on 
the bolt. TexStyles can show 16 pieces of fabric in the same 
amount of space a chain store can show six, so dispel any 
notion that the selection is limited. And what’s on the racks is 
only a portion of its holdings. Silk jerseys that drape 
magnificently; velvets that beckon you to them; 
lames and glitter that beg to be on the body ...

After covering Fabricker’s opening, and 
now this jewel, we can’t wait to see the 
Common Thread. We sense a very 
welcome trend. Stay tuned.

It sprang into being, like all great ideas, 
on the back of a dinner receipt. Andy and 
Lindsey Potter had just returned from a 
trip to Los Angeles where they took a res- 
taurant walking tour of the city. They began 
to wonder why something similar was not 
available in Austin. Brainstorming over 
beers at Doc’s Motorworks, Andy scrawled a 
potential itinerary for a walking food tour. 
They called it Austin Eats Food Tours. The 
Potters set up a website and gave their first 
tour to friends in January 2011. Soon after, 
they began offering scheduled tours at $65 
each as something of a weekend hobby. By 
October, Andy had quit his regular job at 
Dell to devote all of his energy to the grow- 
ing business. Austin Eats now has three 
employees and offers five regularly sched- 
uled tours: an upscale happy-hour walking 
tour, Saturday and Sunday morning down- 
town walking tours, and bicycle tours. 

It was a warm, breezy Sunday afternoon 
in January when my husband and I met 
Andy at Barton Springs Bike Rental for his 
Downtown-South Congress bike tour. 
After making introductions, eight of us set 
off on comfortable cruisers to hit the 
cyclist-friendly routes through Downtown. 
Our first stop: Haddingtons, where we sat 
down to a ready table and were served an 
assortment of savory snacks. We chatted 
congenially with our companions as we 
sipped Moscow Mules. 

As it turns out, everyone on the tour that 
day was an Austin resident. In fact, most of 
Austin Eats’ business comes from locals, 
which surprised the Potters, who initially 
imagined that most of their clients would be 
tourists. They never dreamed there would 
also be a demand from locals who view food 
tours as an adventurous, new way to experi- 
ence the city. The bike tours in particular are 
designed to be flexible, with stops that vary 
from week to week. Adam works with more 
than 60 restaurant and food trailer partners 


(with the number still growing) so he can 
vary his itineraries to suit any occasion. 

The next stop on our bike tour was 
Frank. The staff there gave us the royal 
treatment in a private dining area, where 
they talked about its locavore and fair-trade 
food and beverage sourcing. Snacks includ- 
ed bread rounds topped with house-made 
antelope-and-rabbit sausage, huckleberry 
compote and spicy aioli, and pork, beef, 
and fennel sausage with sour cabbage 
slaw. The staff sent us off with a friendly 
wave and warm bacon chocolate chip cook- 
ies in our bellies. Then, we pedaled over to 
Delish to sample its fairy-tale sweet cup- 
cakes. As a special treat, Delish’s baker 
had also prepared bite-sized Oreo cookies, 
filled with devilishly good pink-and-white 
buttercream icing. I ate two and took two 
more to go. I was getting full, but we still 
had four more stops to hit. 

Andy gained more than 30 pounds dur- 
ing the first year of the tours. I understand 
why. With several tours a week, each mak- 
ing between six to eight mouthwatering 
stops, calories start to add up. Now, Andy 
has a personal trainer and is careful about 
what he eats while leading the tours. 
Nonetheless, he is still a convivial host, 
offering insider stories and amusing tidbits 
about the places he visits. 

Leaving Delish, we pedaled over to South 
Congress and locked our bikes in front of 
the Snack Bar to hoof it to the remaining 
four stops. Snack Bar owner Bethany 
Andree regaled us with her endearing life 
story while we sampled its popular Tamago 
Yoko, an eggy leek-and-shrimp pancake 
topped with wasabi aioli and Sriracha. From 



there, it was over to Eric Regan’s food trailer 
- Hey! You Gonna Eat That or What? - to 

try what I can only describe as one of the 
most decadent sandwiches I have ever 
eaten: a meaty Monte Christo served inside 
a beer-batter beignet. Luscious, velvety 
shrimp and grits at Woodlands put all of us 
over the top. A unanimous favorite, there 
was not an empty bowl at the table, despite 
our swelling stomachs. An assortment of 
shakes from Hopdoddy was the final indul- 
gence. I was thankful for the ride back to 
Barton Springs Road, without which I would 
have collapsed in catatonic food ecstasy. 

Besides its regularly scheduled food 
tours, Austin Eats can customize any type 
of food event. It has done barbecue and 
food trailer tours for small groups, as well 
as larger events for Dell, Facebook, 
HomeAway, and Google. The newest tour, 
an East Austin bike tour, visits a rotation 
of eight Eastside trailers and restaurants. I 
can’t wait to try it. - Rachel Feit

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Fizzy Logic 

Drink local soft drinks - from Dublin to Maine

When Dublin Bottling Works lost its con- 
tract to bottle the cane-sugar-sweetened 
Dublin Dr Pepper, Texans emitted a collec- 
tive howl of rage and grief; preemptively 
nostalgic consumers snapped up the 
remaining bottles in their local groceries 
while restaurateurs placed and hoarded 
their final orders to stock their soda foun- 
tains. A little over a month later, some res- 
taurants still have Dublin Dr Pepper flow- 
ing from their soda fountains, but the end is 
inevitable. The stream of the beloved soft 
drink will soon run dry. 

It used to be that to carry those distinc- 
tive, cute little glass bottles with the old- 
timey etchings in one’s store or restaurant 
was to extend a secret handshake to soda- 
sawy consumers. “Dublin Dr Pepper was a 
really cool indicator that this person cares,” 
says Mark Seiler, president of Maine Root 
Handcrafted Beverages. “The outpouring of 
emotion [when Dublin Dr Pepper ceased 
production] shows how invested people are 
in small brands.” 

But what those people who let loose a hue 
and cry on Twitter, Facebook, and various 
blogs might not understand is that now that 
Dublin Bottling Works is out from under 
the thumb of Dr Pepper Snapple Group, the 
company is free to more fully promote its 
other cane-sugar-sweetened beverages, 


including XXX Root Beer, NuGrape, and 
Cherry Limeade. What Jeff Kloster, the 
head of the small-town bottling plant, 
understands is that there has never been a 
better time to be in the specialty soda busi- 
ness. And in many ways, Austin is ground 
zero for a revolution of the 
bubbly kind. 

“For me, it’s about being 
focused locally,” says John 
Osmon, the proprietor of 
Rollerfeet Soda, a small soda 
distribution operation in East 
Austin that grew out of his per- 
sonal interest in premium nonalcoholic 
drinks. He points to the El Pepinito, Con- 
tigo’s signature mocktail comprising ginger 
brew, cucumber water, mint, and lime, as 
well as the “zero proof” section of Second 
Bar + Kitchen’s drink menu as indicators 
that specialty, small-batch sodas are ready 
for their moment in the various conversa- 
tions Austin is having about food these 
days, from farm-to-table dining to artisanal 
foodways to pushing back against the satu- 
ration of Big Food and high-fructose corn 
syrup into our daily diets. 

“The Austin food culture is going to 
understand independent bottlers and good 
quality soda,” says Osmon. “Look at Frank- 
lin Barbecue, which has been declared the 


best barbecue in Austin, if not Texas or even 
the United States. He chose to put Maine 
Root sodas in his fountain when he could 
have gone with one of the big three [Coke, 
Pepsi, and Dr Pepper].” 

When asked about that choice, Aaron 
Franklin, Austin’s own barbecue ninja, makes 
it clear that it was a no-brainer: “I went with 
Maine Root because they’re organic, they are 
in line with my consumer ethics, and I 
wanted to support local companies. Their 
product is far superior to the major brands 
and they don’t use high-fructose corn syrup. 


I don’t want to mess with that stuff.” 
Franklin’s position on choosing Maine Root 
speaks to the same concerns that led to the 
inception of Maine Root itself. 

Maine Root Handcrafted Beverages is the 
accidental brainchild of Matt Seiler, who was 
working at Flatbread Company in Portland, 
Maine. The restaurant, which boasts its own 
local and organic ethos, was carrying a root 
beer that had been sold to Pepsi and was 
sweetened with corn syrup, much to 
Flatbread’s customers’ distaste. Sensing an 
opportunity, Seiler began brewing his own 
root beer, which was a hit. Soon, he had 
enough clients locally to sell a truck’s worth 
of root beer a year and was doing so well that 
in 2005, his Austin-based elder brother, 


Mark, ditched his software job and threw in 
his lot with his brother’s fledgling business. 
“My five-year plan was to never work for the 
man again,” explains Mark Seiler. “I was 
sick of corporate America.” 

This disdain for corn syrup and corporate 
America has resulted in a soda business with 
a growing global presence - Maine Root is 
sold in five countries, including Hong Kong 
and the United Kingdom - albeit a tiny one 
that is still staffed entirely by the two Seiler 
brothers. The key to success for this David 
up against three Goliaths is an emphasis on 
listening to what consumers want and think- 
ing creatively about what comes next. “When 
we first got started, grocers would say, Aw 
root beer, root beer to death. What else do 
you have?’ So we said we’d do sarsaparilla. 
And we sell a ton of it. Then we added some 
other flavors, and the way we add our flavors 
is the people who sell our stuff ask us to 
make another flavor.” 

The Maine Root flavor catalogue now 
includes the aforementioned root beer and 
sarsaparilla, as well as a bracing ginger 
brew (the perfect mixer for a Moscow Mule), 
blueberry, Mandarin orange, prickly pear 
lemonade, and a seasonal pumpkin-pie 
soda, among others. The ingredients are 
organic and Fair Trade certified; the prickly 
pear and blueberry flavors also gesture to 
the company’s roots in both Texas and 
Maine. It is this kind of mindful business 
practice that captures the attention of folks 
like Osmon. “To them, it’s not just about 
creating a good soda, it’s about doing it in a 
way that’s thoughtful to society and the 
environment,” he explains. 

Mark Seiler is grateful for distributors 
like Osmon and restaurateurs like Franklin: 
“They’re thinking with their hearts and 
their food; they’re not a spreadsheet dude 
looking at how they can put more ice in the 
drink to get more money. Thank god people 
out there want something different and to 
support the locally owned underdog.” 

An even more dogged underdog just get- 
ting off the ground in Austin is id sodas, run 
by Mark and Kelly Tovar. Similar to Maine 
Root, id’s inception was borne 
out of a love of scratch-recipe 
development, an already estab- 
lished brewing hobby, and an 
out-of-use Kegerator at a local 
coffee shop. A couple of years 
back, Mark Tovar was working 
at Epoch Coffee in the North Loop neighbor- 
hood. “They were going to sell beer, but they 
didn’t follow through with that, so there was 
basically an empty Kegerator,” he says. “So I 
asked them whether I could sell sodas if I 
could figure out how to make them.” 

From there, Tovar and his wife began fid- 
dling with recipes, starting with local, in- 
season fruit. But “to extract the right 
amount of flavor from peaches is incredibly 
difficult without using extracts,” says Kelly 
Tovar. “We were using whole fruit, so we had 
to switch it up [in order to keep costs down]. 
We’re still experimenting with our flavors, 
but for now we’re doing spices and herbs 
and teas and coffees.” 

The id sodas catalogue includes Spice- 
Osis, a ginger brew; Narcicitric, a salted

grapefruit flavor made with Himalayan sea 
salt; and a coffee soda made with Chameleon 
Cold-Brew called Electra. Spice-Osis will 
soon be on shelves at Whip In and served at 
Epoch. The couple will soon be producing 
and bottling their sodas at Adelbert’s 
Brewery, a local microbrewery that will cel- 
ebrate its grand opening on March 24. In 
the run-up to infiltrating the Austin spe- 
cialty soda scene, the Tovars have been dis- 
tributing samples of their sodas (Narcicitric 
is a particular hit) at events like the Jester 
King birthday party and Emancipet’s Sit 
Stay Day. Momentum for id continues to 
build, and Dipak Topi- 
wala, the owner of 
Whip In, is beside him- 
self with anticipation 
for the big rollout. 

The sodas “are excep- 
tional. [The Tovars] are 
doing everything right, 
and once the sodas are 
on the shelves, they are 
going to sell out of 
everything,” gushes 
Topiwala. “They say the 
proof is in the pudding; 
once you try these, you 
won’t be able to resist 
them. I’m going to have 
to start counting calo- 
ries; most of my calo- 
ries are beer calories, 
but I’m going to have to 
cut back on beer so I 
can have these sodas.” 

And that’s sort of the 
rub for a small-time 
specialty soda operation trying to get off the 
ground at a time when the big three have 
ruined soda consumption, at least in popular 
discourse. By now, soda is a major bad guy in 
the narrative of the obesity epidemic, full of 
empty calories and low-quality sweeteners 
and utterly devoid of any nutritional value. 
But for Kelly Tovar, the anti-soda conversa- 
tion isn’t an unsurmountable problem, espe- 
cially considering that id sodas have no pre- 
servatives or extracts or additives; every- 
thing is all-natural, down to the honey used 
to sweeten the drinks. “I think it’s an oppor- 
tunity to educate people about what they’re 


putting into their bodies,” she says. “By tak- 
ing something like a soda, you can show 
people that you can have a sparkly drink 
and it doesn’t have to be so sweet.” 

In fact, high-quality ingredients with 
integrity serve as the common thread among 
all of the specialty sodas floating around in 
Austin these days. It is the tie that binds id 
soda to Maine Root and to the sodas Osmon 
carries in his operation, including Red 
Ribbon’s incredibly delicious cherry and 
grape flavors, Black Lemonade by Real Soda, 
Plantation Style Mint Julep from Natrona 
Bottling Company, and Mr. Q Cumber soda 
from Global Beverage. 
These products offer 
something different to 
the inquisitive palate 
looking for something 
beyond the generic 
corn-syrup-sweetened 
flavors on offer from 
the big three. They also 
help make a party that 
much more interesting. 

“We wanted to have 
the sodas because they 
make good mixers and 
selected flavors that 
would mix well,” says 
Kim Sae-Eua, co-owner 
of the Wonder Craft, a 
crafting studio that 
hosts group crafting 
parties and offers a 
small selection of food 
and drinks to help 
facilitate the party vibe. 
“We chose these 
because they are small-batch and unique 
and fit in with the handmade thing we’ve 
got going on here. What we sell here and 
what you can make here is the opposite of 
mass-produced, so it made sense to carry 
beverages that fit in with that philosophy.” 
Interesting, flavorful drinks aren’t just for 
craft beer snobs any more. What all of these 
sodas prove is that it is possible to drink your 
values, and that pleasure in food and food 
(and drink) with integrity don’t have to be 
mutually exclusive. 

Plus, that bottle might just be a collec- 
tor’s item someday. ■

While eyeballing the progress of the mas- 
sive remodel of the vacated Bouldin Creek 
Coffeehouse location, I was informed that 
the new tenant would be a Vietnamese 
place. An upscale 
Vietnamese place, the 
brainchild of Larry 
McGuire and Tommy 
Moorman, the chefs 
who steer a restaurant 
group that includes 
Lamberts and Perla’s. 

McGuire and Moorman 
have a method (and it’s 
a good one) of taking a 
popular type of cuisine 
such as barbecue, pre- 
paring it from the very 
highest-quality ingredi- 
ents, charging accord- 
ingly, and consequently 
enjoying critical, popu- 
lar, and financial suc- 
cess. Vietnamese food is 
a good fit for this game 
plan; it is a fantastic, 
flavorful cuisine - very 
popular where it is 
known - that tends to 
be served at economi- 
cal, threadbare strip- 
mall locations that vie 
with one another for the 
most rock-bottom pric- 
es. As a result, both the 
ambience and the qual- 
ity of ingredients (espe- 
cially meats) tend to 
suffer. Turning that around and making this 
stellar cuisine with grass-fed meats, eggs 
from pastured chickens, locally grown 
organic produce, and San Miguel Seafood 
fresh from the Gulf is a concept so totally up 
my farmers’-market-addicted alley that it

could have been a fevered dream fresh from 
my personal wish-fulfillment fantasyland. 

Apparently, I’m not the only person in 
South Austin who feels this way. From the 
minute the Elizabeth St. Cafe opened its 
doors, it has been jammed!packed!overflowing! 
with eager customers, long waits at peak 
times, and parking mayhem. “We didn’t 
intend to open a ‘desti- 
nation restaurant,”’ says 
McGuire. “We were try- 
ing to open a cool little 
neighborhood place, a 
place that would last and 
slowly get better over 
time.” The overwhelm- 
ing response was a sur- 
prise they are still deal- 
ing with. “We are still in 
the process of tweaking 
the menu,” says 
McGuire. “So we’re just 
coping as best we can!” 
Elizabeth St. Cafe 
serves breakfast, lunch, 
and dinner, and has an 
in-house bakery that 
makes classic French 
pastries and desserts, as 
well as the baguettes for 
its banh mi, the trendy 
Vietnamese sandwiches. 
The dainty a la carte pas- 
tries are generally very 
good, though the cream 
puffs and eclairs tend to 
be soggy if not made 
within the hour. The bar 
serves beer, wine, and 
sake in addition to a full 
array of espresso drinks 
and Vietnamese drip 
coffee (hot and iced). The menu breaks 
down along classic lines, with appetizers 
such as rice paper and vermicelli spring 
rolls ($6-$9), steamed pork-belly buns ($8) 
and fried shrimp-and-yam fritters ($10), 10 
types of banh mi ($6-$8), 13 types of pho 



($ll-$22), and 10 vermicelli bowls ($12-$18), 
as well as specialties of the house. 

The restaurant has caught a lot of flak for 
its prices, which are easily twice what you 
would pay for strip-mall Vietnamese fare. 
But it’s more than worth it when you taste 
what this cuisine becomes when made with 
the ingredients it deserves. The green 
mango and cucumber salad ($8) is shock- 
ingly delicious, a mound of julienned mango 
and cucumber threads drenched with a 
sweet-and-sour rice wine vinaigrette punc- 
tuated with delicate flakes of dried beef. 
The braised McAllen short rib pho ($14) is, 
like all the pho, a veritable cauldron of clear, 
richly spiced stock served with cilantro, 
sliced jalapenos, mint, sacred basil, rice 
noodles, and delectable chunks of meltingly 
tender short ribs. The Bo Luc Lac (“shaking 
beef,” $26), a specialty of the house and one 
of my favorite Vietnamese dishes, is made 
with a grass-fed Niman Ranch New York 
strip steak prepared in the classic charring- 
and-shaking style and served on a bed of 


organic tomatoes and spinach topped with 
marinated onion, making it the best rendi- 
tion of this dish available probably any- 
where. The kaffir-lime fried-chicken banh 
mi ($7) on a house-made fresh baguette 
with marinated vegetables and house-made 
mayonnaise was also superb, although com- 
paratively not very filling. The desserts are 
exceptional; the profiteroles ($8), three firm 
rice puff pastry shells filled with coffee ice 
cream and topped with melted dark choco- 
late and candied hazelnuts only edge out 
the pineapple tarte tatin ($8) by a few 
groans of pleasure. 

Add the incredibly fresh, sublime flavors to 
the cheerful, colorful, new atmosphere com- 
plete with comfortable tables and chairs, out- 
door heat lamps, and overall spick-and-span 
newness, and the difference in price is hand- 
ily accounted for. Again, I am not the only 
person in Austin who thinks so: Try to walk or 
bike or carpool when you come, and aim for a 
nonpeak time unless you want to wait for 
more than an hour. - Kate Thomberry

Take This Awesome 
Job and Show It 

TIM AND ERIC, TACKLING BIG SCREENS AND SMALL

In small but vocal circles, Tim Heidecker and Eric Wareheim are 
already much-loved for Tim and Eric Awesome Show , Great Job!, a live- 
action sketch show that aired on Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim. With 
their feature film debut, Tim & Eric's Billion Dollar Movie, one wonders 
if the two could want for anything more. “A movie with our name on it 
that we starred in and wrote and directed? We just want to retire - 
professional retirement,” says Wareheim, then reconsiders. “No, we 
want to make a trillion-doWar movie. Or a million-dollar movie.” 

Tim & Eric's Billion Dollar Movie - co-written, co-directed, and star- 
ring the titular Tim and Eric - chronicles the quixotic journey of two 
Hollywood douchebags to their careers as small-town mall managers. 
The film resurrects characters from their sketch show and shares the 
same silly sensibility but notably, it pushes past the limits of their TV 
work. “We weren’t censored like we were on Adult Swim in terms of 
nudity and cursing and content,” says Wareheim. “So we sort of put 
everything in the movie. We made it over-th e-top.” 

The film also diverges in structure, following (albeit loosely) a single 
narrative with only a few breaks to poke fun at film and script conven- 
tions. “We had to figure out a way to change the pace of things and the 
story,” says Heidecker. This more traditional structure could help intro- 
duce newcomers to the Tim and Eric franchise who might otherwise 
find their brand of comedy a bit jarring. It’ll be good practice, as there’s 
likely more of the pair just around the bend. “We have a new TV show 
in the works that isn’t a sketch show, which is a new challenge,” says 
Wareheim. “We already wrote the script; we’re just shopping it around.” 

Though the film opens in Austin this Friday, Tim & Eric's Billion Dollar 
Movie is already available for rent on Amazon and iTunes, where it was 
posted directly following its premiere at Sundance. “It’s not going to 
have a wide release. It’s going to appear in some of the big cities, 
maybe 25. Reality for most people is, it isn’t coming to a theatre near 
you. Online will be the only way to see it,” says Heidecker. “But our fans 
are very savvy and connected to our world and comfortable with that. 

And I think a lot of people are still going to see it the old-fashioned way.” 



Tim and Eric do have a loyal digital following. They’re marketing 
their film online through the “Tim & Eric’s Billion Dollar Movie 
Pledge,” which appeared on Funny or Die and their YouTube channel. 
The pledge asks fans to film themselves signing a contract to see 
Tim & Eric's Billion Dollar Movie with at least one family member or 
close friend while concurrently boycotting the big-budget Dr. Seuss 
adaptation The Lorax. Fans send in their footage, which is then post- 
ed to the Tim and Eric YouTube channel. Along with some 200 fan 
videos to date, Tim and Eric received pledges from comedians like 
Paul Rudd, Weird Al, Chris Kattan, Paul Scheer, and Ben Stiller. 
Following in the footsteps of fellow digital-sawy comedian Louis C.K., 
Wareheim and Heidecker also hosted a Reddit lAmA where fans 
could chat with the comedians real-time, and they just released a 
free game for iDevices called Tetnis, which includes film-related jokes 
and images. 

So far, the film’s early online release hasn’t affected the tour’s 
screenings; it’s been playing to packed houses. During the Q&A at 
Austin’s sneak preview at the Alamo Drafthouse in February, a fan 
asked the duo: 

“Are you the two luckiest white boys on the planet?” 

Wareheim answered, “We made a film from our hearts. No one 
fucked with it. And for that, we are very lucky.” ■

The Texas Film Hall of Fame Awards has 
historically been held at Austin Studios, but 
that space is currently converted into a fac- 
simile high school for the production of ABC 
Family’s Pretty Little Liars. But high school, 
with its celebratory pomp and its easily iden- 
tifiable types (the popular blonde, the hood 
with a heart of gold), isn’t a bad metaphor 
for the eclectic mix of honorees at this 
year’s ceremony, which has moved to ACL 
Live at the Moody Theater. That gold-hearted 
hood, natch, is Danny Trejo, who will accept 
the Patron Honorary Texan Award on March 
8. (See our interview with Trejo, “No. 1 
Troublemaker,” p.50.) Certainly you’d be 
hard-pressed to find a prettier - or leggier 

- blonde than the still-luminous Angie 
Dickinson, who will accept the Star of Texas 
Award for Rio Bravo. (The Chron chatted with 
Dickinson last spring on the subject of that 
very same Howard Hawks classic Western; 
see “‘Rio Bravo’ a Stop on the Road to 
Hollywood,” April 15, 2011.) To continue the 
speculative thread, we’re guessing filmmaker 
Douglas McGrath was Honors English all the 
way, laying the groundwork for his award-win- 
ning adaptations of novels by Jane Austen 
and Charles Dickens (he also co-wrote the 
Oscar-nominated script for Bullets Over 
Broadway with Woody Allen). As for Meat 
Loaf, no way was that guy not a drama club 
kid, not with The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
on his CV. (He also starred in 1980’s Roadie, 
which was co-written by the Chronicle’s own 
Michael Ventura; see “One, Two, Tres, 
Quatro,” p.53 for more Roadie recollections.) 
Final honoree Barry Corbin is tougher to 
shoehorn into a teen stereotype - is it even 
possible that perfectly growly, jowly character 
actor par excellence was ever, egads, young ? 
He must have been - his filmography stretch- 
es back 40 years, including a stint on the 
much-loved Nineties show Northern Exposure 

- but he’s more the principal type. Even 
when broadly smiling - and in our mind’s eye, 
he’s always smiling - Corbin radiates a don’t- 
fuck-with-me authority. They’ll all be in atten- 
dance at the Texas film community’s swanki- 
est pep rally of the year, and you can be, too; 
individual tickets are still available for pur- 
chase at www.austinfilm.org. Finally, a seat at 
the cool kids’ table. - Kimberley Jones

breakneck blockbuster Runaway Train, 
Trejo has snagged parts in more than 200 
films. Ninety-nine percent of ’em are stoic 
bad guy roles: Latinos with blades, maniacs 
without conscience, revengers with grudges 
and Glocks. It’s the face, see. 

Trejo looks an awful lot like the guy that’s 
gonna slit your gullet should you happen to 
wander into the wrong alley when the moon’s 
gone all slantwise and so forth. He appears 
to be kith and kin to Frank Miller’s deep red 
avenger Marv, late of Sin City and its upcom- 
ing addendum. But unlike actor-cum-pugi- 
list Mickey Rourke, Trejo doesn’t need the 
green-screen doom sheen to raise goose 
bumps: He’s got the devil’s handsome down 
pat. Replete with a permanent, downcast 
snarl; coiled anaconda sinews for limbs; and 
the darkest sense of wide-screen charm this 
side of the other side, Trejo is the closest this 
generation is ever going to get to Rondo 
“The Creeper” Hatton. Even better, he’s the 
real deal. 

“Why does his face look that way?” It’s a 
road map to his heart, kid. Here, have a black 
balloon and quit squalling so many queries. 

Better to ask how he’s managed 13 films 
in 2012 alone, either in preproduction, post- 
production, or locked, loaded, and ready to 
screen. Does this manimal ever sleep? 

“‘A busy man has time to do everything,”’ 
says Trejo. “That’s a really cool motto that a 
friend of mine, Eddie Bunker, once said to 
me. I’ve always kind of lived my life by that. 
How can I call what I do ‘work,’ you know? 
I love my work! I’m getting ready to go to 
Romania to do a Western called Death in 
Tombstonel Going to Romania to do an 
American Western - how wild is that?” 

Which brings us to Trejo’s long-standing 
relationship with longtime Austin trouble- 
maker Robert Rodriguez. 

“He was the only one who had the right 
idea, who said: ‘Wait a minute! This is crazy! 
If I have a $6 million budget, I have to 
spend $3 million on permits!’ I just love 
how he had his own idea and just kicked 
Hollywood in the ass!” 

Rodriguez fans - aka badass bilingual 
action audiences - have come to expect 
Trejo’s glowering presence as a Troublemaker 
Studios staple, starting with 1995’s guitar- 
slinging Desperado. Since then, the actor 
has become a cool killing fixture on the un- 
Hollywood Austin set. 

“How did we meet?” Trejo anticipates. “I 
walked into his office during the casting for 
Desperado and he said, ‘You remind me of 
the bad guys in my high school.’ And I said, 
‘I was the bad guys in your high school!’ He 
gave me that knife, and we started twirling 
it and that was it.” 

But it’s more than that. Following the 
sanguinary trail of Trejo’s 1993 film Blood 
In, Blood Out, “thirteen of my relatives 
[from California] came down to see me on 
the set [of Desperado ] and my uncle Rudy, 
who just passed away, [realized] that Robert 
was actually my second cousin. I was, like, 
‘OK, cuz, make that little part bigger!’ My 
uncle was really well-known in San Antonio 
- Rudy Cantu.” 

So he plays the tough guy, the badass, 
Rick Perry’s nightmare scenario in his films, 




No. l Troublemaker 

The guts and the glory (don’t forget the gory)

“When I came to Austin to do Machete, I 
took two of my partners with me,” says 
Danny Trejo, laughing at one of many seri- 
ously weird/cool memories. “They were old 
gangbangers from way back, you know? 
And there had just been a big [UT] football 
game. So everybody was giving the ‘Hook 
’em Horns’ hand sign, right? And my part- 
ners were all like, ‘What’s up with all these 
people flashing all these gang signs?”’ 

Standing in front of me, he’s not so 
tough. His eyes are wild, his hair whipping 
over his left shoulder, brandishing a pair of 
bloody machetes in his hands. A ratty belt 
of jailhouse shivs is visible beneath his 
leather vest, which, just for the record, is 
drenched in gore. He’s leaping straight 
toward me - blades raised, mouth open in a 
permanent, hell-bound howl - and I’m 


screwed but good. There’s no way out, no 
way in, nowhere to run, nothing to do but 
take the blade where it lands and spit out 
half a prayer as the steel cleaves through 
muscle to bone and beyond. 

But no: This knife-fighter is 5V2 inches 
tall. Lucky me. Trejo’s Machete action figure 
will have to gut me another night. “Warning: 
Choking hazard - small parts. Not for chil- 
dren under 3 years,” it says on the packag- 
ing. Like you’d need a warning. 

Quoth the marketing: “Yesterday he was 
a decent man living a decent life. Now he is 
a brutal savage who must slaughter to stay 
alive.” But why not add the coda that’s con- 
spicuously absent from the Plasticene bio? 
“Danny Trejo: the most famous character 
actor of his era.” Since his unintentional 
debut in An drey Konchalovskiy’s 1985 


but if you’ve talked to anyone that’s worked 
with Trejo, the word is that he’s a two-fisted 
teddy bear. And we mean that in the best 
sense of the appellation. He may be covered 
with tattoos, a recovering substance-abuser, 
and have enough charisma to fuel multiple 
Mayan mystiques, but Trejo - a man who 
has his own action figure, mind you - is no 
longer Public Enemy No. 1. 

It wasn’t always so. An unsung master of 
deadpan comedy - witness the viral wonder 
of “Machete don’t text!” - Trejo spent years 
in federal penitentiaries (Folsom, San 
Quentin) for robberies and various other 
offenses, some of which were set up - or 
“bought” - by future friend Bunker, who 
then ended up being played by Dustin 
Hoffman in 1978’s Straight Time. It was in 
San Quentin that Trejo, already on his way 
to becoming a lightweight and welterweight 
champion of San Quentin State Prison, had 
his epiphany. “I’ve got a saying - ‘I’d rather 
shoot for the moon and miss than aim for 
the gutter and make it.’” 

“For years, I was cast as Inmate No. 1,” 
Trejo says. “And before that, I was a drug 
counselor. I still am. That’s the thing, you 
know - you can’t just tell kids to ‘just say 
no.’ You have to give them an alternative. 
You have to give them something that’s not 
boring to them, right?” 

Like, for instance, the most recognizable 
tattoo in all of cinema? Yeah, you’ve seen it, 
emblazoned across Machete’s chest as he 
uses some poor sucker’s viscera as a make- 
shift zip line. The naked chick with the 
sombrero. Who is she? 

“I started that in 1965,” explains Trejo. 
“That is a prison tattoo. It was done with 
needle and thread. Just poke, poke, poke. A 
friend of mine, Harry ‘Super Jew’ Ross, 
started it in San Quentin. He did the outline 
there, and then I got kicked out and sent to 
Folsom, and Harry was, like, ‘Don’t let any- 
body touch it, it’s my first tattoo!’ 

“He ended up getting kicked out and sent 
to Folsom, too, so we did a little more ... and 
then a little more ....” 

Then there was a riot at Folsom, minus 
Johnny Cash, which led directly to solitary 
for Trejo, anarchy, his redemption and even- 
tual release, cleanliness and sobriety, and, 
much later, his own action figure. Not a 
career path most would chose, but neither 
is Trejo a character actor whom once seen 
anyone is likely to forget. 

So ... 12 movies in one year. This year, alone. 
What, if anything, does Trejo do on his alleged 
days off? How does Enrique of King of the Hill 
and the co-star of Jamaa Fanaka’s legendary 
cinematic enigma Penitentiary III chill the 
hell out? Or does he? 

“I work on my cars,” says Trejo. “Right 
now, I’m working on a 1936 Dodge Touring 
Sedan, which is absolutely gorgeous. I’ve 
got a 1952 Chevy step-side pickup truck; a 
1965 Buick Riviera, the clamshell, the one 
with the chrome lights; and then I’ve got a 
1965 Cadillac Seville which is just cherry. 
They’re all cherried out. I love cherry-ing 
them out. That’s what I do to relax.” ■ 

Danny Trejo will receive the Patron Honorary Texan 
Award at the Texas Film Hall of Fame Awards on Thursday, 
March 8, at ACL Live at the Moody Theater. Tickets are 
still available; see www.austinfilm.org/or more info.

Roadie 

The Alamo Drafthouse South Lamar is 
showing Roadie on Monday night, March 5, 
as part of the Austin Film Society’s Texas 
Film Hall of Fame Honoree preview 

series. While it’s an exaggeration to call this 
film a cult classic, Roadie certainly qualifies 
as definitive Austin pop culture. 

How Roadie came to be involves more of 
those tales of the Austin Sun in 1976 and 
1977, when the underground biweekly shined 
its brightest. It then dimmed in circumstanc- 
es not unlike those played out in Between 
the Lines, the film that lies at the heart of 
the Chronicle’s own mythos. The Sun , howev- 
er, came with its own pop culture connec- 
tions that led to its staff (and many club 
scenesters) being used as extras in a 1977 
Peter Fonda film called Outlaw Blues. 

The shoot for Outlaw Blues took place at 
the old Soap Creek Saloon, which is the 
name to distinguish it from the later Soap 
Creek Saloons on North Lamar then South 
Congress. All the Soap Creeks have passed 
into history, but that first one on Bee Caves 
Road that George and Carlyne Majewski 
opened in 1973 was a legend in its own 
right. And to be 22 in the summer of 1976 
and working for a company that let its staff 
out of the office to film a scene with Mr. 

Easy Rider was just too good to be real. 

My memory is of a midsummer day, pop- 
that-Lone-Star-open-at-lOam hot. We stood in 
line for what felt like hours and then herded 
into the club, so unfamiliar in daylight. The 
tables were arranged for camera placement, 


and Greezy Wheels took the stage for the 
scene in which Fonda’s con-on-the-run char- 
acter, Bobby Ogden, ducks the cops after 
performing onstage. We were paid in beer 
and given free packs of cigarettes to create 
that smoky atmosphere no longer seen in 
Austin bars. 

I wore blue jean cutoffs and my Doug 
Sahm T-shirt that was a special edition by 
the godfather of underground comics Jack 
Jackson, who was also busy that summer 
drawing logos for Oat Willie’s, ingeniously 
flanked with bluebonnets and fine buds of 
sinsemilla. I remember what I was wearing 
because the camera blocking my view of 
the stage turned and caught me just as I 
was following directions with the crowd to 
“look around.” 

Now, lots of locals got more screen time 
than my few seconds. Local diva Natalie 
Zoe walked across a lawn in a party scene, 
and future Playboy Playmate Janet Quist 
scored an actual role. But I got enough 
screen time to make my Port Arthur cousin 
Dan, serving in the Navy on the other side 
of the world at the time, stand up during a 
screening of it in a submarine and say, 
“That’s my cousin!” My other Port Arthur 
cousins Anne, Dave, and Jan got in trouble 
for coming home late because they stayed 
through a second showing to make sure it 
was me. 

It brought me a few months of notoriety, 
too, and lot of free beers at Soap Creek. 
Three years after Outlaw Blues came out, 
Roadie arrived in Austin to shoot. The Sun no 
longer filled local news racks on alternate 
weeks, but much of its staff beamed in 


behind the scenes of Roadie. My fellow writ- 
ers Big Boy Medlin and Michael Ventura 

boasted screenplay and story credits because 
the scenario spun out of Big Boy’s Sports Why 
Not column in the Sun (see “Letters at 3AM: 
‘Roadie’: 30 Years Later,” March 26, 2010). 
Jeff Nightbyrd landed a job as location man- 
ager. Ginger Varney was actually in the film 
- with a speaking role! The stars included Art 
Carney and Meat Loaf, who is being induct- 
ed into the Texas Film Hall of Fame on 
Thursday, March 8, at the Moody Theater. 

If Outlaw Blues captured Austin’s redneck 
rock scene for its setting, Roadie used it as a 
stepping-off point. Alvin Crow and Asleep at 
the Wheel accrued screen time with Roy 
Orbison, Alice Cooper, and Blondie. Horse 
racing track Manor Downs disguised itself as 
an Idaho rock festival, while hip Eighties 
venue Club Foot gussied up as L.A.’s Whisky 
a Go Go. This led to a couple of weeks of 
good fun around town with movie and rock 
stars. While working the door at Raul’s, I 
waved all of Blondie, minus Debbie Harry, 
into the club for free, totally starstruck. 

I’d also been asked by Jeff Nightbyrd to put 
the word out to the local punks to be extras, 
because the Whisky a Go Go scene was piv- 
otal to the plot. I did. This time, we got paid 
with a catered lunch, beer, and a black T-shirt 
that said “Roadie” on front and “I was in the 
movie” on back. We also got to go into make- 
up. The two L.A. makeup queens loved their 
job creating punky looks on willing subjects 
oiled up on beer and ego and cinema 
dreams. They put four colors in my hair and 
styled the home-chopped shag into a 
punky do that I later went to 
Texas Terri Laird to maintain. 

The look I cobbled togeth- 
er involved a cap like John 
Lennon wore in A Hard 
Day's Night, plus a black 
satin shirt, a lacy black 
push-up bra from 
Frederick’s of Hollywood, 
black underwear, and 
black fishnet hose. I also 
sported a pair of strappy, 
exquisite disco heels with 
flattering gold platforms and 
shiny red straps. I worshipped 
those shoes and teetered around 
dangerous places, like behind the old Soap 
Creek. Future Go-Go’s bassist Kathy 
Valentine bought the same pair in turquoise 
and gold - on the sale rack at the old deco 
Scarbrough’s Downtown! 

Shooting the scene consisted of the usual 
hurry-up-and-wait. I sat with Phil Tolstead, 
lead singer of the Huns, the band that land- 
ed Austin on the international punk map with 
the notorious Raul’s bust of September 
1978, and E.A. Srere, then playing in the 
Chickadiesels. Assorted others from the 
local scene milled about, plus a few dozen 
people I’d never seen - and I knew most of 
the punk community, or so I thought. It 
wasn’t until the following September that I 
recognized the effect UT had on the music 
scene: annually presenting the town with 
thousands of young creative minds wanting 
to observe as well as participate. 
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But that vaguely wintry day, it was slow 
going on the Roadie set, and we were bored, 
strewn around the picnic tables that littered 
the lowest level at Club Foot, which sat at 
the northwest corner of Fourth and Brazos, 
next to the bus station. The ceiling was low 
and the air dank; that level had once been 
the basement of a building that had known 
life as other rock clubs, including Boondocks 
and Crazy Bob’s, and before that a seedy 
strip joint. 

My back was to the dance floor and 
stage, where Standing Waves was cast 
as a mime-faced band called Spittle. 
Someone’s hands touched my shoulders 
and everyone at the table stared, wide- 
eyed. Director Alan Rudolph was crooking 
his finger at me. I followed him to the floor 
where he pointed to a spot in front of the 
stage and stood as they adjusted lights 
and populated the rest of the scene. 

When the shoot finally started, the camera 
was just feet away, pointed at me. Or rather 
at my hawt shoes. It travels up my legs - a 
tribute to the illusion of fishnet stockings! - 
and to my face, deep in fake conversation, 
then across the others. Further footage was 
shot of frenetic pogoing and a kind of early 
moshing we called skanking. Finally, we were 
gathered on the dance floor and whipped up 
for a final dance scene. 

Standing Waves, who will also be at the 
Alamo Drafthouse on Monday, peeled out 
with keyboards. We were ready, springing and 
bouncing and doing the old-school friendly 
slam dances while Meat Loaf as the titular 
roadie Travis Redfish and the female 
lead Kaki Hunter played rock & 
roll Romeo and Juliet. 

“Fall on the ground!” we 
were directed, and we did, 
in tangles of neon span- 
dex, moussed hair, and 
punk accoutrements. As 
we fell, we were show- 
ered in a dust from 
above. It wafted down 
and covered us, and we 
looked appropriately sur- 
prised and stunned. As it 
turned out in the film, we’d 
been hit by an earthquake. 

For a few years there, Outlaw 
Blues and Roadie loomed small as less-than- 
stellar films in my view (though I have grown 
to love them), so I foolishly blew it the next 
time a chance came in the early Nineties to 
work as an extra. A cultic young director 
sporting a Prince Valiant haircut and who 
sometimes hung around the Chronicle talk- 
ing to Louis Black was shooting a party 
scene outside town for his new film, and 
they were looking for people to populate the 
furthest reaches of the crowd. It was a 
deadline night and my office mate Marjorie 
Baumgarten tried to prod me into going, 
but there must have been a new Larry 
Sanders episode waiting for me at home, 
because I didn’t budge. 

Later, Richard Linklater’s Dazed and 
Confused became one of my all time 
favorite films. ■

MC Hammer used to spend his time 
hanging out with Snoop Dogg and Tupac 
Shakur.

“It’s about having different applications for different 
enterprises,” states Hammer from his home in Tracy, 
Calif., an hour east of Oakland. “We’re not just talking 
about consumer and search. We’re talking about a 
tremendous amount of data - data that needs to get 
organized so that we can become more efficient.” 
Hammer (given name Stanley Burrell) believes 
he’s found his solution in WireDoo, a search

engine he hopes will compete with top dogs 
Google and Bing. He didn't provide information 
about the site’s public launch but says he’s 
working daily with developers and programmers. 

“Take governmental data that’s out there and 
unorganized and not kept in an efficient man- 
ner,” he says. “If you see person X going through 
various airports at various times and you have all 
that data available, why can’t you - on a security 
level - make all that information available to help 
airports become more secure? That information’s 
available. We need to organize it such that it’s 
easily searchable.” 

Hammer says WireDoo will level the Internet’s 
great playing field while other search engines come 
up short. To him, the Web doubles as a modern-day 
Wild West: lawless and free, but woefully short on 
organization and structure. 

“The Internet allows you to tap into a global 
database of endless information,” he says. “If you 
don’t know something, go out and research it. If 
you can access research, whether it be medical 
information, financial information, or political 
information, the Internet connects you to all this 
intellectual capital that you can utilize to better 
enhance life and society. 

“If there’s data and information out there in the 
world, I can access it and utilize it to better my 
cause. You can’t put a value on that.”

Downloaded: The SXSW Interview

From his uncle’s office in Massachusetts, 18-year-old college dropout Shawn Fanning 
created Napster in 1998. A martyr and hacker, the unassuming programmer spurred a 
vicious sea change in the digital era. 

“There were all sorts of fundamental reasons why Napster was the right answer,” 
maintains Fanning from his apartment in San Francisco. “It was important that music 
was freed up in terms of the limitations around the access to the content, the control of 
distribution, the kind of stranglehold and manipulation of promotional news - the ability 
to share and try stuff before purchasing it. 

Napster was court-ordered into oblivion in 2001, but it blew the top off the genie 
bottle. The service inspired not only obvious successors like Junes and Spotify, but 
also provided the fundamental platforms for YouTube, WikiLeaks and, to a lesser 
extent, the passive sharing that occurs on Facebook. 

“In the end, it provided an opportunity for people to share this breadth of work that 
went well beyond top-sellers,” says Fanning. “It created this real diverse, interesting, col- 
orful jukebox in the sky - this collective music collection - and that diversity hasn’t quite 
yet been achieved since.” 

Fanning doesn’t wax nostalgic about Napster. Those three years lasted a lifetime, he says 
at one point. But lately, he’s been re-examining that period for Downloaded, a feature-length 
look at digital music being produced 
forVHl Rock Docs by South by 
Southwest panel host Alex Winter ( Bill 
& Ted’s Excellent Adventure). 

Fanning’s also reunited with 
Napster co-founder Sean Parker, now 
on Spotify’s board of directors, for 
a new project called Airtime. While 
details are scarce, Fanning says he was inspired by the success of Chatroulette, a voy- 
euristic site that randomly placed users in various video chat rooms. 

“We’re really just making it up as we go,” Fanning deadpans. “We don’t really have 
much of a plan. We just figured we’d raise as much money as possible and just figure it 
out later.” - Austin Powell

The New Streaming 
Music Industry

Are Cloud Music Services the 
Same Old Song and Dance?

For years now, talk of music technology at South by 
Southwest has obsessed on the imminent arrival of the 
cloud, streaming services that deliver a boundless celestial 
jukebox. This year, that conversation shifts drastically from 
what will be to what we hath 
wrought. 

The arrival of Spotify in the 
U.S. to accompany interac- 
tive streaming services like 
Rhapsody, MOG, and Rdio; 
cloud offerings of online giants 
Apple, Google, and Amazon; 
and the stock market validation 
of Pandora all signaled that streaming music has become 
a mainstream reality - and brought with it an entirely new 
slew of problems. 

“Who’s benefiting from it? All the wrong people,” stresses 
Jeff Price, founder and CEO of TuneCore, a digital music 
distribution service. “The traditional music industry now has 
a new income stream that is based on other people’s music 
and copyrights being exploited and sold. It is the largest 
global scam that exists in the music industry today, depriving 
artists and songwriters of hundreds of millions of dollars.” 


Price has spent several years attempting to follow the 
money - paid, owed, and misappropriated - from down- 
loads and digital streaming services, fighting against what 
he considers a global shell game of copyrights and perfor- 
mance royalties not being properly paid. His SXSW panel, 
The New Streaming Music Industry, outlines how payments 
due artists are being diverted by licensing companies 
that often don’t even hold proper rights to material they’re 
charging for. The services then have their hands tied in 
needing those licensing rights and wanting to pay songwrit- 
ers while having no way to identify independent acts to 
make payment. 

“We’re still in the beginning of the evolution and this 
is pretty uncharted territory,” reasons Jolie O’Dell of 
VentureBeat, who participates on the panel Are Cloud 
Music Services the Same Old Song 
and Dance? with other industry ana- 
lysts and players from Pandora and 
mSpot. 

“I think that’s how technology 
innovation works,” she continues in 
relation to the legal and monetary 
issues of new music start-ups. “The 
underlying philosophy is build the 
coolest thing you can imagine and then figure out how to 
make it work in the real world in terms of money and legal 
details. So there is a bit of a gap, and it’s definitely a grow- 
ing pain of creating innovations that are legal and where 
the artists get paid, and we’re still figuring that part out. 

“There needs to be a lot more dialogue between the 
entertainment community and the tech community.”

What Happened to the Big Idea in 
Music Technology?

In 1997, Rick Moody’s second novel, The Ice Storm, a biting 
tragedy of Seventies malaise, was translated onscreen with an 
all-star cast by future Academy Award-winning director Ang Lee.

Museum with Moody present, the film didn’t capture the era’s 
soundtrack the way the book did, even if its author made mixtapes 
for his cinematic stand-in, Tobey Maguire. 

A lifelong musician and friend of Gang of Four bassist Dave 
Allen, who moderates this panel, Moody’s way with words - “Actual 
music would subvert the immanence of music in novel writing, the 
incredible power of music described in words, the music suggested 
by words, the very music of prose,” he wrote in an afterward to 
The Ice Storm - demanded an email interview.

Digital Musicologists: 

Online Music's Tastemakers 

Wednesday, March 14, 11am, Austin Convention

In a world where bands teem like bacteria, how does any- 
one tap into the real goods? You look to digital musicologists. 
They’re behind a large portion of the music content on the Web. 
Suggestions you see on music sites (“If you like Van Halen, here 
are five other bands you may enjoy”) aren’t just computer-code 
magic. That’s actually the work of music writers. 

“Music is something that is used socially,” says Chuck Eddy, 
celebrated music critic, new Austinite as of last year, and current 
musicologist for Rhapsody. “Humans have a much wider scope of 
knowledge than computers, and digital musicologists are provid- 
ing a service. I find it kind of exciting that if I plug in albums, the 
next day someone clicks on something I put in there and discov- 
ers new music.” 

The job entails a lot of different content creation, explains 
Eddy, “general metadata.” Metadata? 

“Metadata is hard to define, but in this context, it includes 
band bios, album reviews, popular tracks, and similar artists. 
When I write, This band is similar to these other 10 bands,’ the 
similarities might be artists they influence or related projects, 
some form of overlap,” says Eddy. “Again, the idea of a digital 
musicologist is that people benefit from having an actual human 
being guide them to music they might like. This isn’t some math- 
ematical algorithm. You have to put bands in a context. Another 
part of metadata is placing artists in subgenres and even sub- 
subgenres. It takes human beings to do that.”

Austin Chronicle : So what 
did ‘ Happen to the Big Idea in 
Technology ’? Is there one? Do we 
need one? Didn’t tech already liber- 
ate the industry? 

Ricky Moody: Yes, I think there is a 
de-centralization that has taken place 
in music as a result of digital technol- 
ogy. Now it’s really possible to make a 
record at home without all the incred- 
ibly expensive equipment and studio 
time. And it’s possible to distribute 
music yourself without a record label. 

(I have done it, in fact, though I can- 
not say I think I have done it very 
well.) That’s good, that’s democratic. 

On the other hand, I think iTunes has driven promotion into the 
ground, and file-sharing has destroyed the sense of music as a 
product. Which means that only one part of the business - live music 
- seems to have any vitality to it anymore. This is good for touring 
musicians, I guess. They can make money on tickets and t-shirts. 

But the retrenchment in the industry has meanwhile made the major 
labels risk averse, both in the recording and the promotion. People 
make records that risk nothing, and which are cookie cutter releases 
stylistically, and they promote them (if they do at all) in the same 
ways all the time. 

I can’t think of a more depressing time in terms of what popular 
music is. And I was alive in the early Seventies, before punk. All of 
this, all of what remains of the revolution that was once rock & roll, 
is driven by capitalism and by the herd mentality of the record labels 
and technology companies. I hope the kids will take the ashes of 
popular song and remake it their own revolutionary way.

How does this affect the climate of music writing? 

“The definition of what I do as a freelance music critic has 
expanded in so many directions,” muses Eddy. “Until a couple 
years ago, I was just a writer or an editor. Sometimes I miss writ- 
ing 4,000-word reviews, but I have the short pieces down to an art 
form. It’s almost like writing a haiku. How much information and 
opinion can you pack into 600 characters? I like figuring things 
out - like where does country rap come from? Making connections 
is always what I’ve done.” - Zoe Cordes Selbin 


War Stories From the Songwriting 
Battlefield With Paul Williams

“I did 48 Tonight Shows. I remember six.” 

That’s pretty exceptional, even by a drunk’s standard. And Paul 
Williams was certainly that. 

Strange as it might seem now, Williams was also once borderline 
omnipresent in Hollywood. Not only did the diminutive entertainer 
appear in everything from Smokey and the Bandit to the Planet of the 
Apes franchise, but he was also the songwriter behind such monu- 
mental soft rock classics as “We’ve Only Just Begun” (the Carpenters) 
and “Evergreen” (Barbra Streisand). He wrote the lyrics to the Love 
Boat theme and appeared in multiple episodes as a passenger on 
the Pacific Princess. He has a star on Hollywood Boulevard and 
an Oscar nomination for penning The Muppet Movie anthem “The 
Rainbow Connection.” He also loved drugs and alcohol. 

“In the Seventies, I was doing 
work I was really proud of, but 
somewhere I crossed the line 
from use to abuse to addiction,” 
says Williams. “Twin addictions 
were running on parallel tracks 
with me: One was drugs and alco- 
hol and the other was addiction 
to celebrity. I became better at 
showing off than showing up. The 
next thing you know, you’ve gone 
from being the center of attention to peeking out the Venetian blinds 
at 3am looking for the tree police because you know they’re out there 
and you haven’t slept for two days and nights.” 

Williams, sober for 22 years this March, is now the subject of the 
documentary Paul Williams: Still Alive. And while not the chart fixture 
of the past, the songwriter was paid an enormous compliment by his 
peers in 2009 when they elected him president of the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers. Despite the potential political 
aspects of that position, Williams is and always will be a songwriter first. 
He’s got the scars to prove it. 

“The reason you respond to something is because of what we have 
in common - our fears, our triumphs, and this full range of human 
emotion,” he opines. “All this shit we write about, we all go through. If 
you’re spectacularly brilliant and different from the rest of the world it 
makes it a tougher communication than if you’re Paulie and you go, 
‘Ouch, mommy. I need to be held today.’ Someone else out there is 
going, ‘I need to be held today, too.’” - Michael Bertin

When Whitney Houston died, social net- 
working and info-sharing sites exploded 
with the news. So, were you refreshing 
CNN.com that very moment or instead 
receiving a Twitter alert accompanied by a 
link and an obligatory sad-faced emoticon 
from the Houston superfan in your online 
social circle? What happened to the pre- 
social Web days when we hunted down the 
news instead of the other way around? 
When did we stop searching the Internet 
and the Internet start searching us? 

Maybe the more important issue is how 
the Internet is searching us. One way is 
through good old-fashioned math. But this 
brand of math is more than just that Intro to 
Calculus class we took in high school. This is 
the good shit that NetfLix will (and did) pay a 
million dollars for - the kind of calculating 
that makes us log off Pandora because it’s 
getting a little too good at guessing what else 
would make our ears happy. 

Prognosticating programs aside, by mak- 
ing ourselves easily predictable, we are in 
fact our own worst enemies. We put our 
likes and dislikes on display for everyone 
to see, and where advertisers and compa- 
nies can hunt that info down to make sure 
we are getting what they think we want. 
More often than not, they’re right, but it 
can be unnerving. 

But algorithms and simple user specs 
can’t compete with the social network that 
consists of your best friends, relatives, and 
co-workers who know you in ways comput- 
ers can’t compute. They’re going to know 
that in grade school you had a black-and- 
white cat that aggressively intimidated dogs 
and send you a video link of a like-minded 
feline. They’ll know that even though you’d 
never admit to it, you love Justin Bieber 
and want every bit of gossip on that swoop- 
headed heartthrob. So between mathemati- 
cal magic and the copious connections that 
make the Web even more weblike, you’re 
easily getting a full serving of ... stuff. So 
much so that you might not even click 
through to that next sneezing animal. 

Bill Wasik, editor at Wired, agrees. “The 
system has become a lot better at showing 
you things you are going to be engaged with 
and want to click on and want to fill your 
brain with.” At first glance, these programs 
merely facilitate the delivery of what we’ve 
always wanted from the Web. Obviously, we 
can’t wade through the mind-boggling 
amount of data at our fingertips without 
help. Hence the need for the filters that we 
either choose for ourselves or that compa- 
nies choose for us. The former are as simple 
as an RSS feed or Twitter alert. The latter 
can be as simple as well, like the news bites 


that appear at the top of Gmail accounts. 
However, companies also filter on the sly. 
For example, Google tailors its search 
results depending on what computer is 
being used and where it’s located, and we 
might not even notice the subtle differences 
in what ultimately shows up on the screen. 
But let’s assume that’s harmless for now 
(it’s not, though). 

Sites that filter our lives also continue to 
perfect the user interface to such a degree 
that it’s opening up the social web to whole 
new demographics. “Eacebook managed to 
bring people into the sharing economy that 
I would say even techno futurists in 2002 or 
even 2003 imagined would never get 
there,” says Wasik of the 
increasingly ubiquitous 
social site. Facebook not 
only has brought Web 2.0 
and its telltale sharing to 
the masses, but also 
made the overwhelming 
social opportunities seem 
downright manageable. It and scads 
of other social sites, such as Pinterest, cre- 
ate healthy localized online communities in 
an otherwise anonymous worldwide medi- 
um. This increasingly democratizes the 
Web and empowers users, at least in theory. 
As good Americans, we have to salute that. 

But are we being unshackled from the 
oppressive media powers that once decided 
what stories should be on the nightly news 
or what videos should play on MTV, or are 
we gilding our own informational cages? 
It’s apparent that the Internet can bring to 
us things that we want to see without break- 
ing a sweat. But what about the things we 
need to see? 

Could the lack of bipartisanship in 
American politics have something to do 


with the stories recommended to those on 
the left and right via their like-minded 
news feeds and social circles? Today’s 
streams of information increasingly cater to 
preconceived notions. Liberals are more 
likely to get stories about Obama’s success- 
es with the economy while conservatives 
are pinged with notifications that gas prices 
continue to rise. “There’s clearly a value to 
being forced to see stories or opinions that 
don’t jibe with your own point of view,” 
Wasik says. 

On the entertainment front, algorithms 
clearly have their limitations. I think we are 
all egotistical enough to believe our moth- 
ers when they say that we are 
unique freakin’ snow- 
flakes. I don’t care if 
other people who like 
Smashing Pumpkins 
also like Arcade Fire - I 
don’t, and I’ll be damned 
if I’m going to let a 
chunk of code tell me oth- 
erwise. Anil Dewan, director of new 
media at KCRW-FM, elucidates another 
chink in the algorithmic armor. “We might 
have a really exciting and dramatic rainy 
day in LA that’s creating a certain mood for 
the whole town . . . and we have a D J in the 
studio who can get in there and be tuned 
into the vibe of the city. They create a show 
that really reflects that, and you’ll never get 
that from Pandora.” 

And just as we’ve started to trust the sites 
that deliver our regular dose of entertain- 
ment and news goodies like Facebook with 
our personal information, a site like Path 
comes along, sends your contacts to third 
parties, and brings issues of security and 
transparency to the fore. Are apps and other 
sharing-based sites selling your informa-

tion to the highest bidder? The legalese of 
most privacy policies can make even the 
savviest techies throw carpal-tunneled 
hands up in frustration. Deborah Schultz, 
host of Tummelvision, which struggles to 
humanize tech, puts some of the privacy 
onus on the user. “If you left your car run- 
ning with the keys in it on the street and it 
was stolen, I would say to you, ‘You’re an 
idiot,”’ she admits. “We need to get to a 
place where people view their personal data 
as much of a valuable commodity as their 
physical belongings.” 

Reconciling our desire for viral videos 
with hard news - or our desire for freedom 
with privacy, our desire for entertainment 
suggestions with a human touch - sounds 
like a nigh impossible task. But perhaps all 
that’s needed are a few happy mediums. 
KCRW, for example, has an iPad app that 
uses DJ-curated content as a starting point 
and gives users the choice of passively let- 
ting it play or opting to tap and explore 
certain artists along the way. It’s a man/ 
machine DJ’ing collaboration - and possi- 
bly the best of both worlds. 

For her part, Schultz predicts a time 
when personal info will be stored in data 
wallets that you can then share with sites 
and businesses that you deem worthy and 
that hopefully have transparent policies 
about what they do with your increasingly 
precious online identity. But, she says, “that 
shift is years away, and it might not look or 
feel anything like that. It might just be a 
recognition that data is money.” 

It would be easy to say that the responsi- 
bility for getting hard, impartial news 
instead of strictly self-affirming content 
rests entirely on the individual, but at some 
point, search engines and news aggregates 
need to step up and realize that there are 
some stories that are not tailored for the 
good of individuals but for the good of soci- 
ety as a whole. (We’re not going to hold our 
breath for that one.) 

Until the Internet of our dreams becomes 
a reality, we watch our phones for the next 
news blast or our Twitter feeds for the latest 
meme and thank heaven we reconnected 
electronically with that paste-eating kid 
from kindergarten. Just don’t let the habit 
of letting the Internet come to you take too 
strong of a hold. There’s a whole crazy 
world out there beyond your filters waiting 
to surprise you. 
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Black Like Who? 

Baratunde Thurston lightens up the conversation on 
race, technology, and social change

The hardest thing about interviewing 
Baratunde Thurston is trying not to drown 
him out with constant laughter, lest you end 
up with a recording of nothing but yourself 
cracking up for 40 minutes or so. 

It can’t be helped, really In addition to 
being digital director of The Onion, a co- 
founder of the Jack & Jill Politics blog, a 
possible Twitter addict, and an in-demand 
public speaker, Thurston regularly does 
stand-up. The man is funny. 

Asked, for example, how his publicists 
knew to send the rather Caucasian 
Chronicle, sight unseen, the white-cover 
version his new book, How To Be Black 
(which also comes with a black cover), 
Thurston responded with a fusillade of 
jargony, spin-doctoring gobbledygook 
about “years of technology and research 
and scientific development of what I call 
‘race-appropriate algorithmic media dis- 
tribution programming’” designed to 
determine who gets which version of the 
book. “There are some people who insist, 
‘I have the white version of the book; I 
really want the black version,’ and they 
order another one. Keep ordering. Keep 
ordering the book until you get the ver- 
sion you think you want, but understand 
our system does know best. You’re just 
trying to cheat the algorithm. We’ll take 
your money, reluctantly.” 

It can’t be denied: How To Be Black, 
with its black panel of experts (including 
Christian Lander, creator of Stuff White 
People Like, as a control member) and 
funny-cuz-it’s-true chapter titles based 
partly on stereotypes and partly on experi- 
ence (“How To Be the Black Employee,”

“Can You Swim?”) is first-rate, wildly 
readable parody. 

It’s also a radical examination of notions 
of blackness shot through with the bitter- 
sweet story of Thurston’s coming of age in 
ways that both typify and defy stereotypes 
of how African-American identities are con- 
structed. He was raised by a single, COBOL- 
programming, black-activist mother who 
shaped him into a “tofu-eating, weekend- 
camping, karate-chopping, apartheid-hat- 
ing, top-grade-getting, generally trouble- 
avoiding agent of blackness.” He grew up 
in a dicey Washington, D.C 
neighborhood during 
the Eighties crack epi- 
demic; he went to the 
elite Sidwell Friends 
School and to Harvard; 
his father was killed in 
a drug deal; he can 
swim; he’s an “amazing’ 
dancer (he says); and he’s been a 
full-on, paid tech geek for years. 

Apropos of a South by Southwest 
Interactive keynote speaker, Thurston has 
been promoting How To Be Black with what 
sounds like an exhaustively interactive 
media blitz, including but not limited to 
webcasts; Twitter interviews; an interactive 
Tumblr (www.howtobeblack.me); a website and a 
blog, of course (www.baratunde.com); shameless 
hashtaggery; and nonstop readings and 
interviews with conventional media outlets, 
a la ourselves. On the day we spoke with 
him, Thurston was in the middle of said 
blitz and dealing with his book’s sold-out 
first run. He seemed like he was having the 
time of his life. 


The Austin Chronicle: I had a hard time 
getting at exactly what you’re doing in the 
hook. It seems like it’s as much as about 
educating white people as it is about speak- 
ing to black people. Parts of it are sincere 
and touching, especially parts of your per- 
sonal story. At other points, it seems like a 
lot of it is stuff that black people are going 
to think is funny but is not especially news 
to them. 

Baratunde Thurston: This isn’t a book for 
white people. It is a book available to white 
people, and all people with money. What 
people get out of it is going to be up to who 
they are, what they’re open to, and what 
their own experience is. As a white person, 
they may think, “Oh, this is good insight for 
me to try to understand someone who I’m 
not.” For a black person, this might be a way 
to understand someone they’re not or to 
identify with an experience they’ve had 
that they don’t see represented very often. 
AC: In the chapter How To Be the Black 
Friend ,” you write that one of your roles is to 
curb your white friends when they’re drop- 
ping too much hip-hop slang. How much is 
too much? 

BT: [laughs] Everybody’s allotted three 
ounces of hip-hop slang a day, and if you 
exceed that, you’re kind of going over the 
FDA-recommended dosage; you could over- 
dose, and it could cause severe bodily harm, 
you could have consequences later in life, 
possible carcinogens you’re playing with 
here, so it’s a health concern, a public 
health concern and a personal health con- 
cern that people should keep in mind as 
they try to urban up. 

AC: Obama’s presidency and BET seem to be 
two things that really get your goat [laughs]. 
BT: It’s got that label - Black Entertainment 
Television - and it has had a history of only 
serving narrow, narrow, narrow interests of 
what that could mean. It has helped histori- 
cally reinforce a lot of the limited stereo- 
types available to the wider world to under- 
stand just who black people are. It’s been 
heavy on certain types of hip-hop music 
videos, heavy on just raw buffoonery. 
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It seems like they’re trying 
to move in a better direction, so I don’t 
want to say BET is dead to me forever, but 
it’s pretty acknowledged, not just by me. 
I’m not standing on a mountaintop alone 
shouting against the ills of BET. The pro- 
gramming has had an opportunity to be a 
lot better. 

AC: The chapter “How To Be the (Next) 
Black President,” to me, anyway, seems to 
be the most searing satire in the book. 

BT: It’s interesting that you think that’s the 
most searing. I think it’s the “How To Be 
the Black Employee” chapter personally, 
but I’m not gonna argue with you. 

I think both of them, though, are deeply 
personal. In the case of the presidential one, 
it comes from the hours upon hours upon 


hours of my life that I personally put into 
the 2008 campaign, or 2007 to 2009. It’s been 
a very high-contrast situation: The whole 
country got swept up in this notion, this 
movement, this hope, this possibility, this 
seemingly historically redemptive moment 
that we had just done something amazingl 
And then, “Ah, we’re not gonna stick with 
that.” 

AC: Did the “How To Be the Black 
Employee” chapter come from similar per- 
sonal experience? 

BT: The “Black Employee” one is purely 
first-person. I wrote it differently. I wrote it 
in a way that was a little bit more consis- 
tently role-playing for the reader. I was like, 
this is you: You got this job, this is your role, 
and I really wanted people to kind of 
embody that in a way that the other chap- 
ters don’t always do. For me, it was one of 
the more surprisingly easy chapters to 
write, something that I didn’t know I was 
going to write until very late in the process, 
and it flowed out of me faster than any 
other part of the book. There’s just some 
moments where it’s like, I got this one. This 
is true. This is gonna work. That chapter, 
more than any of the others, felt like that, 
and I didn’t really realize I had all those 
experiences until I started writing them out 
through that lens, and it was just the most 
fun personally. I laughed the most at myself, 
at that whole diversity committee - “Bob 
likes Indian food and they think that quali- 
fies him” - I had never really talked about 
all this stuff on stage, in my stand-up. 

AC: Do you struggle with the idea that 
you’re choosing to be this ambassador for 
understanding blackness? 

BT: There is a little tension there. Obviously, 
in the chapter “How To Speak for All Black 
People,” I’m mocking this burden that we 
wear and that women wear and that gay 
people wear, like you know, to represent 
your whole people. To exist as a political act, 
to have every statement be sort of implicitly 
written on a protest sign, is not something 
that every single person goes through, 

So there is an opportunity there to have 
some fun with it. The 
two other points in the 
book that connect to 
this, one is this idea 
that “Hey, white people, 
getting rid of racism is 
your duty now.” Like, 
go for it. We put in a couple of hundred 
years on this, you got a good blueprint, 
kinda know what to do, and you can take it 
from here. 

What I really loved the most that was 
kind of on this topic in the book was what 
[W. Kamau Bell] said when he talked about 
this idea that everybody should work for 
the group one over from them, that we can 
build empathy that way. And that’s true 
within our little lefty progressive activist 
movement and well beyond. So there is - 
not just because of the fatigue of having to 
kind of be the ambassador of my group X, 
but an opportunity to kind of share that 
burden and that learning - it’s not just a 
struggle.

Digital pioneer Amber Case on cyborg anthropology

Amber Case is very much the 21st centu- 
ry digital native, living a life fully integrat- 
ed with technology and looking way beyond 
common thinking about the Internet and 
social media. She’s a guide to the new world 
of the digitally transformed human. Fast 
Company included her in a 2010 list of the 
most influential women in technology, and 
her TED Talk, “We Are All Cyborgs Now,” 
has been viewed almost 400,000 times. She’s 
creating a new discipline, “cyborg anthro- 
pology,” defined at www.cyborganthropology.com 
as “a framework for understanding the 
effects of objects and technology on humans 
and culture.” Case points out that, just as in 
the past, tools have extended our physical 
selves, and we’re building a set of digital 
tools that extend and inform our mental 
selves. It’s crucial to understand how tech- 
nology extends our capabilities and shapes 
our realities as we cultivate and evolve a 
new world of digital extensions. 

Case has been studying how becoming 
more digital changes the way we think and 
act. The cyborg was envisioned as a human 
with implants or, as in Blade Runner, a 
manufactured human, part biological and 
part technological. But as the future 
becomes the present, human extension 
tends to be more external in the devices we 
carry and our interactions with them. As we 
become more digital, says Case, “we tend 
not to notice our devices as much anymore. 
Our devices, phones, and computers become 
a complete part of our lives. It’s hard to 
step back and objectively look 
at them as tools. They’re 
an extension of our men- 
tal selves, and because 
of that, they’re getting 
smaller and more invisi- 
ble over time while 
increasing in power.” 

Case spends a lot of time study- 
ing and thinking about how digital exten- 
sion affects our brains and behaviors. “The 
brain doesn’t really need that much stimu- 
lus in order to create a virtual reality,” she 
says. In early computing, “we thought it 
would take much more to incite people into 
these realities,” but text and good two- 
dimensional interfaces are enough to absorb 
us totally in virtual worlds. “It’s mixed real- 
ity, where you can be anywhere and you 
have different virtual realities going on 
around you - the different tabs in a browser 
window, text messages you get, Facebook 
messages, Twitter messages. All of those 
are different realities in simultaneous time 
zones that people are living in all the time, 
and we switch rapidly between these con- 


texts all the time. People are living multiple 
virtual realities while existing in one reality 
at a time.” 

I asked about the overhead for all the 
virtual switching we do as we bounce from 
one to another reality, referring to it as “vir- 
tual jet lag.” “To be fully aware of an envi- 
ronment and take something in that is not 
fragmented is important for learning and 
embodying knowledge,” she says. “But the 
problem on the Internet is, say you learn 
something on Wikipedia; you’re not embod- 
ied in that knowledge. Rather than learning 
in a lab, you’re reading something about 
biochemistry on Wikipedia, learning it 
there. And halfway through the article, you 
may be checking your email or looking at 
Facebook; it disrupts the writing of that 
memory to your brain.” This leads to great- 
er fragmentation of memory than we might 
otherwise experience. “By the time you’ve 
finished loading that memory, you’ve only 
loaded part of it,” she notes. “And if you stay 
up late, don’t get enough REM sleep, your 
brain can’t get through the natural defrag- 
mentation process. And you wake up with a 
sloppy hard drive of a brain.” 

The way we gather as tribes is changing. 
Increasingly we rely on robots to manage 
our attention to each other. “I want to know 
what’s going on in my community, but my 
community doesn’t happen to be next to me 
like it would have been in an old village or 
tribe,” says Case. “My community turns out 
to be on Facebook, maybe 1,000 people 


distributed across the entire 
world in different time zones. Facebook 
helps by telling me what’s going on in that 
network all the time; I can go in and get a 
dose of it. It’s a global village model, where 
the time and space that it takes to contact 
somebody and to interact is reduced.” 

This new form of tribalism is compelling 
- some might say addictive. “People begin 
this low-resolution micronarrative data, as 
if everyone around them is in a virtual soap 
opera, and as they get daily doses it 
becomes addictive because it’s like watch- 
ing a show of your friends. And you don’t 
know when important information will 
come in or when you’ll get a good mes- 
sage.” She compares this to B.F. Skinner’s 
experiments with mice. Some mice were 



fed predictably when they pressed a but- 
ton, but others were sometimes fed and 
sometimes not - reinforcement was inter- 
mittent. The latter mice would press the 
button all day. “There are many intermit- 
tent reinforcement loops online, where you 
don’t know when an important email or 
Facebook message is going to come in. You 
see people in loops on mobile devices or on 
computers, where they go from site to site 
and click and check, click and check. 
That’s very damaging and repetitive. Many 
are increasingly stuck in a loop, needing 
this input but not knowing when it’s com- 
ing, so they keep checking.” 

Though technology continues to change 
rapidly, “people aren’t really any different 
from how they used to be, they still need 
attention,” she says. In fact they’re con- 
sumers of attention, and “there are more 
ways to consume, and 
more times to consume” 
than in the prior era of 
mass media. Television 
always has limited con- 
tent, but, Case says, “I 
think of the Internet as 15 
inches wide and 500 miles 
deep,” she says, “with thousands and mil- 
lions of channels, versus a television set 
that has 20 channels.” 

Increasingly, people produce as well as 
consume content, but Case sees another 
behavior: hoarding information. The com- 
puter can be a black hole where once you 
put information in, it’s hard to get it out 
again or have it go away. “It becomes very 
easy to hoard, but no one is considered a 
hoarder, because you can’t see the giant 
stockpiles of data, photos, safe Web pages, 
tabs, and images that people store on their 
machines. It’s invisible. Someone’s com- 
puter weighs the same no matter how much 
data you put into it; you would never see 
how much they’ve hoarded unless they 
printed it out.” We accumulate data and

information that stacks up in computer 
storage whether it’s useful or not. Compare 
this to the brain, which is “good at figuring 
what to bring to the top and what to leave 
behind.” Our brains have evolved a natural 
algorithm for storing memories that will 
archive and compress them, and unlike 
data stored on computers, those memories 
change. Human memory is unreliable - 
each time we remember something, we 
rebuild the memory a little differently. Also, 
as we grow older, our efficient brains will 
tend to compress memories by ignoring the 
familiar. However, to the child’s “beginner’s 
mind,” everything is new, every experience 
is intense, and the perception of time is dif- 
ferent. Hours and days seem longer. Case 
wants her brain to be always “computing 
new experiences and thinking of new things 
so my time stays at the same rate as when I 
was a kid.” 

A recent Case project was a real-life game 
of Pac-Man, “where there were virtual GPS 
points all over a real map, and everyone 
went around and pretended that they were 
Pac-Man eating the dots and competing for 
them.” The idea was to be like children, 
running and playing. “That sort of thing is 
important,” she says, “because a lot of peo- 
ple are sitting in front of a computer get- 
ting unhealthy.” She wants to be creative 
about the physical game space. “Going to a 
gym is just a mechanical, robotic, industri- 
al-revolution solution to exercise. You need 
to run around and have fun and play, 
because your mind and your body need a 
break.” She relates this to her work at the 
company she cofounded, Geoloqi. “My goal 
in running a company is to have recess and 
playground equipment, so that people take 
breaks and have fun. They become healthi- 
er over time at the job, and they’re more 
creative because they’re exercising their 
whole minds and bodies. I think it’s impor- 
tant to have a good time and not notice, and 
to learn and grow together.”

Looking back, the Apple support techni- 
cian deserves credit for keeping his cool 
with me. “I realize this is frustrating,” he 
told me. “This app was just released, you 
know, so I’m not very familiar with it.” No 
kidding. He wasn’t the first Apple rep I’d 
talked to who knew less about the program 
than I did. 

The app in question, iBooks Author, 
enables the user to create e-pubs for the 
Apple iPad, which can be enhanced with 
audio, video, and 3-D graphics. It can be 
downloaded free from the App Store on 
iTunes and - in theory, at least - allows an 
author to painlessly self-publish a multisen- 
sory product for a mass audience. 

When I first became a published author 
back in the late Eighties, the time lapse 
between the publisher accepting my fin- 
ished manuscript and the book-launching 
party was about two years. Here’s one 
measure of how much things have changed 
since then: I was impatient with that 
Apple tech because I’d been trying to pub- 
lish my book for two days. It took another 
two days before all the problems were 
solved and it appeared on the iTunes store 
for sale. Not bad. 

And I wasn’t just publishing a book for 
an average e-reader, but a book 
with music, video, and 
tons of photos and art. 

Traditionally, if you told 
a publisher you wanted 
your book to be accom- 
panied with some kind 
of music delivery device, 
like a CD or something, 
it was like asking for a 
book tour on the moon. 

As recently as three 
years ago, I watched a 
panel of publishers at 
South by Southwest 
Interactive subjected to the righteous 
wrath of a room full of bloggers on this 
very same subject. Their response was just 
as befuddled as when I asked Viking for 
the same thing in 1987. 

You could say it’s been a long, strange 
trip for an ex-punk rocker and DIY writer/ 
musician/artist. 

My first knowledge of the upcoming 
release of iBooks Author 2 came just after 
New Year’s Day. I killed time between then 
and the Jan. 19 release date proofing the 
text of my first novel, Rock Critic Murders. 
I also uploaded a digital version to Amazon 
for delivery to Kindle and various other 
e-readers, including the iPhone and iPad, 
pricing it at $2.99 - about the cost of an 
order of breakfast tacos. The delivery pro- 


cess with Amazon was clunky, too. The 
interface is nonintuitive and support is less 
than satisfactory. Ideally, you can get your 
digital book up on the Amazon site in a 
couple of days, although my first one took 
over a week, and I’d give its support a 
C-minus. In the end, you get a digital book: 
text and graphics. Compared to the soaring 
experience of an enhanced iBook, Apple’s 
rivals give you a flightless, songless bird. 

The story behind the print version of 
Rock Critic Murders also entails a trip 
through evolving technology. Originally 
published by Viking Penguin in 1989, it’s a 
hardboiled detective novel set in Austin of 
the mid-1980s. Protagonist Martin Fender is 
a blues bass player who moonlights as a 
skip tracer and detective. Martin lives in 
South Austin with his cats, sleeps late, lives 
on Tex-Mex, and when not on the road, can 
usually be found at the Continental Club - 
in many respects, an archetypical Austin 
musician/modern bohemian. He’s also kind 
of my alter ego. 

I wrote Rock Critic Murders and its two 
sequels, Tough Baby and Boiled in Concrete, 
using Macintosh computers, beginning with 
a first-generation Mac 512K. Prior to that, I 
labored on borrowed typewriters, using the 
backs of leftover gig flyers for 
paper. Switching to the 
Mac, I used an early 
alternative to Microsoft 
Word called Write Now. 
Within a few years, Write 
Now was not only out of 
production, but docu- 
ments created with it 
could not be converted 
to any other word pro- 
cessor I could find. To 
republish those books, 
they have to be scanned 
with an OCR program 
and meticulously proofed, which is an old- 
fashioned pain in the ass. 

Backing up just a little further, it was in 
the pages of this very publication that 
Martin Fender first sprang to life. In early 
1983, Chronicle editor (and SXSW co- 
founder) Louis Black asked me to write a 
few stories from the working musician’s 
perspective. I wrote several of them before 
I decided to test Louis’ patience by turn- 
ing in, instead of straight journalism, a 
Martin Fender crime story wrapped 
around a half dozen or so strange vignettes 
from a recent band tour through the 
South and Midwest. 

Louis was a little put off at first, but he 
ran the story. Louis and another Austin 
music critic, Ed Ward, told me they thought 


I had something and encouraged me to 
write more in that vein, maybe even a 
novel. I enjoyed the irony, because these 
same rock critics had inspired the novel. 
They hated my band, or at least they used 
to, so I had them killed in my first novel. 

After helping me get through several 
drafts, Ward accompanied me and my wife, 
Lois (then and now an advertising rep at the 
Chronicle ), to New York to meet some pub- 
lishers. The editors we met ended up turn- 
ing the book down, but I 
persevered, using the same 
do-it-yourself approaches 
and attitudes we all learned 
in the indie scene of the 
Seventies and early 
Eighties. You know, send- 
ing out a blizzard of demo 
tapes, pressing our own records, putting up 
gig flyers in a blizzard in NYC, doing inter- 
views at every college radio station in the 
country, handing out swag, etc. 

I no longer cared so much about becom- 
ing a rock star; I wanted to be the next 
Raymond Chandler. I sent out dozens of 
copies of manuscripts to agents and 


editors, called them on the phone, and 
asked dumb questions like “How do I get 
my books published?” and hit up pub- 
lished writers I knew for introductions to 
their agents and editors. 

Finally, I ended up talking to an editor at 
Viking Penguin in New York named Lisa 
Kaufman. She’d heard of my bands but had 
not seen me play, and over the course of a 
rambling conversation, I managed to pique 
her interest and she asked to read my 
manuscripts. Two weeks 
later, Kaufman, now at 
PublicAffairs, offered me 
my first publishing deal. 

Three of those novels 
were published, but none hit 
the bestseller list. I still write 
and still play music. Maybe 
if I had been more successful, I wouldn’t 
have remained such a DIY guy. But for bet- 
ter or worse, that’s what I remain. 

Which brings us back to the iBooks 
Author app and why I love it so. It’s empow- 
ering, for one thing. For the first time, I’m 
able to present Martin Fender with a sound- 
track. When I was writing these stories, I

always heard the music in my head. 
Sometimes I’d make up a title of a song for 
a particular scene. I’d write the scene and 
later on, pick up an instrument and write 
the song. A half dozen of those songs are 
included in the iBook reissue, with the full 
title of Rock Critic Murders: 2 5 th Anniversary 
Edition for the iPad. 

Before, the novels always seemed incom- 
plete. Besides the music, I really wanted 
the reader to feel, smell, and taste my 
vision of Austin. In the new iBook, they 
also get video postcards (recorded on my 
iPhone and iPad) from a dozen or more of 
my favorite places in Austin, from the 
Continental Club to Mount Bonnell to Texas 
Coffee Traders. Plus, they get songs by the 
Skunks and a live video of us playing 
“Earthquake Shake” last August at 
Threadgill’s World Headquarters, another 
of my favorite places. There’s a lot of extra 
media in the book about the Skunks, 
because, after all, that’s where the bulk of 
the musical background informing the nov- 
els originated. The book wouldn’t have 
been complete without a couple of inter- 
view clips with my longtime pal and guitar 
hero from the Skunks, Jon Dee Graham, 
who is probably a better storyteller than I 
am, or Billy Blackmon, our drummer, who 
has few equals in the irony department. 

Best and most appropriate of all, I sup- 
pose, are the video commentaries from 
contemporary or former rock critics, includ- 
ing Louis Black, Ed Ward, Margaret Moser, 
Robert Draper, and Joe Nick Patoski. They 
all answered my request for contributions 
in different ways. Some of them talked 
about the music scene depicted in my 
books; others talked about Martin Fender as 
if they knew him personally. 

Louis Black wanted an interview, so I 
began with a question that countless other 
musicians have always wanted to ask: 
“Louis, why did you hate my band 
so much?” 

“Because you were popular,” he said. “I 
think most critics liked to support bands 
that nobody liked.” 

Then I asked how he felt about the way 
that music critics in general were so crudely 
caricaturized in Rock Critic Murders. 

“Actually,” he said, “I think the only crit- 
ics who were mad about the book were the 
ones who didn’t get murdered in it.” 

What a great time for a DIY guy to live in. 
If not for the technology revolution, I prob- 
ably would have never known the answer to 
that question. Now I’ve got it on video, 
along with statements from some individu- 
als who, a lifetime ago, were among my 
harshest critics. Who knows? I might make 
stars out of them yet.

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The (Re-)Rise of 
Start-Up Culture 

Are we closing in on a sustainable model?

Remember the Nineties? That was when all you needed 
for a start-up was one smart innovator with one smart idea, 
and the money would come rolling in, right? Ask Eric Ries, 
author of The Lean Startup, and he’ll tell you straight: It 
never happened. In his words: “There’s no documentary 
evidence that I’m aware of for the heroic ‘great man’ theory 
of entrepreneurship.” 

That’s the message he’ll try to get out to every bright-eyed 
innovator at the Startup Village, South by Southwest’s new 
hub for wannabe entrepreneurs at the Hilton Austin 
Downtown (www.sxsw.com/interactive/startupvillage). According to 
SXSW Interactive director Hugh Forrest, the village has 
attracted more attention than any other component of the 
convention, and the reason is simple: “The general econ- 
omy is fairly stagnant, but the start-up market is 
very robust, very vibrant, very sexy.” 

But sexy can be dangerous. 

TechCrunch Editor-in-Chief Erick 
Schonfeld has warned that while there 
may not be a new dot-com bubble, 
there’s definitely some worry frothing in 
the start-up market, and someday soon, 
the froth is going to pop. Ries says, “I 
always tell entrepreneurs to be ready, 
that winter is coming. Because the sea- 
sons will change at least once more 
before we get to a sustainable way of 
working.” That’s why he’s organizing 
the official SXSW Lean Startup track. 

Last year, he and his fellow innovation 
experts led a one-day event out at the 
AT&T Conference Center designed to 
help change how people think about 
new businesses. This year, they relocate 
to the Hilton, right at the heart of the 
conference. That’s where Ries wants to 
be, and it’s not because he’ll be closer to 
the parties. “We’re in a battle for the soul 
of the industry right now,” he says. 

His concern is with the number of 
smart, creative, hard-working people 
laboring on projects that are “funda- 
mentally doomed ... I’m not talking 
about the people who are trying to invent 
teleportation and the science is too hard. 

Those people get a special exception 
because that’s a noble fight. It’s every- 
one else that’s working on a consumer 
product and customers just don’t want 
the thing.” 

It’s not that these start-ups are run by idiots but that 
there are still no clear metrics to gauge their success. “In a 
normal product, you make it a bit easier to use, you make it 
a little bit better and customers are happier,” says Ries. “In 
a start-up, you’re making something that nobody wants. So 
making it easier to use just makes it easier for them to not 
want it.” He argues that firms need new ways to research 
what works, dump what doesn’t, and, in his terms, pivot the 
company: staying true to the strategy but changing the 
tactics. By sticking to old business models, he says, “We’re 
in The Twilight Zone, where things that are normally seen 
as virtuous don’t help.” 


The struggle to change the model is not helped by the 
hagiographic coverage of start-up icons like Jobs and Gates 
and Zuckerberg. For Ries, it’s all summed in the montage 
sequence in The Social Network. “They’re writing on the 
windows and they bang on some keyboards. We skip over 
that part because it’s much too boring to fit into the movie, 
but actually the decisions that get made during the mon- 
tage are all the decisions of consequence.” Take the first 
flush of private Internet service providers in the Nineties: 
“Talk about being in the right place at the right time,” Ries 
says. “You have the foresight and the vision to create an ISP 
at the dawn of one of the biggest booms of all time. And yet 
most people that I knew that created an ISP at the right 
time made very little money.” No one writes Oscar- 
winning screenplays about the slow-and-steady 
sloggers or the exciting failures. Instead, 
all the glory goes to the self-promoters 
getting rich off an IPO. Ries says, “For 
those of us who have start-ups that fail, 
it gives us the instant and best excuse 
ever. ‘Oh, I guess I just wasn’t destined 
for success.’” 

That leaves a lot of entrepreneurs 
struggling in the dark, and Kathryn 
Minshew has been through those wars. 
The founder and CEO of The Daily 
Muse grew up around hardware start- 
ups, her father was an electrical engi- 
neer. “He often played a [chief technol- 
ogy officer] role,” she explains, “but as 
a kid, I never really knew much about 
it other than he worked really hard and 
that it was risky.” However, even that 
personal experience did little to pre- 
pare her for the emotional impact of 
her own start-up experience. “So many 
people in start-ups learn the hard way 
how partnerships and relationships can 
go wrong,” she says. In her case, she 
missed obvious warning signs and 
failed to protect herself, “and that lead 
to something that was personally pretty 
devastating.” 

For Minshew, the biggest perils are a 
lack of coherent planning and internal 
structures. “I see so many companies 
that are started as three people who all 
make decisions, or even worse, four 
people or five people,” she says. When it 
all implodes, people internalize the 
blame. “There’s this common sense that they’re alone, that 
what happened to them is particularly embarrassing 
because they’re sure that it couldn’t have happened to any- 
one else.” Some solutions - like keeping accurate accounts 
- are fairly obvious, but Minshew warns that every decision 
needs to be “an active decision, rather than a passive deci- 
sion.” For a start-up, that should even extend to picking 
who attends SXSW. Her first trip took place because she 
was the only one in her office who wanted to go. She says, 
“I’ve known of several situations in which one person 
attends and starts to meet people who can help the busi- 
ness, who might be partners or investors, and if it’s not

really clear who in a team whose role it is to have those con- 
nections and manage them.” 

If partners are bad, customers can be even worse. At 
accounting service FreshBooks, Head of Magic Saul Colt 
deals with entrepreneurs carving their own niches in the 
market. The big plus for start-ups is that there is always an 
eager crowd looking for the next big thing. The downside is 
that these early adopters are also early abandoners. Colt 
says, “We find something really shiny and it captures our 
hearts and minds for 30 days, 60 days, 90 days, and then 
there’s something just a little bit different.” That said, Colt 
believes those fickle adopters give tech companies a real 
advantage over traditional firms. “If I open a chair com- 
pany or a bookstore, I don’t have 10 people who are waiting 
for me to open my door in the morning, but [in the tech 
community] there are probably 10,000 to 20,000 people who 
will try anything.” The key is to not confuse dalliances with 
worthwhile business relations. “You try to get as much 
information out of them as far as how to make this product 
better, and then you go find your real customers.” 

For Colt, the question any start-up needs to answer is 
simple: What do they want? “If your plan is to be successful 
and sell and flip the company, then you’ve got an 18-month 
window,” he says. “Otherwise, you’re deemed not cool or 
shiny or fancy.” The tougher job is making something that 
will really last. Rather than running for media glare, true 
innovators may want to avoid the spotlight. “No product is 
great when it first comes out. It’s a lot of trial and error,” he 
says, “but if you’re looking to build something a little more 
long-term, you invest in your customers way before you 
invest in PR.” 

It’s that kind of hard-fought wisdom that Ries hopes 
SXSW will highlight. That way, firms may be able to make 
better decisions. He says, “I wouldn’t call us good at it by any 
stretch of the imagination. I think we’re at the beginning of 
a transformation, not the end of it, and there will be a lot 
more fraud and nonsense between here and there.”

Austin Chronicle: Jeffrey, you’re the man 
- the man - known for creating and promot- 
ing standards of Weh-hased interactivity. 
What about the standards being set here? 
With all modesty aside, what are the pros 
and cons of Jeffrey Zeldman being SXSW 
Interactive’s inaugural hall offamer? 
Jeffrey Zeldman: I’m not worthy. But I like 
the unexpectedness of the choice. Imagine if 
SXSW had picked Facebook founder Mark 
Zuckerberg. ... No one can dis- 
pute that Mark’s had a huge 
impact on computing, the 
Internet, the Web as it’s used 
on mobile, the people with 
whom we keep in touch, and 
just how we interact with those 
people. . . . There are other peo- 
ple who have also had a huge 
impact - the kind of impact you 
don’t have to be a Web savant to 
understand. There would have 
been nothing wrong with 
SXSW choosing a genuinely 
famous or ridiculously wealthy 
Internet entrepreneur as their 
inaugural inductee. Yet they 
didn’t. And I think that speaks to the quality 
and nature of SXSW - and to the Web culture 
it reflects and has helped to shape. Instead 
of a famous billionaire, SXSW chose a work- 
ing-stiff Web designer - one of the people 
who actually attend the show year after year. 
And on that basis, I’m proud to accept the 
award - not for myself - but as a representa- 
tive of all those hard-working designers, 


developers, and UXers who have made 
SXSW their unofficial home. 

AC: You go to several conferences each year 
and, hell, you are the force behind the 
renowned Web developers’ An Event Apart. 
But even the fiercest of those gatherings 
can’t match the almost 24/7 networking 
party and data-dispersion epicenter that is 
SXSW Interactive. How do you survive such 
a thing with your sanity intact? 

JZ: I don’t try to see everything 
- I pick a few sessions I really 
want to see and have a backup 
plan if the session is too crowd- 
ed for me to get in. The mobile 
Web app Lanyrd [www.lanyrd.com] 
helps a lot! It lets me see who is 
speaking, where their session 
is located, which of my friends 
are attending that session, and 
more. Sched [www.sched.org] is 
another good app that does 
this. ... Some of my favorite 
learning experiences at SXSW 
came when I couldn’t get into a 
crowded session but discov- 
ered something amazing and 
under the radar at a less popular one. 

I also have a permanent backup plan for 
my backup plan: namely, to just take it easy 
and relax. Sometimes the best times at 
SXSW are the unplanned, in-between times. 
. . . Like all the best things in life, SXSW is 
people. The content is great, but don’t let 
any content get in the way of a great, small 
personal interaction.

Does it take a pot of gold now to go viral?

For every Charlie who bites his brother’s 
finger and becomes an international sensa- 
tion (417 million views!), the Internet - and 
specifically YouTube - is littered with the 
barely watched video documentation of 
hundreds of thousands of people whose 
random, goofy moment in the sun went 
unheralded. A statistic from the December 
2011 issue of Wired revealed that 48 hours’ 
worth of video content is uploaded to 
YouTube every single minute, which means 
the noise-to-signal ratio is skewed so heav- 
ily in favor of the former that the odds of 
breaking through and becoming the next 
“Chocolate Rain” guy (76 million views) 
seem as remote as cashing in on Powerball. 

Yet in marketing meetings across 
America, companies still talk about “going 
viral” like it’s the key to success. Aspiring 
comedians hoping to find an audience for a 
fake eHarmony ad about how they want to 
hug every cat (20 million views) feel like 
they have more power than ever, and those 
random, magic moments where your husky 
says “I love you” (67 million views) can 
land an otherwise normal family on the 
Today show. 

At South by Southwest Interactive, all of 
this is a subject of intense fascination. There 
are panels such as Hacking YouTube: 
Science & Secrets of Viral Videos and 
Deconstructing the Myth of Viral Video 
scheduled to explain the “viral characteris- 
tics” that have taken things like Charlie’s 
finger-biting from a living room in England 
to worldwide fame and which posit that 
these days the key to going viral is - disap- 
pointingly - a well-funded media campaign. 

Lindsey Weber is a senior creative editor 
for BuzzFeed, a site that offers “the hottest, 
most social content on the Web” according 
to its tagline - and she says that there’s 
not much difference, from an 
end-user perspective, 
between the branded 
content that everyone 
has come to SXSW 
Interactive to learn more 
about and the “Charlie 
Bit My Finger” s of the 
world. “Funny is funny,” Weber 
says. “Things that aren’t funny won’t be 
viral, and things that are will be.” 

Weber, who’ll be speaking on the panel 
Branded Content: We’re All Publishers Now, 
cautions that it’s too easy to expect that 
money is the key to comedy. Most branded 
campaigns aren’t the Old Spice “The Man 
Your Man Could Smell Like” video (39 mil- 
lion views), and Weber explains that there 
are challenges to being well-funded, too. 
“With more money you can do more, but 
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that isn’t necessarily funnier. 

Low-budget is often funnier,” 
she says. 

The other similarity between 
the people who make the spon- 
taneous homemade videos that 
go viral - such as the one in 
which a little boy gives a moti- 
vational speech to other kids 
learning to ride a bike (4 million 
views) - and those that are con- 
tracted to create content by a 
corporation is that they’re both 
increasingly relevant at a place 
like SXSW Interactive. 

Last year at the conference, 

Jorge Narvaez and his 6-year- 
old daughter Alexa, who had 
blown up YouTube the previous 
January with a video of them 
performing an adorable acous- 
tic cover of the Edward Sharpe 
& the Magnetic Zeros song “Home” with 
Alexa on lead vocals (19 million views), were 
the toast of the Austin Convention Center. 
While big brands - and countless small ones 

- are stalking SXSW for a formula for suc- 
cess, the people who’ve found it by accident 
are luxuriating in their unexpected fame. 

This year, expect to see Amy Heidemann 
and Nick Noonin, whose cover of Chris 
Brown’s “Look at Me Now” featured 
Heidemann - a petite, delicate-featured 
white girl prone to wearing vintage dresses 

- rapping the Busta Rhymes and Lil Wayne 
parts, and subsequently landed them on 
Ellen’s couch and the SNL stage, as well as 
other newly famous stars, some of whom 
may not even be famous yet. 

Mitchell Reichgut, the founder and CEO 
of the Jun Group, will be presenting the 
Deconstructing the Myth of Viral Video 
panel, and he says that the 
people who go viral ran- 
domly probably grate on 
the nerves of the compa- 
nies who spend a for- 
tune trying to replicate 
their success. “A lot of 
brands work very hard,” 
he says. “They see the success 

that [a company] like Old Spice has and 
say ‘I want that, too,’ then they throw a big 
party on YouTube and nobody shows up. 
That happens a lot, and it must be very frus- 
trating for them to see something some kid 
shot in the back of a car on a cell phone that 
gets tens of millions of people watching it.” 

And while there’s still a Wild West feel to 
how all of this works - “One of the wonder- 
ful things about the Internet is that you can 
be a kid in your basement with a guitar, and

if people want to see your video, you can get 
out there,” Reichgut says - ultimately the 
expectations of the people who are working 
viral video as a business have stopped try- 
ing to generate the next “Charlie Bit My 
Finger” or even the next Old Spice cam- 
paign. “Our clients used to come to us two 
or three years ago and say, ‘I want a cultural 
meme. I want this to be passed around and 
change popular culture!”’ Reichgut laughs. 
“Now, it’s much more sober: Brands will 
come to us and say, ‘I want to reach a mil- 
lion people. How much does that cost?’ It’s 
much more of a business now.” 

At SXSW Interactive, those businesses 
- and the spectacle of viral video stars 
whose success they hope to emulate - 
come together. Hopefully nobody’s fingers 
get bitten.

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About Time for a 
New Pair of Genes 

Better SXSW through DNA modification

You think science might eventually help 
your body grow a new liver? Maybe longer 
legs, smoother skin, or violet eyes to die for? 

“Synthetic biology,” goes the description 
of South by Southwest Interactive’s 
Designing Living Things panel, “aims to re- 
engineer living cells to sustainably produce 
fuels, medicines, and mate- 
rials.” The specifics of those 
aims and how to reach them 
will be part of what the panel 
talks about, with input from 
UCLA’s Christina Agapakis, 

Daisy Ginsberg of Synthetic 
Aesthetics, Gingko Bio Works founder Jason 
Kelly, and Patrick Boyle, a synthetic biolo- 
gist with Harvard Medical School. 

This will be some eye-opening palaver, 
and this is why we’ve already got the panel 
scheduled in our digital calendars, some- 
where between meeting a software designer 
for a Shiner at the Jackalope and trying to 
keep our visiting cousin from blatantly 


stalking Radiolab’s Jad Abumrad. 

But we also want to hear about some- 
thing more than just the serious and glob- 
ally important aims of biotech before we go. 
We want to whet our appetite with news of 
genetic manipulations that are more locally 
focused, that would impact the average 
Austinite on a day-to-day 
level - especially on a SXSW 
day-to-day level. And this is 
why we leveraged the imme- 
diate-connection machine of 
Facebook and had a friend 
introduce us to a bona fide 
genetic engineer at the University of Texas’ 
Center for Systems and Synthetic Biology. 

“I’m the Fraser Professor of Biochemistry 
with UT’s Department of Chemistry and 
Biochemistry,” Dr. Andrew Ellington tells us. 
“That just means that I spend an awful lot of 
time thinking about and working on genetic 
engineering and biotechnology. My primary 
focus is on evolutionary engineering.”

Austin Chronicle : And you’ve lived in 
Austin since 1 998, so you pretty much know 
the Austin vibe, right? 

Andrew Ellington: Right. I may not partici- 
pate in it much, but I know it. 

AC: So, using technology currently or soon 
available, take an average human being. 
What portions of them would you engineer to 
survive better in the Austin environment ? 
AE: First and foremost, especially in respect 
to South by Southwest, I think you’re going 
to need some manner of hearing augmenta- 
tion. It’d be great if we weren’t all slowly 
going deaf from either noise pollution or 
attending too many Sixth Street venues, 
and there are ways one can imagine doing 
that. In particular, there’s a sort of revolu- 
tion under way with a type of molecule 
called siRNA. And, like its name implies, 
the RNA is the RNA that lives in us - and 
the “si” is just an engineered variant that 
can help to change the expression of our 


genes, to transform properties - such as the 
ability to hear better or to be better buffered 
against loud noises. So that’s one thing. 
And there’s clearly going to be a market, as 
there was in the Sixties with drugs, for rec- 
reational siRNA. It’s not just that you can 
augment or protect your hearing, you can 
also change your brain chemistry in a huge 
variety of ways. 

AC: Oh, the kids would eat that shit up. 

AE: Well, there’s another thing. Austin 
tends to pride itself on being a young town, 
but in fact it’s gray: There’s a lot of Austin 
that’s been here a while and hopes to be 
here a lot longer. And so life extension 
would be another modification. When I 
think through scenarios of unlicensed uses 
of siRNA - which I have no intention of 
doing - I see a powerful technology that’s 
waiting, that’s bound to happen, and it’ll be 
driven by wealthy nonagenarians who want 
to go the next yard. Already there’ve been 
experiments with worms - and you might 
say, “Well, we’re not worms, who the hell 
cares?” - but, really, we’re not all that dif- 
ferent in many ways. And they’ve had life 
extensions of twenty to fifty percent - by 
siRNA treatment. So I’d see being able to 
enjoy those concerts way into the future as 
another aspect of a genetically engineered 
Austin experience. Those are the three 
things that come immediately to mind: You 
protect your hearing, you have some fun, 
and you have it for a long time.

Does the rise of social media mean 
more art or just more noise?

It took decades, but it happened. The 
perfect depiction of a cherished cultural 
icon, Dave Coulier. Sure, there have been 
pictures before, but a true likeness must 
also capture the timelessness and omni- 
presence of that one-time Full House sup- 
porting player - potentially by stacking a 
single image once a day, every day, forever. 
Yes, The Same Picture of Dave Coulier 
Every Day (www.samepicofdavecoulier.tumblr.com) 
has done it! You can rest now. 

Go on, roll your eyes, but it’s a good joke 
executed in the perfect medium: Tumblr, 
whose structure exaggerates the humorous 
repetition. But would you consider this 
ironic meme art? Jeffrey Schnapp, faculty 
and co-director of the Berkman Center for 
Internet and Society, intends to discuss the 
aesthetics of social media and memes in the 
panel, But Is It Art?. 

“Does social media have a distinctive aes- 
thetics? Or does it live a parasitical relation- 
ship to genuine forms of culture?” said 
Schnapp via email. “Though we are still in 
an early period of [social media] develop- 
ment, I would argue that the answer is yes.” 

Social media plays an increasingly pivotal 
role online, where much of our social dis- 
course occurs. “The Internet is the true pub- 
lic sphere of our era, just like public squares 
were places of posting, exchange, and com- 
munication in the era of popular sovereignty 
(18th century),” remarked Schnapp. “Where 
the Internet is tendentially distinct from 
print culture is in the deskilling of content 


production, which is anoth- 
er way of saying that con- 
tent production has become 
democratized.” 

Carolyn Hassan, 
director of the Knowle 
West Media Centre in 
South Bristol, UK, likely 
agrees. She works on 
digital literacy with the 
Knowle West neighbor- 
hood - a 20,000-person 
community suffering 
from a socioeconomic 
digital divide. In an 
email interview, Hassan wrote, “We 
believe that social inclusion increas- 
ingly also means digital inclusion,” 
which requires both access and the 
ability to create content. To 
this end, the Media Centre 
started the University of 
Local Knowledge project, 
whereby they’ve made 
more than 900 short films 
featuring the communi- 
ty’s skills and experiences 
This is also the topic of her South by 
Southwest discussion, Community 
Regeneration Through Digital Literacy. 
“With ULK, for example, it’s not so much giv- 
ing a voice; people already have a voice. It’s 
about getting heard and finding a context 
where the context (the knowledge economy) 
is the important factor.” 
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Creating and receiving the 
correct information in context 
poses a challenge for both sides of 
the digital divide. While the inhabit- 
ants of South Bristol face limited 
access and expertise, a social 
media overload confronts some 
who already struggle to keep 
phones dark during dinner. 
Caroline Giegerich, founder/edi- 
tor of the Daily Marauder 
and blogger for the 
Huffington Post, takes 
issue with the detrac- 
tive nature of social 
media, which has been 
linked to attention defi- 
cits and online addiction. 

“I hate the ‘always on’ mentality,” 
said Geigerich. “A lot of my friends don’t 
read anymore. No one has any time. I used to 
find that I would get all these Twitter mes- 
sages. So I turned all the notifications off. I 
turned off the Foursquare notifications. I 
turned off the Twitter notifications. And 
then all the sudden, I could read a book.”

During the panel Are We Killing Social 
With Social?, Giegerich will examine the 
idea that more media doesn’t always lead to 
greater understanding. “Social media is 
supposed to empower you to be more social 
among your friends and find access to infor- 
mation,” Giegerich said. “But at some point, 
do you ruin your ability to be social because 
you’re so involved in sharing with people 
you don’t even know?” 

Social media may be novel, but strug- 
gling to understand a new medium’s aes- 
thetic, its importance, and its healthiest 
uses is not. 

“The contemporary panic about informa- 
tion overload is overdone, in my view,” 
Schnapp said. “It is a panic that has been 
played and replayed over the course of tens 
of centuries, particularly during moments 
of socio-cultural transformation. Seneca 
was already lamenting data overload in the 
Roman imperial era. The masters of any 
existing media regime don’t usually like it 
when a new regime with expanded partici- 
pation comes about; so they find reasons to 
reject, critique, poo poo.” 

If past low-brow, pooh-poohed art is any 
indication, then that Dave Coulier Tumblr 
might (and probably should) end up in 
a museum one day. Either way, haters 
gonna hate.

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UNKING PEOPLE TO PEOPLE FOR A SUSTAINABLE FU‘ 
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A Patchwork Planet 

How blogging became the (very lucrative) 21st century quilting bee

Back in 2000, 1 was living in Houston, working for a dot- 
com and missing my family. Because I didn’t have much of 
a social network in the city and was working long hours, I 
started a little GeoCities journal to keep in touch with my 
far-flung friends, trade quips and mild insults with my dad 
and brother, and spew my opinions about the new music 
and movies I reviewed for my job. When I moved to Boulder, 
Colo., the next year, my silly little journal (we weren’t really 
calling them blogs back then) was even more of a lifeline 
for me as I processed my feelings about 9/11 and graduate 
school and wrote really, really bad poetry about my new 
boyfriend. What I didn’t know then was that I was partici- 
pating in a cultural trend with surprising roots. When 
women took to the Web to share their lives with others, they 
inserted themselves into a long history of alternative forms 
of personal and political expression. 

A few years ago, the New England Quilt Museum in 
Lowell, Mass., featured an exhibit called “Women’s Writes: 
Signature Quilts and Their Stories.” The exhibit showcased 
a dozen or more quilts from the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, assembled and signed by women, often in the 
interest of fundraising for social concerns like temperance, 
abolition, and the Red Cross. Quilt historian Ricky Clark, in 
a symposium paper dedicated to 19th century signature 
quilts, argues that “women made friendship or album quilts 
to reify community. By making them, women transformed 
personal relationships into visible, tangible form.” The 
women who made these signature quilts used the tools 
available to them to represent themselves and their con- 
cerns with a material object as the evidence that would 
outlive them. 

Anne L. Bower, in the introduction to Recipes for Reading , 
briefly makes the connection between quilts and cookbooks 
as readable material artifacts of women’s lives. Bower 
argues that it was through the community cookbook that 
women, marginalized within their contemporary cultural 
contexts by the virtue of their gender (and, in the case of 
The Black Family Dinner Quilt Cookbook, their race), found 
a way to build community while also participating in 
American public life. The essays collected in Recipes for 
Reading help to situate women, via these cookbooks, within 
their cultural, political, and moral landscapes, bringing 
their various values - from expressions of local culture to 
philanthropic concerns to civil rights legislation - as com- 
munities and as individuals into relief. 

With this evidence in mind, it is not too hard to 
accept that the distance between a 19th cen- 
tury quilting bee and women’s blogs - 
particularly “mommy blogs” - is not that 
great. Like quilts and cookbooks, blog- 
ging gives women a voice they might not 
otherwise feel like they have. “Mothers 
have traditionally not had the access to or, 
arguably, the cultural permission to access, 
the means of broadcasting and sharing their sto- 
ries publicly on a mass scale,” says Catherine Connors, 
author of Her Bad Mother (www.herbadmother.com) and the 
director of community & social good at Babble.com. “Mom 
blogs and the mom-blogging community is the public space 
in which mothers’ stories are shared, and as long as there is 
a demand for those stories, these will thrive.” 

The stories to be found on women’s blogs are myriad: 
Women blog about quilting, sharing recipes, couponing, 
fashion, design, and tech. But they also blog about mar- 
riage, birth, miscarriages, abortions, divorce, depression, 
and death. Many bloggers are able to harness the power 



and support of their online communities to process their 
experiences and pursue justice. Most notably, Katie 
Granju of www.mamapundit.com blogged about the brutal 
beating and drug overdose that resulted in the slow, 
wrenching death of her teenage son Henry in 2010 and 
used her digital support system to crusade for answers 
for the unanswered questions surrounding his 
death. Regardless of a woman blogger’s 
genre, women are cultivating and doc- 
umenting their communities and 
their passions, an online phenome- 
non that has translated into big bucks 
for marketers looking for creative 
ways to promote their brands. 

And therein lies the rub: What is at 
stake when women monetize their stories? What 
does it mean for the community, not to mention the 
integrity of the stories contained on any given woman’s 
blog, if the blog is tarted up to look like a NASCAR driver’s 
racing uniform? You don’t see many 19th century quilts 
with advertisements for grocers and milliners emblazoned 
on the squares. Similarly, community cookbooks were 
meant to raise money for religious communities or chari- 
table concerns through sales rather than through advertis- 
ing revenue. And, let’s face it: Quilting, cooking, scrap- 
booking, and blogging are all girl stuff. Who cares about 
that shit anyway? 
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Well, for one thing, there is money to be made for both 
the blogger and those who advertise on blogs. Heather 
Armstrong, the blogger behind the humorous memoir site 
Dooce.com, attracts tens of thousands of clicks each day 
and, at the height of her popularity, pulled down a high six- 
figure income, if not more. Ree Drummond of Pioneer 
Woman fame has turned what started out as a personal blog 
into a multimillion-dollar lifestyle portal, as well as two 
cookbooks, a memoir, a children’s book centered on her 
beloved bassett hound, and a cooking show on the Food 
Network. Indeed, opportunities for professionalization 
within the women’s blogosphere abound, suggesting that 
perhaps women have finally found a form of personal 
expression that is not relegated to the margins of culture. 

“Bloggers can make a big impact with a brand even if 
they’re not famous,” says Indiana Adams of the fashion 
blog Adored Austin (www.adoredaustin.com) and founder of the 
Texas Style Council. “[Brands] are not just seeking out the 
Top 10 most famous bloggers. They’re seeking out people 
who are making an impact in their community.” Perhaps a 
woman is blogging about cooking using ingredients exclu- 
sively from her community-supported agriculture box, 
which generates an ongoing conversation within her local 
and digital community about sustainability and the plea- 
sures of eating seasonally. A brand might approach that 
blogger about writing a review of its product, even if it is 
only tangentially related to food. And, because women 
bloggers are very good at talking to each other, they also 
have the power to make or break a brand online. 

“Moms are a very important 
market. Studies show again 
and again that moms make 
most purchasing decisions for 
the household. Moms hold the 
purse strings,” explains 
Connors, whose metier is mom- 
my-blogging. “More important- 
ly, because of the way that the 
mom blog community has 
developed, moms have become 
expert networkers and market- 
ers themselves. They’re the 
marketers and the market, and 
they know how to reach each 
other better than anybody.” 
Take, for example, an incident 
in 2009 when Armstrong used 
her platform as a blogger with more than a million Twitter 
followers to get Maytag to repair a defective washing 
machine; besides having her own needs met, Armstrong 
was also able to get a brand-new washer and dryer donated 
to a local shelter. Now, most bloggers don’t have access to 
that kind of power, but if you’ve got a network, you’ve got 
influence. And if you’ve got influence, you’ve got earning 
potential. You just have to recognize it. 

“A lot of times women undersell themselves in the blog- 
ging world. They think, ‘Oh, I would love to do this review 
for this product in exchange for the product,”’ says Adams. 
“I would hope that we could all raise the bar and say, 
‘Here’s what this kind of material is worth, and here’s what 
magazines charge for it and here’s my traffic and my 
impact and here’s how I deserve to be paid as a profes- 
sional.’ I’d like to see a bigger trend of women taking a 
stand and saying, ‘My services are valuable and I’m worthy 
to be paid for this kind of work,’ instead of saying, ‘I’ll just 
do it for a free sweater!”’ 

In this age of global connectivity, girl stuff has found a 
voice that has been sanctioned by the marketplace, which 
women can leverage to turn a hobby into a career should 
they choose to. What the Internet and blogging have 
wrought is the full realization of the power of women’s 
voices, where they don’t have to camouflage their beliefs 
amidst hundreds of tiny stitches or in the subtext of a 
recipe’s method.

Woody Guthrie at 100

Down in Texas , my gal fainted in the rain./l throwed a bucket o’ 
dirt in her face just to bring her back again. 

- Woody Guthrie, “Dust Pneumonia Blues” 

Woody Guthrie had a sophisticated understanding of America. 

It was an education he earned empirically - through looking 
into a million faces and walking a thousand roads. Anybody with 
a pair of boots and a Bob Dylan CD can tell you that Guthrie 
came from Oklahoma, and much has been made of his time 
in California and New York, but it was his tenure in Texas that 
alchemized him as a songwriter and, in part, inspired the advent 
of modern protest music. 

“I think his Texas history gets short-sh rifted,” says Douglas 
Brinkley, author, historian, and professor at Houston’s prestigious 
Rice University. “Everybody talks about Woody Guthrie in Oklahoma, 
but his career as a troubadour began traveling around Texas.” 

It was in Pampa, an oil town in high plains Texas, where Guthrie 
experienced the Black Sunday dust storm and where he cut his 
teeth in the Corncob Trio and 
the Pampa Junior Chamber 
of Commerce Band. Brinkley 
points to his trips from the 
Permian Basin to the Rio 
Grande Valley and up to East 
Texas as significant. 

“It was his travels all 
around the state that 
inspired him to think about 
how people could be helped 
more and gave him his social 
conscience,” posits Brinkley. 

Guthrie’s daughter and 
guardian of his collections, 

Nora, views her father’s lyrics 
as an account of his ever- 
lasting road trip. 

“Woody was a journey,” she says. “He is Oklahoma. He is 
Texas. He is California and he is New York. All his writing and lyr- 
ics are a journal of those places, but the pivotal point was Texas. 
That’s where Dust Bowl Ballads came from, his first record and 
his first writing.” 

While music fans will always speculate what Lennon or Tupac 
would say about current issues, Guthrie’s prolific songbook of 
more than 3,000 lyrics offers specifics. In them, Brinkley has 
found a unique context for Woody: “He’s the protest poet to Texas 
land abusers.” Guthrie’s lyrics, Brinkley points out, contain warn- 
ings about big agriculture and oil companies torturing the land, 
and common people being exploited by huge corporations. 

“Woody Guthrie is the perfect spokesperson for a lot of worries 
that rural Texans should have about the way things are happening 
right now.” - Kevin Curtin 




How Stella Got Her Masters Back: 
Reversion Rights

Whether you’re going through divorce, disease, or despair, Gloria 
Gaynor’s worldwide disco smash “I Will Survive” is a triumphant 
anthem for all adversities. The song, written by Freddie Perren and 


Dino Fekaris, recently became one of 25 recordings inducted into the 
Grammy Hall of Fame for 2012. 

“It’s still popular, it’s still being played, and the record company is 
still making lots of money on that record, very little of which I am get- 
ting,” says Gaynor. 

That may soon change thanks to a provision in the 1976 
Copyright Act that took effect in 1978, the year “I Will Survive” was 
released. Under the act, artists like Gaynor can reclaim ownership of 
their post-1977 master recordings after 35 years. That makes 2013 
something of a zero hour in the music industry. 

The issue of reversion rights still brings up more questions than 
answers. Congress didn’t specify who constitutes an author of a 
sound recording, and the already reeling major labels aren’t going to 
give up their lucrative back catalogs without a fight. The Recording 
Industry Association of America, which lobbies on behalf of labels, 
has argued that most recordings are works for hire and are therefore 
not subject to reversion. 

Gaynor, who will provide her decidedly different take on the mat- 
ter as a South by Southwest panelist, thinks Congress needs to step 
back in to protect artists’ rights. 

“We need to convince them that a recording is not a work for 
hire,” she asserts. “The artist doesn’t sing a song and then walk away, 
which is what a work for hire is. 

“We’re constantly out there 
promoting. If I hadn’t been there 
singing ‘I Will Survive’ around the 
world and if I hadn’t recorded it 
in the first place, it would not be 
constantly played and it would not 
be making money for the record 
companies. It makes absolutely no 
sense whatsoever that I should be making a pittance from it while 
the record company makes all this money just because they put up 
the initial money.” 

Although Gaynor has not filed to reclaim ownership of her own 
master recordings, calling it “premature,” her animosity toward labels 
isn’t hard to discern. 

“I see it as the record company having had their hands in the 
cookie jar for many, many years and now we’re asking them to take it 
out,” she says. “They see it as a loss. I see it as termination of a theft.”

Mandate My Ass: 

Gil Scott-Heron’s 
Activist Legacy

The late Gil Scott-Heron, who died last 
year at 62 after capping a prolific career with 
one final comeback, was all that and 
then some. 

Meshell Ndegeocello - herself an activist, 
poet, and musician - is among the panelists 
charged with unpacking Scott-Heron’s com- 
plicated legacy. She’s been immersed in his 
catalog of late for a series of performances 
covering her favorite Scott-Heron tunes. 

“There is never going to be another Gil Scott- 
Heron or Bob Dylan,” Ndegeocello predicted 
over the phone. “A musician is a different thing 
now. It’s something used to sell products. The 
musician has been branded.” 

Scott-Heron warned of this, of course. 
That’s what prophets do.

“We live in a world where there’s a lot 
more access to things that are on the outside 
or that are alternative,” she says. “I no longer 
think you can keep certain things down today 
like you could as long as you’re diligent and 
use the tools that you’re given. We’re seeing 
that now with the Arab uprisings.” 

Perhaps no song better captures the rage 
festering from centuries of bondage and 
oppression than “Enough,” a blistering 1970 
indictment of white America. And while the 
revolutionary side of Scott-Heron is well-known, 
the balladeer is often overlooked. The soft 
laments of “We Almost Lost Detroit” and “Home 
Is Where the Hatred Is” reveal a rich, tender 
voice and stand among his strongest work. 

“His voice, there’s just no word for it. It’s 
enticing and strong and made you want 
to listen to every word he was saying,” 
Ndegeocello reflects. “I love the songs where 
he just has this mellow approach and it’s not 
a point of anger but a point of contempla- 
tion. He just has an incredible voice, melody, 
musicianship, and most of all, his message.”

Do Music Moguls Know a 
Secret About K-Pop? 

Friday, March 16, 2pm, Austin 
Convention Center Room 11AB 

Wait, do music moguls know a secret about 
Korean pop? It’s not much of a secret anymore. 

Not when Hyuna Kim’s ode to teenage experience, 
“Bubble Pop!,” racks up 25 million views on YouTube 
with only two words of English in the lyrics. Not when 
G-Dragon & T.O.R’s strutting “Knock Out” reflects the 
sort of hallucinogenic pop we haven’t heard since 
Missy Elliott. Not when the world’s most popular girl 
group, Girls’ Generation, is David Letterman’s musical 
guest. K-pop has been greeted on American shores 
with Interscope deals and Pitchfork thinkpieces. 

“I think what’s made K-pop so appealing is 
that it’s developed bands and brands instead of 
individual stars,” says Adam Ware, panel modera- 
tor and CEO of Asian-culture network Mnet. “Each 
band member plays a certain personality, maybe 
not as specifically as Sporty Spice, but they’re all 
characters. That leaves a lot of room for fans. You’ll 
have 16-year-old girls that really like the 16-year- 
old member, and a 21-year-old girl who really likes 
the 21-year-old member.” 

It’s a formula perfected a generation ago 
with the world-conquering personalities of the 
Orlando, Fla., boy bands. It’s also a template 
the American pop machine has distanced itself 
from recently, favoring grown-up, PG-13 divas. 

The Koreans still work in the vintage mold, favor- 
ing a spectacle of the neon, sc ream -until -you r- 
throat-bleeds pop show. It’s working, too; a quick

Google of “K-pop flash mob” brings up giddy 
teenagers from London to Moscow dutifully repli- 
cating the choreography on city streets. 

“You haven’t seen anything like that since 
Motown,” says Ware. 

The debate that will probably consume a good 
percentage of this panel’s discussion is whether 
pop in an exotic language can ever permanently 
puncture America. Can K-pop stick if we can’t 
sing along in our cars? Ware thinks K-pop suc- 
ceeds simply because it’s widely available and it 
feels different. 

“There’s no misogyny or ego, and the press 
isn’t concerned with the sex lives or drug habits 
of these groups,” he says. “It’s fresh air from what 
we’re used to.” - Luke Winkie 


New Atlantis: New Orleans Music Rebuilds 

Saturday, March 17, 12:30pm, Austin Convention Center Room 15 



John Swenson, who has written about popular 
music since 1967, is a writer’s writer, meaning his 
work speaks as much to the art as its subject. To 
Swenson, the subject remains music, as dear to his 
heart as the city of New Orleans, where he’s lived 
and worked since 1999. 

“The music,” Swenson flatly declares, “brought 
me here. It’s bottomless. I never feel like I’ve 
reached the end of what you can hear. There’s 
always more mystery. For anyone stimulated by cul- 
ture, it’s an endless spiritual well.” 

The alluringly nicknamed City That Care Forgot has 
always attracted writers as much as musicians, but 
in last year’s book, New Atlantis: Musicians Battle

for the Survival of New Orleans, Swenson makes the 
case for music as the city’s artistic soul. The soul 
can’t be broken or bled out the way New Orleans 
hemorrhaged when Hurricane Katrina nearly sliced 
its aorta. For his South by Southwest panel, Swenson 
addresses how important music is amid adversity. 

That in itself is a massive effort, given the depth 
in which music is in the DNA of not only New 
Orleans but also Louisiana culture. As one of the 
oldest cities in the United States, it boasts a built- 
in survival instinct that transcends not only natural 
disasters but also the man-made ones. Each 
of the cultures that contributed to New Orleans’ 
identity did so musically and uniquely. A little over 
200 years ago, it was a French and Spanish colo- 
nial outpost in a slave culture smack dab in the 
Choctaw Nation. 

“I don’t want to go too deep into history, but it’s 
essential to understanding why it’s so unique here,” 
says Swenson. “The other thing that makes New 
Orleans special is that everything is community- 
oriented. The Irish and Italians, they came here, 
too, and there was no overriding American culture 
for them to assimilate with. The neighborhoods 
kept the music alive. And the music was essential 
to every part of life, from birth to death.” 

Swenson believes music has done the most to 
restore New Orleans' strength and faith in itself 
heroically, but the city’s biggest challenge may be 
back in the hood. 

“The continuity of passing things down generation 
to generation is being severed. Completely. The next 
generation of young people are not being nurtured 
by traditions that were important.” - Margaret Moser 


Value of Vinyl: Production, 
Pressing & Promotion

So maybe you’re an up-and-coming band and 
you aren’t sure whether to include a vinyl compo- 
nent when you release your new album. Perhaps 
you’re a label looking to increase sales and you’re 
wondering how best to maximize your marketing 
dollars. Jay Millar, director of marketing at United 
Record Pressing in Nashville, Tenn., explains why 
artists and labels would be well-served to spend 
their ducats on not-so-compact discs. 

“Vinyl is the peak of the [music-listening] experi- 
ence,” he begins. “It’s the most tactile, the most 
tangible, the most striking artwork, the best sound 
quality. There’s so much more interaction to it. 
People are going to the polar extremes, from the 
peak of convenience in [digital media] and the 
peak of experience.” 

People have been listening to records in one 
form or another since the 19th century, when 
Thomas Edison invented the phonograph. We’re 
all carrying iPods, but at home, you want some- 
thing a little more intimate, fleshier and warmer. 
To that end, there’s limitless value in creating 
opportunities for listeners to have the most full- 
bodied encounter with their music. And it’s not 
just indie-rock fans that are consuming vinyl.

United Pressing is producing vinyl across genres 
from jazz to classical to punk. 

“We’ve pressed god knows how manyAdele 
records,” chuckles Millar. 

You can even buy your tweens a vinyl edition of 
Taylor Swift’s Speak Now. Regardless of genre, it’s 
the superfans, the major music nerds, who make 
up the most important market for genres. 

“Vinyl is a tastemaker thing for the public,” Millar 
insists. “It’s the guy who goes to the local indepen- 
dent record store Tuesday morning to pick up a bunch 
of records and then falls in love with the records and 
goes on their blog and turns on 50 or 100 people.” 

And don’t underestimate the value of the souve- 
nir, the LP sold at the end of a long set in a small, 
poorly lit club to the newest member of a band’s 
fan base. 

“It’s something greater than the digital prod- 
uct,” says Millar. “Rather than the fan going home 
to look up the record on Spotify, an album gives 
the fan a tangible extension of that memorable 
night. That’s money well spent for both a band 
and its fans.” - Melanie Haupt 


journalist Dan Charnas. “Say 
multiracial. It’s one culture.” 

Simmons is partially respon- 
sible for the latter point being 
more true today than it’s 
ever been. As the founder of 
pioneering hip-hop label Def 
Jam Recordings, he played an 
integral role in black music 
crossing over into mainstream 
culture. Think the Beastie Boys, 

Run-DMC remixing Aerosmith’s 
“Walk This Way,” or LL Cool J’s 
premiere on MTV. 

Dan Charnas reported on 
all of it for The Source, the first 
major-market magazine to exclu- 
sively cover hip-hop. Last year, 
he published the mind-bendingly 
detailed The Big Payback: The 
History of the Business of Hip- 
Hop, a 672-page analysis of 
every rap deal that made America 
the colorful society it is today. He knows a thing or 
two about the power of the crossover. 

“When I talk about crossover, I’m not talking 
about mixing it up, which is what guys like Nelly 


Jackson putting Eddie Van Halen 
on “Beat It” and Lionel Richie’s 
“Deep River Woman” collabora- 
tion with Alabama as prime 
examples of pointed crossover, 
moments when a black artist 
made the conscious decision to 
fall in with a white market. When 
Barack Obama was elected 
president, Charnas knew the end 
of music’s racial divide was at 
hand. 

“Obama represents the 
beginning of what you might 
call the final conflict against 
white supremacy,” he says. 
“There’s no question in my 
mind that the 21st century, for black artists, is 
a much more equitable playing field than it ever 
was in the Seventies and Eighties.”

and Snoop did,” he says, referring to Nelly’s 
2006 collaboration with country hit-factory Tim 
McGraw and Snoop Dogg’s 2008 blues choker

Charnas references Michael 
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Fritz Gall, a self-described failed inventor, opened the Museum of Nonsense 
in Herrnbaumgarten, Austria, recently to pay homage, apparently, to even 
greater failures than his own. Among the exhibits are the “portable anonymizer” 
(a stick holding a black bar that one holds over his eyes to obscure identity), a 
transportable hat rack, a bristleless toothbrush (for people with no teeth), and a 
“portable hole” (similar to those that appear in the ground whenever the Road 
Runner needs something for Wile E. Coyote to fall into) 


LEAD STORY 

Part-time Devon, England, vicar Gavin Tyte - 
who serves churches in Uplyme and Axmouth - 
recently produced a rap video of the Nativity in 
which he plays a shepherd, an angel, and the 
narrator. Sample lyrics (about Mary placing her 
baby in a cattle trough and angels calming the 
frightened shepherds): “No hotel, motel, custom 
baby-changer/She wrapped the baby up and laid 
him in a manger,” and “Chill out, my friends, 
there’s no need for trepidation/Got a message 
for the world, and it’s elation information.” 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

Apparently, not only will there be fewer 
overall resources for disabled people in 
Greece due to government austerity, but the 
resources will be spread over a larger number 
of recipients. The Labor Ministry in January 
expanded the category of eligible disabled 
with reduced-amount payments to include: 
pyromaniacs, compulsive gamblers, fetishists, 
sadomasochists, pedophiles, exhibitionists 
and kleptomaniacs. The National 
Confederation of Disabled People said the 
changes would inevitably reduce funds avail- 
able for the blind and the crippled and other 
traditional categories of need. 

Even at a time of schoolteacher layoffs 
nationally, the Buffalo, N.Y., school system 
continues to cover all costs for cosmetic sur- 
gery for teachers. The benefit was estab- 
lished in the calmer 1970s, and no one, it 
seems, anticipated the face-lift and liposuc- 
tion crazes that subsequently developed. The 
annual expense in recent years, for about 


500 benefit-takers a year, has ranged from $5 
million to $9 million (equivalent to the aver- 
age salaries of at least 100 teachers). The 
teachers’ union said it is willing to give up the 
benefit in a new collective-bargaining agree- 
ment, but a quirk in New York law lessens the 
incentive of teachers to negotiate such a con- 
tract (in that the current, highly lucrative con- 
tract remains in force until replaced). 

In February, Kenneth Gunn, of the UK’s 
Scottish Borders Council, decried the budget 
cutbacks that closed down local offices that 
had previously posted marriage notices. By 
making it more difficult for the public to be 
aware of specific marriages, Gunn feared an 
inevitable increase in incest. “I am aware in 
my own ward of brothers sitting beside sisters 
they do not know in primary school.” (The 
problem is more serious in Iceland, whose 
300,000 people are far more self-contained. 
However, a new website containing genealogi- 
cal data back 1,200 years is expected to help 
reduce the risk of incest.) 

GREAT ART! 

But, Why? 1) Two British designers, who 
claim they had the idea independently and 
learned of the other only after they finished, 
recently produced elegant pieces using parts 
from a 2012 Ford Focus. Judy Clark made a 
dress and a biker jacket adorned with car 
keys, radio and dashboard components, seat 
covers, a speedometer, and red tail lights. 
Katherine Hawkins created a necklace using 
dials, springs, buttons, seat materials, and 
instrument panel switches. 2) Swiss artist 


Christoph Buchel has now secured local per- 
mits to bury a Boeing 727 38 feet under a 
patch of California’s Mojave Desert, near 
Bakersfield. Visitors will take a tunnel down 
in order to tour the 153-foot-long plane. 

In February, a German court awarded artist 
Stefan Bohnenberger the equivalent of about 
$2,600 from the Munich gallery that had pre- 
viously housed his work, “Pommes d’Or,” 
which consisted of two ordinary french fries 
contrasted with two golden-leafed ones. The 
gallery returned the golden-leafed ones but 
claimed it could not find the ordinary fries, 
and, anyway, pointed out that they were noth- 
ing but old french fries. 

POLICE REPORT 

Police officers are of course generally for- 
bidden to engage in sex acts in order to gath- 
er evidence. Thus, a scandal erupted in the 
UK in January when The Guardian revealed 
that two undercover officers had fathered chil- 
dren (to enhance their credibility) while infil- 
trating protest groups beginning in the 1980s. 
After the two women learned in late 2011 who 
their kids’ fathers really were, they filed law- 
suits against the responsible police agencies. 
In Sydney, Australia, a state contractor operat- 
ed under no such restriction when it hired a 
brothel inspector in January. Brothels are legal 
and regulated in Sydney, and if off-books facili- 
ties are providing sex illegally, the inspector 
can testify from first-hand knowledge. 

Mayor Jim Preacher of the town of Norway, 
S.C., was pulled over by a state trooper in 
January for speeding. Preacher was unable to 
convince the trooper that his speeding was 
necessary in the performance of a mayoral 
duty, and their encounter apparently ended 
bitterly. As soon as the trooper drove off, the 
mayor turned on his own blue lights, chased 
the trooper down and accused the trooper of 
speeding. Norway disbanded its police depart- 
ment last year, and the question remains 
whether the mayor has police powers. 

The Price Is Right: 1) Ms. Khadijah Baseer 
was arrested in Los Angeles in January on 
suspicion of prostitution. According to several 
men, Baseer had opened their car doors in 
the drive-through lane at a McDonald’s, offer- 
ing them oral sex in exchange for Chicken 
McNuggets.

$6. The man said he paid Kullman with a $2 
bill, three $1 bills, and coins.

An elite squad of six Chinese soldiers, per- 
forming a training ritual for a public audience 
in Hong Kong in January, stood in a circle and 
passed a satchel of live grenades from man 
to man, counting down to the expected 
moment of explosion. At the last possible 
second, the man caught holding the satchel 
discards it, and all dive into a hole for protec- 
tion. At the exhibition, according to Chinese 
Central Television, it worked out fine.

Day Trips

The Franklin Mountains State 
Park in El Paso seems like it is at 
the top of the world. From the scenic 
overlooks, the Rio Grande Valley 
stretches as far as the eye can see. 

As the largest urban state park 
in the nation, the natural area is 
a 37-square-mile playground in 
the Chihuahuan Desert. With 125 
miles of multiuse trails, hikers and 

mountain bikers can spend hours crossing the rugged terrain and never trip over the same 
rock twice. There are also rock-climbing areas near the headquarters in McKelligon Canyon 
and in the Tom Mays Unit. 

The Tom Mays Unit is 3.5 miles off 1-10 on Transmountain Road and offers the most 
access to the park. With only a half-dozen campsites, a few RV slips, and no water or 
electricity; this is primarily a day-use park. There are 44 covered picnic tables, some with 
magnificent views. 

Couple the view from the overlook in the Tom Mays Unit with the views from the turnouts 
along Transmountain Road. The 20-mile highway across the mountains is a roller-coaster 
ride of hairpin turns and steep inclines. 

The Franklin Mountains State Park is on the northern outskirts of El Paso, and is acces- 
sible from 1-10 or U.S. 54.

Coriolanus

Ralph Fiennes couldn’t have picked a bet- 
ter Shakespeare play to adapt for his directorial 
debut, seeing as how it deals timelessly with war, 


a fickle and ill-informed populace, the emo- 
tional hazards and other pitfalls of serving 
one’s country, the ghastly duplicity necessary 
to succeed in politics, and last but most 
assuredly not least, the majesty of Vanessa 
Redgrave, who remains as endlessly watch- 
able as the Bard’s own work. 

Speaking of which, I’m new to this par- 
ticular play, but as adapted for the screen, 
Fiennes updates the original’s 
Roman costumes with modern 
dress (allowing for subtextual 
commentary on any number 
of current military endeavors) 
while keeping Shakespeare’s 
olde English intact - a clever 
gambit that was similarly deployed in Julie 
Taymor’s hyperambitions Titus a decade-plus 
back. John Logan ( Gladiator ), who scripted 
the adaptation, focuses with laser intensity 
on the all-too-relevant topic of what happens 
to soldiers once the wars have concluded. 

In the case of Gen. Caius Martius, aka 
Coriolanus (Fiennes), that means having to 
deal with the slings and arrows of outra- 


geous wartime politics. Pushed by his fear- 
some, dictatorial mother, Volumnia (Redgrave, 
perfectly cast), toward playing politics with 
his 27 scars and glorious record in battle, 
Coriolanus, who is a soldier’s soldier if ever 
there were one, dreads having to serve as 
a consul, a position to which he has been 
elevated thanks to his battlefied prowess. 
Coriolanus inwardly loathes the hypocrisies 
of the plebeians and, saying as 
much, is banished from this mod- 
ern-day Rome (Fiennes chose to 
shoot in Serbia, which nicely fits 
the film’s doomy, shell-shocked 
feel). Into the hinterlands he 
goes, meeting up with his sworn 
enemy, Butler’s brash and bloody Tullus 
Aufidius. Carnage ensues. 

Immensely entertaining, Coriolanus is 
chock-full o’ gore and the contemporary trap- 
pings of a man and a land divided, both from 
without and from within. Coriolanus is, in the 
end, a prideful savage, but unlike his real- 
world counterparts, he seems to know, after 
all, what he’s doing.

ACT OF VALOR 

D: Scott Waugh, Mouse McCoy; with Roselyn Sanchez, Alex 
Veadov, Jason Cottle, Lt. Rorke, Dave, Van 0. (R, 110 min.) 

Coming as it does on the heels of Navy 
SEAL Team 6’s stunning capture of the 
Osama bin Laden compound, Act of Valor, 
which builds a narrative around real SEALs 
in action, comes at a time of heightened 
interest and celebration. Using real SEAL 
team members in the lead roles must have 
sounded like a good idea in the film’s plan- 
ning stages, but there is a reason Flollywood 
invented screen tests. Onscreen magnetism 
is an intangible thing, and the qualities that 
make a person effective on the battlefield do 
not necessarily translate to the silver screen. 
Most of these men look and sound vaguely 
similar, and when cloaked in military garb 
and camouflage, they become even harder to 
distinguish. The screenplay by Kurt Johnstad 
melds several missions into one overarching 
international terrorism plot, which effectively 
ups the battle quotient and diminishes any 
character development or even differentia- 
tion. A voiceover prologue and denouement 
delivered by Dave quotes lots of military 
strategists, especially Tecumseh, and estab- 
lishes the character’s deep friendship with Lt. 
Rorke. But as soon as we learn that Rorke’s 
wife is pregnant with the couple’s first child, 
we fear for his safety. The rules of Hollywood 
are certain to outgun the rules of warfare. 

Despite the weak performances and the 
scattershot screenplay, the film is visually ter- 
rific. Shane Hurlbut’s camerawork is crisp and 
gritty, and though it effectively conveys a first- 
person point of view, Act of Valor nevertheless 
feels more like a game than movie. With no 
investment in the characters and a diluted 
plot about terror, terror everywhere and inter- 
connected, the film starts looking and sound- 


ing redundant and overly long - which it isn’t. 
Like many a mission, I’m sure, Act of Valor 
sounds better on paper than it plays on film.

CHICO & RITA 

D: Fernando Trueba, Javier Mariscal; with the voices of Limara 
Meneses, Emar Xor Oha, Mario Guerra. (NR, 94 min., subtitled) 

The titular, star-crossed lovers are the focal 
point of this Spanish-language nominee for 
Best Animated Feature, but the music is the 
real star. Scored by Cuban pianist Bebo Valdes 
(who garnered international acclaim in director 
Fernando Trueba’s 2000 Latin jazz documen- 
tary Calle 54) and featuring songs by Dizzy 
Gillespie and Charlie Parker, the film rockets 
from the glitzy cabarets and sweaty dive bars 
of Havana, 1948, to bebop’s heyday in New 
York City and Paris jazz joints to the studio 
soundstages of Hollywood’s Golden Age. 

Framed as the recollections of Chico as an 
old man, Chico & Rita charts the tempestu- 
ous romance between two musicians, the 
piano prodigy Chico and saucy chanteuse/ 
muse Rita. (Voice actors Limara Meneses 
and Emar Xor Oha do the talking, while Idania 
Valdes and Bebo Valdes supply Rita’s sing- 
ing and Chico’s ivory twinkling.) Their affair is 
the stuff of an old-school Hollywood sudser 
- Douglas Sirk would’ve had a field day with 
all the backstabbings, broken vows, and sigh- 
ing reunions - and the film, top-heavy with 
the back-and-forth romance, benefits from an 
intriguing subplot about Rita’s struggles with 
the kind of ingrained entertainment industry 
racism that dogged the careers of performers 
such as Lena Horne and Lupe Velez.

As for another kind of inequity, it turns out 
the gender imbalance in full-frontal nudity 
carries over to animation, too; see nude Rita 
- a lot of nude Rita, her hand-drawn pubic 
hair like a laughable, immovable merkin. 
Co-director and artist Javier Mariscal has 
had a storied and awarded career; among 
his accomplishments, he designed Cobi, 
the cartoon mascot for the 1992 Barcelona 
Summer Olympics. His static, more impres- 
sionistic images can be arresting, as in the 
poster he designed for Trueba’s Calle 54. But 
in Chico & Rita - and excepting a lively and 
abstract interlude of a neon-shock dream- 
scape - the animation is uninspiring, corny, 
even. (How come all the white people look 
like background players from the G.l. Joe: A 
Real American Hero cartoon?) The very best 
animation can excite the senses and inflame 
the imagination. But Chico & Rito’s charm- 
less line drawings just made me wish the 
film was live-action instead.

CRAZY HORSE 

D: Frederick Wiseman. (NR, 134 min.) 

Compared to most of the “gentlemen’s clubs” 
in the U.S. (not that I’ve been to that many, but 
still ...), Paris’ famed Crazy Horse Saloon has 
been an ongoing erotic attraction for tourists 
and locals alike since 1951. The place has 
been a rich and endlessly creative (profes- 
sionally and artistically) bastion of pure French 
showmanship, and harbors a deep, Parisian rev- 
erence for all things female. It is the very defini- 
tion of cherchez la femme. If you’re looking for 
women, the Crazy Horse, with its highbrow blend 
of exacting choreography, music, and impeccable 
lighting, is the venue to take in; it’s like Cirque 
du Soleil minus the Vegas riffraff and the libido- 
shattering unpalatability of Showgirls. 

With the film exceeding two hours, Wiseman, 
arguably one our greatest living documentar- 
ians, and his director of photography, John 
Davey, dive deep into the perfectly sculpted, 
infinitely chic sensuality of the place. Far from 
being the Parisian equivalent of the many, often 
raggedy North American venues that have,

over the years, appropriated the erotic icon’s 
moniker as their own, the Crazy Horse, as seen 
through Wiseman’s lens, offers a sublime and 
nuanced blend of classy, old-school showman- 
ship (a la the Folies Bergere) and strictly mod- 
ern titillation. Really, it’s reminiscent of nothing 
so much as All That Jazz with a tastefully florid 
streak. There seems to be much more work 
and very little play going on during the Crazy 
Horse’s off-hours; it’s then that the dancers and 
performers are put through their rigorous paces, 
the whole of the inner life of the venue ticking 
away in splendid, clockwork precision, lubricated 
not by oil but by mascara and lithe young bod- 
ies of a particular type - gamine, small-breast- 
ed, and short-haired as often as not. 

Wiseman’s film captivates, like all back- 
stage documentaries, with its instances of 
the banal ensconced amid so much fleshly 
and artistic perfection. At 134 minutes, Crazy 
Horse could have used some judicious edit- 
ing, but that relatively minor quibble aside, it 
provides a revealing and intimate look (as if 
there could be any other kind) at an institu- 
tion both familiar and utterly alien.

DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX 

D: Chris Renaud; with the voices of Danny DeVito, Ed Helms, 
Zac Efron, Taylor Swift, Betty White, Rob Riggle. (PG, 101 min.) 

Nicely making the transition from book to 
screen, Dr. Seuss’ 1971 children’s classic 
comes across like cautionary science fiction 
for the prepubescent set. Colorful and visu- 
ally delightful, the film is complemented by 
lively vocal work that engages viewers with- 
out calling attention to the stars behind the 
voices. The film’s ecological message is its 
primary takeaway, but that message develops 
as an organic element of the story rather 
than a moralistic afterthought. The Lorax 
allows us to imagine what might happen to 
the world were there no longer trees and air 
a commodity that must be purchased. 

The town of Thneedville is the embodiment 
of that nightmare prospect, even though its 
inhabitants are not aware there is anything 
wrong. The entire city is made of plastic, bright 
and imaginatively shaped. The status quo only 
begins to fray when young Ted (Efron) tries 
to impress Audrey (Swift), a girl who would 
like more than anything to see a real tree. 

That quest leads Ted to break through the 
city limits to find the Once-ler (Helms), who is 
rumored to hold the secret to the trees’ disap- 
pearance. Ted’s grandmother (White) encour- 
ages him and stokes him with her childhood 
memories of life before the trees went away. 
Once found, the Once-ler tells Ted his long, 
sad story about how he is the one respon- 
sible for the decimation of the forest outside 
Thneedville’s borders. It involves a rash, young 
man out to make his fortune by going into the 
woods armed with marshmallows to feed the 
bears and an axe to cut down the trees (which 
look like psychedelic palm trees topped with 
colorful, round tufts). His actions bring forth 
the Lorax, a peanut-shaped thing with a mus- 
tache, who is the guardian of the forest. The 
Lorax and the other animals try to coexist with 
the Once-ler at first, but his business success 
becomes their downfall, and they all depart. 
Ever since, the Once-ler has remained a her- 
mit in the woods, harboring one last seed that 
he passes on to Ted, who uses it to get the 
girl and ultimately show the entire community 
the error of their ways. 


FILM LISTINGS 

Although the movie’s ecological message 
is dominant, it’s not heavy-handed. Rather, 
the ecological warnings are tossed out with 
the same joie de vivre the Once-ler displays 
when tossing marshmallows to the bears. In 
fact, on the subliminal-message scale, I have 
more trouble with the film’s only electric rock 
song being associated with the movie’s bad 
guy, Mr. O’Hare (Riggle), who bottles air to 
sell to the citizens of Thneedville. The film’s 
zippy and buoyant framework, however, make 
the lessons seem not like medicine.

GONE 

D: Heitor Dhalia; with Amanda Seyfried, Jennifer Carpenter, 
Wes Bentley, Michael Pare, Daniel Sunjata. (PG-13, 95 min.) 

As much as I enjoy the work of Michael Pare 
(The Warriors, Streets of Fire), his passable 
if brief turn here as a Portland, Ore., police 
lieutenant is barely enough to recommend the 
bland and criminally yawn-inducing Gone to even 
his most rabid fans. Pare is just one of several 
PPD officers trying to figure out if Jill (Amanda 
Seyfried) is really the victim of a serial abductor 
or if those spooky eyes of hers are indeed a 
window into her troubled psyche. Jill previously 
spent time in a psychiatric hospital after claim- 
ing to have been kidnapped by a mysterious 
prowler whom the police believed to be imagi- 
nary. It will not surprise the audience (or anyone 
who follows either The New York Times’ contem- 
porary crime fiction bestseller list or episodes 
of Law & Order: SVU) when Jill discovers her 
sister Molly (Emily Wickersham) missing under 
equally mysterious circumstances. With both 
parents recently deceased and the cops (Pare 
and Sunjata of Rescue Me) equally unhelpful, 
it’s entirely up to the girl who may (or may not) 
have cried wolf to rescue (or not) her sister. 

Brazilian director Dahlia in his U.S. debut 
shoots Portland and the oppressive surround- 
ing woodlands with an ominous gloom that 
unfortunately never manages to put much of 
a dent in the film’s core obviousness. It’s the 
sort of “Haven’t I seen this before?,” red her- 
ring-packed storyline that makes you wonder 
what Ashley Judd’s been up to lately. Seyfried 
acquits herself admirably in the panicky, hys- 
terical mode, if that’s what you’re looking for, 
but by the time the final, goofy revelations 
roll around, you’re slapping yourself for not 
having just taken a nap instead.

Viewers will find themselves well into this 
intriguing movie before they get a sense of 
what it’s about and where it’s going. And 
even then, they’ll never correctly predict the 
film’s outcome or foretell its bizarre ending. 

Kill List is thoroughly unpredictable and 
derives a great deal of its disquieting power 
from that very fact. 

Writer/ director Ben Wheatley followed up 
Down Terrace, his impressive feature film- 
making debut, with this second, even more 
flabbergasting film. Kill List, at first glance, 
appears to be the story of two British hitmen, 
Jay (Maskell) and Gal (Smiley), who stand to 
come into a bundle of money after assas- 
sinating three names on their “kill list.” Who 
has hired them or what offenses the targets 
committed is beyond the killers’ ken. After 
a cache of pornography is discovered in the 
possession of one of their victims, Jay grows 
increasingly unhinged. 

Although Kill List is a dark and creepy 
film, it is also very funny at times. Much of 
the dialogue is improvised by the actors, 
and the banter helps give the film a natu- 
ralistic feel. The film’s opening scene drops 
us into a verbally vicious brawl between 
Jay and his Swedish wife, Shel (Buring), 
that’s so disorienting that the viewer may 
wonder if the projectionist has begun the 
film in the right place. That’s followed by 
a hilariously uncomfortable dinner party. 
Wheatley constantly contrasts tones and 
emotions so that no stable quarter can be 
found. Without spoiling the ending, let’s just 
say that the film’s final sequences are so 
outrageous that they threaten to undermine 
all the carefully calibrated kitchen-sink real- 
ism that has come before. That’s a shame, 
too, because Kill List, which premiered at 
the 2011 SXSW Film Festival, is one of the 
most fascinating genre-bending films to 
come out of England in a long while. (For

Tonally one of the strangest films of the 
year thus far, Project X is at heart a John 
Hughes-esque celebration of that fleeting 
teenage moment prior to actual adulthood 
when throwing a badass backyard party could 
instantaneously elevate your social status, 
and cement bonds of friendship that would 
last a lifetime, and get you laid all in one go. 
Oh, for the days. Not that they every really 
existed, but hey, that’s what we have Hughes 
for. Project X takes that senior-year geek 
angst and ramps it up to a million, turning 
the whole of one insane, mind-melting, mega- 
party into a study of teenage chaos theory: 
Anything that can go wrong, will go wrong, 
which, conversely, is all right, bro, just chill, 
it’s all good (or something like that). 

Shot in a faux home-brew documentary 
style that manages to feel both way too 
intimate and frequently surreal, Project X 
chronicles the 17th birthday of Thomas (a 


pitch-perfect Mann), which begins when his 
parents leave town for the weekend and ends 
with something approximating the destruction 
of Cloverfield. There’s no monster here, but 
that handheld camera turns out to be one 
of the film’s major strengths, as it mirrors 
the constantly shifting emotions of the main 
characters and the increasingly outrageous 
(and potentially life-threatening) events sur- 
rounding them. It’s The Party as viewed from 
a Jung-via-J .J. Abrams perspective. 

Wallflower Thomas earns his chance 
to blossom as the revelry - fueled by the 
infinitely creative party scheming of Bronx 
homeboy Costa (Cooper) - reaches truly epic 
proportions. Texan actor Mann imbues what 
easily could have been a cardboard cutout 
of a role with all manner of real-world tics 
and hesitancies. He’s initially freaked by 
the amount of people showing up at what 
was supposed to be a “small gathering of 
friends,” but as the night progresses from 
crazy shindig to outright bacchanal, the char- 
acter follows a surprisingly unpredictable arc. 
Such subtlety in the midst of utter pandemo- 
nium is not at all what I had expected going 
into the film, to be honest. It’s a defiantly 
anarchic, unexpectedly poignant updating of 
the late, great John Hughes emo-fueled teen 
anthems, retooled for the age of anxiety and 
adulthood in distress.

February 2011 brought us the underap- 
preciated comedy about Wisconsin insur- 
ance agents: Cedar Rapids. One year later, 
a Wisconsin insurance agent is once again 
on our radar in Thin Ice. This time the film 
is a comic crime story with Greg Kinnear 
as Mickey Prohaska, a hustling insurance 
salesman who’s always looking to land a 
big score and depart Kenosha for warmer 
climes. He’s the kind of agent who’s always 
trying to frighten clients into buying more 
insurance than they need and has a perme- 
able barrier between his personal and busi- 
ness bank accounts. 

Mickey stumbles onto a potential windfall 
in the detritus of an old man’s living room: a 
collectible violin worth a ton of money. Gorvy 
(Arkin), the old man, appears to be an easy 
mark, but every step of the way something 
else goes wrong. A shady locksmith (Crudup), 
a violin appraiser (Balaban), Mickey’s sales 
rep Bob (Harbour) - each man becomes 
involved and leads Mickey further astray 
as the number of things he must cover up 
increases. Good performances give this 
movie a pleasant shine, but in all honesty, 
Thin Ice relies on too many familiar setups to 
feel wholly fresh. The script by Sprecher and 
her sister Karen Sprecher, lacks novelty but 
is a solid mechanism, nevertheless. It keeps 
the narrative train on track and on time, but 
the destination is somewhere you’ve been 
dozens of times before.

Tim Heidecker and 
Eric Wareheim’s purposely ragtag aesthetics 
and indefatigable generation of joke premis- 
es that have minimal follow-through give the 
impression of watching sporadically inspired 
local funny guys on cable access. That’s 
not meant as a put-down; that’s the tone 
this pair is aiming for. Viewers approaching 
Tim and Eric’s comedy for the first time will 
probably be baffled by their popularity and 
success. Their Billion Dollar Movie will not 
win new converts, and their stretched-out 
routines demonstrate the old saw about less 
sometimes being more. 

However, you have to have a certain amount 
of respect for guys who have the courage of 
their convictions - in this case, that means 
that if a joke seems funny at first, it will kill if 
riffed to death. So if the characters stopping 
the action to watch Top Gun is funny, it will 
be twice as funny if they watch it a second 
time. The film is dotted with lots of fake com- 
mercials and direct-to-the-camera asides that 
pad out the length of this flimsy plot. It seems 
that Tim and Eric have squandered the billion 
dollars they were given to make a movie that

TYLER PERRY’S GOOD DEEDS

Branching out from his previous films, 
which feature the writer/director playing his 
man-in-drag alter ego, Madea, or faith-based 
romantic comedies and family dramas, the 
one-man movie conglomerate that is Tyler 
Perry here goes for a family and relationship 
drama sans holy redemption from the Good 
Book. Perry also plays this movie’s lead char- 
acter, Wesley Deeds, a son of privilege who 
inherited his father’s successful business in 
San Francisco and has made the company 
even more successful. Except for his problem 
brother Walter (White), his fiancee Natalie 
(Union) whom he likes but is not passionate 
about, and his autocratic mother (Rashad), 
Wesley’s life appears perfect. Yet he is both- 
ered by the thought that the life he is living is 
not the one he has chosen. 

While going through his paces, Wesley 
meets Lindsey (Newton), an Iraq war widow 
and single mom who cleans his office. 

Lindsey is in dire financial straits but tries 
to hide it, while Wesley’s initial libidinous 
interest grows into something deeper as 
he begins to understand her situation. Mr. 
Deeds ultimately goes not to town or to 
Washington, but to a place where he can flee 
his sense of inauthenticity. 


The melodramatic film has numerous light 
and comical touches, and the performances 
are uniformly good. The film’s pace, however, 
has the consistency of molasses, and there’s 
hardly a scene that wouldn’t be improved by 
judicial trimming. Dramatically, the charac- 
ters’ actions are frequently unbelievable, par- 
ticularly the female characters. In a couple 
instances, Lindsey changes her mind on a 
significant issue with implausible rapidity, 
and bride-to-be Natalie is unrealistically san- 
guine about the sudden changes in her life. 
Yet, as Wesley, Perry shows more range as 
an actor than any of his previous roles have 
allowed. Good Deeds, nevertheless, is a fairly 
predictable slog.

Jennifer Aniston doesn’t get enough credit. 
It’s not that she’s any great shakes as a 
performer - she’s not a shape-shifter, there’s 
a certain sameness to all Aniston’s screen 
personas - but in her selection of projects, 
she’s chosen to burrow into interesting 
pockets of the modern female experience. 
Think of the unwed mother who falls in love 
with her gay best friend in The Object of 
My Affection; the broke, still-single Stoner 
and odd-man-out in Friends With Money; 
the adult who tries and fails at cohabita- 
tion with a man-child in The Break-Up, a raw 
relationship drama dressed up as a roman- 
tic comedy; or the professional woman, 
angsting for a baby, who opts for artificial 
insemination in The Switch. Sure, the films 
were sometimes flawed, but they were wel- 
come alternatives to the standard Hollywood 
cookie-cutter plots about losing a man in 10 
days or trudging down the aisle 27 times in 
bridesmaid taffeta. 

Wanderlust is flawed, too, but for its 
exploration of financial ruin and alternative 
lifestyles, it shows once again that Aniston, 
at the very least, knows which way the wind 
is blowing. That isn’t meant to give too 
much heft to a fairly silly and overly episodic 
comedy about a Manhattan couple, Linda 
(Aniston) and George (Rudd), whose careers 
dead-end on the same day. Unable to pay 
their mortgage or find new work, they leave 
the big city and stumble quite by accident 
into a commune in Georgia, led by a beatific 
ladies’ man (Justin Theroux in Jesus hair, and 
killing it). You can already guess the comedy 
culled from the set-up - nudism, drug freak- 
outs, the hypocrisies of the self-righteous, 
and free love antics. But these are profes- 
sionals - the cast and crew cut their teeth on 
The State, Children's Hospital, Friends, MADtv, 
and a host of other comedy projects - and 
they know how work a joke, even when the 
punchline is foregone.

A sequel to 2008’s inexplicably popular Journey 
to the Center of the Earth, this outing into lands 
unknown replaces Brendan Fraser with the pecto- 
rally spectacular presence of the Rock (ne Dwayne 
Johnson), and the result is a goofy-weird mishmash 
of CGI creatures and lousy screenwriting. Hutcherson 
returns as genius bad boy Sean Anderson, who is 
accompanied on his trip to the cyclone-encircled 
island by his Navy vet stepfather, Hank (Johnson). 
After deciphering an encrypted radio signal, the sul- 
len teen and the hulking man-thing-cum-legal guardian 
charter a rickety chopper piloted by Gabato (Guzman) 
and his megahawt daughter (Hudgens), and head 
straight into volcanic, monster island trouble. Though 
it occasionally enters into serious WTF territory, this 
is overall dumb family fun. I’d say get a sitter and 
take a fistful of magic mushrooms prior to embarking 
on this particular journey. That’d likely be one trippy 
sojourn you’d never forget or, at least, stop giggling 
over.

At the time of her death in 2009, the German-born 
Pina Bausch was one of the most celebrated dancer/ 
choreographers of her time. You won’t find that kind 
of biographical detail in fellow countryman Wim 
Wenders’ Oscar-nominated, 3-D performance film/ 
tribute piece, but you won’t necessarily miss it, either, 
not with the utterly transfixing, exhilarating spectacle 
of bodies in motion. The bulk of the film is comprised 
of staged performances of Bausch ’s works, bracketed 
by breathtaking solo and duo performances set in 
the wilds, so to speak, of the cityscape and by the 
heartfelt testimonials of troupe members reflecting 
on their experiences with Bausch. Holdouts to the 
3-D revolution will probably crumble at Wenders’ com- 
manding use of the technology. The action is filmed 
in a way that re-creates the effect of attending a real 
performance - only without having to scrabble for the 
best seat in the house. No matter where you are, 
you’re already in it.

Rampart begins to wander a lot in its second half as 
the D.A.’s office suggests retirement and Dave spirals 
wildly out of control. It’s a portrait that provides few 
background clues about Dave, and like the character 
himself, the film just doesn’t know when to stop.

Reynolds is 
bored and lonely rookie “housekeeper” Matt Weston, 
the guy in charge of an empty CIA safe house in 
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Johannesburg, South Africa. But, that all changes 
with the sudden capture of Tobin Frost (Washington), 
a master spook gone rogue who’s carrying something 
that everybody wants. Within minutes of his arrival, 
this allegedly “safe” house is compromised, a half- 
dozen CIA goons are dead, and Weston and Frost are 
on the run from persons unknown. At its heart, Safe 
House is a chase film, but the top-drawer ensemble 
cast elevates the whole above the cliched sum 
of its parts. It’s formulaic, to be sure, but director 
Espinosa’s gritty, relentless film feels as dirty as its 
morally bankrupt milieu.

Austin Chronicle: So, why all the changes for this new album? 
Jonathan Meiberg: When we got to the end of the Island 
Arc show we did at the Central Presbyterian [Church], it 
was really fun and great to be able to play all three of 
those records as one long piece. But when we were done 
I thought, “This is finished,” and I wanted to take a differ- 
ent approach. I was starting to feel at the end of the last 
record that the music was becoming a little too cerebral, 
like a great green floating head. Like the head of Oz, you 
know? And I wanted to peer back behind the curtain more 
on the next record. I wanted the record to be more vis- 
ceral and come out to meet you rather than be an object 
that you pondered in the distance. 

AC: You changed labels on this album as well. Was Sub 
Pop expecting something different , maybe another trilogy? 


JM: After our contract ran out with Matador, Sub Pop 
expressed interest in doing a record with us, and they got 
really excited. I think it sounded refreshing to them, and 
it certainly felt refreshing to me. Honestly, and I know 
that bands always say that the record they just worked 
on was their favorite one, but this is the record where we 
got as close as we’ve ever come to what we aimed for at 
the beginning. 

AC: Speaking of an album coming out to meet you, Animal 
Joy has those claws on the cover. Is this a work less about 
us interfering with the natural world and more about it 
interfering with us? 

JM: Yeah, or you being part of it, because the blood that 
runs through the natural world is the same stuff that runs 
through you. We think we’re separate from it, but we’re 
really not. What I wanted the album to invoke were the 
times in your life when you felt most alive, whether that 
was out of fear or exhilaration.

FREE SPEECH OR 
CLUTTERED YARD? 

My Austin neighbor puts ( literally ) dozens of politi- 
cal signs in his front yard during election season. I 
suppose it’s commendable that he is engaged in the 
political process, but honestly, it’s ugly and clutters up 
our otherwise pretty street. Is he allowed to do that? 
Anything I can do to stop it? 

Not much as long as the signs are posted tempo- 
rarily and on private property. The 1st Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution protects free speech, 
especially politically driven free speech. There are, 
however, some limits to free speech protection 
(remember, your right to free speech does not give 
you license to scream “fire” in a crowded theatre), 
although the limitations probably won’t help you in 
this situation. 

Austin city code allows your neighbor to post 
several types of signs on his private property, 
including political signs, real estate signs, neigh- 
borhood meeting signs, garage/yard sale signs, and 
contractors’ signs. Your neighbor is prohibited from 
posting signs in the public right-of-way (roads, side- 
walks, etc.) or on public property (parks). The key 
here is that the signs may only be posted temporar- 
ily. Permanent signs require permits. You may have 
standing to complain about your neighbor’s signs if 
he leaves them up post-election. 

When I walk our dog down the street I always get to 
one house where I have to duck under the low-hanging 
trees. It drives me nuts that they don’t trim their trees. 

Is the homeowner required to trim the overhanging 
trees or is it the city’s responsibility? 

Don’t like getting poked in the face by overhang- 
ing trees? Then you may want to visit with your 
neighbors to encourage them to trim the trees. 
Property owners generally have the responsibility 
to trim overhanging trees. For properties within the 
City of Austin, there should be at least 14 feet of 
clearance from the street to the tree line.
